MEETING  TIME  AND  DATE 
Rule  1. 

Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to  time,  and 
except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting  of  the  City 
Council  shall  be  on  Wednesdays  at  1:00  p.m.,  in  the 
Iannella  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  1  City  Hall 
Square,  Boston.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at 
the  president's  discretion,  provided,  however,  that  no 
special  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  called,  except 
in  the  case  of  an  emergency  and,  upon  less  than 
forty-eight  hours  from  the  time  the  notices  are  mailed 
or  dispatched  by  special  messenger,  or  relayed  to 
each  councillor's  office. 


Rule  2. 


QUORUM 


A  quorum  of  the  City  Council  shall  consist  of 
seven  members  and  any  member  may  call  for  a  roll 
call  on  the  question  of  the  presence  of  a  quorum.  If 
at  any  time  any  meeting  is  called  to  order,  or  if  dur- 
ing a  meeting  a  roll  call  shows  less  than  a  quorum 
present,  the  presiding  officer  shall  call  a  recess  of 
not  more  than  ten  minutes,  after  which  time,  if  a 
quorum  is  not  present,  the  meeting  shall  be  ad- 
journed. 

PRESIDING  OFFICER 
Rule  3. 

The  president  of  the  council  shall  assume  the  chair 
at  the  hour  set  by  the  previous  adjournment;  shall 
call  the  members  to  order  and  after  a  roll  call  show- 
ing a  quorum  present,  shall  proceed  with  the  regular 
order  of  business.  The  president  shall  select  a  presi- 
dent pro-tempore  to  act  in  his  or  her  absence.  The 
vice  chair  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  be 
the  president  pro-tempore.  In  the  event  of  the  absence 
of  both  the  president  and  the  president  pro-tempore 
the  senior  member  by  age  shall  preside. 

Appealing  a  Decision  of  the  Chair: 
Rule  4. 

The  presiding  officer  may  speak  to  points  of  order 


in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered 
until  properly  seconded.  No  other  business  except  a 
motion  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  in 
order  until  the  question  on  appeal  has  been  decided. 
The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by  a  roll 
call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative  unless 
a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Recess: 
Rule  5. 

The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time,  during  de- 
bate or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not  more  than 
ten  minutes,  and  such  action  shall  not  be  subject  to 
appeal,  nor  shall  any  motions  apply  thereto. 

Propounding  Motions: 
Rule  6. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all  motions  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless  the  subse- 
quent motion  shall  be  previous  in  its  nature,  provided 
in  the  naming  the  sums  and  fixing  times  the  largest 
sum  and  the  longest  term  shall  be  put  first. 

Deciding  Questions: 
Rule  7. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  the  presid- 
ing officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all  questions 
relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  upon. 

Dividing  a  Question: 
Rule  8. 

The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when  the 
sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Doubting  the  Vote: 
Rule  9. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes;  but  if 
any  member  doubts  a  vote  the  president  shall  cause  a 
rising  vote  to  be  taken  and,  when  two  members  so 
request,  shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  roll  call. 

Vacating  the  Chair: 
Rule  10. 

When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire  to  vacate 
the  chair  he  or  she  shall  call  the  president  pro- 
tempore,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  president  pro- 
tempore,  any  other  member  to  it;  but  the  president  or 
the  president  pro-tempore,  as  the  case  may  be,  may 
resume  the  chair  at  will. 

Agenda: 
Rule  11. 

The  original  and  twenty-one  copies  of  any  mes- 
sage, ordinance,  resolution,  vote  or  other  measure 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  delivered  to  the  of- 
fice of  the  City  Clerk  before  1:00  p.m.  on  the  regu- 
lar work  day  preceding  any  meeting  of  the  Council 
as  a  prerequisite  to  its  consideration  at  such  meeting; 
the  original  and  two  copies  of  any  order,  ordinance, 
resolution  or  committee  report  submitted  by  a  Coun- 
cillor (excepting  reports  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  voted  during  a  recess  of  the  Council  meeting) 
shall  also  be  delivered  before  such  time  to  such  place 
as  a  prerequisite  to  its  consideration  at  such  meeting. 
Nineteen  copies  of  each  are  to  be  delivered  to  the 
City  Messenger  by  each  Councillor's  office  submit- 
ting the  same. 

Duties  of  the  Clerk: 
Rule  12. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk,  acting  as 
clerk  and  parlimentarian  of  the  Council,  to  prepare 
and  cause  to  be  printed  for  each  meeting  a  listing  of 
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matters  submitted  for  consideration  to  the  Council  in 
accordance  with  Rule  1 1  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the 
agenda,  which  shall  be  divided  into  two  sections,  the 
latter  of  which  shall  be  known  as  the  consent  agenda. 
One  copy  of  each  matter  to  be  considered  on  the 
Consent  Agenda  is  to  be  given  to  the  City  Messen- 
ger. 

Said  agenda  shall  include  unfinished  business  of 
preceding  meetings,  matters  on  the  table,  assignment, 
and  thirty-day  and  sixty-day  orders  not  acted  upon  in 
previous  meetings.  Said  matters  shall  be  listed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  order  of  business  as  described  in 
Rule  13. 

Corrections  as  to  Form: 
Rule  12A. 

After  an  ordinance  is  passed,  but  prior  to  its  pre- 
sentation to  the  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  president  and  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  if  necessary,  may  make  such 
changes  therein  as  will  make  it  correct  as  to  form; 
provided,  however,  its  substance  is  not  thereby  af- 
fected. 

Items  of  the  Same  Matter: 
Rule  12B. 

In  the  event  that  resolutions  or  orders  concerning 
the  same  subject  matter  are  filed  with  the  City  Clerk 
for  consideration  by  the  Council,  the  Clerk  shall 
cause  to  have  entered  on  the  agenda  only  that  resolu- 
tion or  order  which  was  first  filed  and  the  name  of 
the  sponsor(s)  to  the  similar  resolution  or  order  shall 
be  added  as  a  sponsoring  member  to  the  resolution 
or  order  which  is  placed  on  the  agenda.  Such  action, 
however,  shall  not  preclude  any  member  from  offer- 
ing an  amendment  to  said  resolution. 

Removal  from  the  Consent  Agenda: 

Resolutions  of  condolences  and  congratulations 
filed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Rule  37 
shall  be  listed  upon  the  consent  agenda;  provided, 
however,  that  upon  the  objection  of  any  member  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  City  Council,  the  matter  being  ob- 
jected to  by  said  member  shall  be  removed  from  the 
consent  agenda  and  placed  on  the  agenda  of  regular 
Council  business.  No  such  resolution  shall  bear  the 
name  of  any  Councillor  not  indicating  consent  to 
sponsorship. 

All  matters  contained  on  the  consent  agenda  shall 
be  read  as  one  and  the  questions  of  adoption  and  pas- 
sage of  all  said  matters  shall  be  by  a  single  motion. 
The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"The  question  now  comes  on  approval  of  the 
various  matters  contained  within  the  consent 
agenda." 

Said  agenda  shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  of 
the  Council  by  4:30  p.m.  on  the  regular  work  day 
preceding  the  scheduled  meeting.  Upon  receipt  of 
matters  submitted  by  the  Mayor  and/or  Council 
members  to  be  considered  at  a  Council  meeting,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Messenger  to  promptly 
deliver  a  copy  of  any  such  message,  report  or  any 
other  document,  commonly  known  as  "the  packet", 
to  each  Council  member. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  AND  DEBATE 
Rule  13. 

At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  the  order 
of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Communications  from  the  Mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,   memorials,   and  re- 
monstrances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers  and  others. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Orders  and  resolutions. 


7.  Consent  agenda. 
Rule  14. 

When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  following  mo- 
tions only  shall  be  entertained  and  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

MOTIONS  AND  ORDERS 

Strike  and  Insert: 
Rule  15. 

A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed 
indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost  shall 
not  preclude  amendment,  or  a  motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert. 

Adjourn: 
Rule  16. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time, 
except  on  an  immediate  repetition  of,  or  pending  a 
verification  of  a  vote;  and  that  motion,  the  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the  table, 
and  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate. 

Direct  Bearing  and  Previously  Debated  Matters: 
Rule  17. 

No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different 
from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under 
the  color  of  an  amendment. 

Any  ordinance,  order,  or  resolution  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a  di- 
rect bearing  on  the  business  of  the  Council,  or  which 
has  been  previously  debated  and  acted  upon  in  a  mu- 
nicipal year,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  and  shall  not  be  further  considered  by  the 
Council  except  upon  report  by  that  Committee.  There 
shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair 
hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject  to  sus- 
pension. No  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall  unanimous 
consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be  in  or- 
der. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  may  report  that  any 
ordinance,  order,  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out 
of  order  because  of  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on 
the  business  of  the  Council,  and  its  report  shall  be  a 
final  disposition  of  the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal 
which  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  provisions  as 
those  governing  appeals  from  rulings  of  the  presiding 
officer. 

Remanding  Matters  to  the  Mayor: 
Rule  18. 

Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or  other 
measure  submitted  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  rejected 
without  prejudice,  unless  when  it  is  filed  with  the 
City  Clerk,  it  bears  the  certificate  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  that,  if  adopted  or  passed  in  the  form  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor,  it  will  be  in  accordance  with 
the  law. 

Withdrawal  of  Motions: 
Rule  19. 

After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the  presiding  offi- 
cer it  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  presiding  officer  on 
the  request  of  the  sponsor,  providing  no  objection. 
Every  motion  to  amend  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  copies  of  it  given  to  the  members. 
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COMMITTEE  ASSIGNMENT  AND  ACTION 
Rule  20. 

When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution  relates  to  a 
subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and  re- 
ported upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  Council, 
such  order  or  resolution  shall  upon  presentation,  be 
referred  to  such  committee.  When  a  motion  is  made 
to  refer  any  subject,  and  different  committees  are 
proposed,  the  motions  shall  be  put  in  the  following 
order: 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  Council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  Council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order,  or  resolu- 
tion which  is  referred  to  a  committee  may  be  given  a 
hearing  on  the  same  by  the  committee  before  a  re- 
port is  made  thereon  if  the  or  she  so  requests  at  a 
time  of  offering  the  same  or  before  final  action 
thereon  by  the  committee. 

If,  within  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  the  committee  of  all  members 
is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  called  by  nine  mem- 
bers of  the  Council. 

If,  after  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  the  a  committee  of  all  members 
is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled  by  a  stand- 
ing vote  of  seven  members  of  the  Council. 

After  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  year,  any  mat- 
ter in  committee,  shall  be  placed  on  file  by  the  City 
Clerk,  unless  the  sponsoring  member  requests  that  a 
matter  be  carried  over  into  the  next  municipal  year. 

VOTING 
Rule  21. 

In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression  shall  be  "Or- 
dered" for  everything  by  way  of  command,  and  the 
form  shall  be  "Resolved"  for  everything  expressing 
opinions,  principles,  facts,  or  purposes. 

Summons  of  Members: 
Rule  22. 

Upon  the  request  for  a  call  of  the  ayes  and  nays, 
the  president  shall  hold  the  calling  open  for  a  period 
no  longer  than  five  minutes,  during  which  time  the 
City  Messenger  shall  summons  all  members  who  are 
absent  from  the  Iannella  Council  Chamber.  The 
Clerk  shall  call  the  names  of  the  members  in  alpha- 
betical order  without  interruption.  Each  member  shall 
respond  to  his  or  her  name  when  called  by  the 
Clerk.  No  member  shall  be  recorded  after  the  name 
of  the  next  member  has  been  called  in  the  prescribed 
manner,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the 
members  present. 
Rule  23. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  ques- 
tion is  put,  unless  he  or  she  is  excluded  by  interest, 
shall  vote  in  the  affirmative  or  negative  or  shall  re- 
spond "present"  unless  the  Council  has  for  special 
reason  excused  that  member  from  voting.  Unless  oth- 
erwise provided,  a  majority  of  those  councillors 
present  and  voting  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council,  or  a 
Council  committee,  shall  constitute  a  majority. 

Absence  of  Sponsoring  Member: 
Rule  24. 

In  the  event  that  the  sponsoring  member  of  any  or- 
der, resolution,  or  other  matter,  excepting  those  con- 
tained upon  the  consent  agenda,  is  not  present  when 
the  Clerk  reads  said  matter,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  instruct  the  Clerk  to  withdraw  said  matter  from 
consideration  at  that  meeting. 

Reconsideration: 
Rule  25. 

When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any  member  may 
move  reconsideration  thereof  only  at  the  same  meet- 
ing. Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited 


to  thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more 
than  five  minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary 
or  incidental  question  debate  shall  be  limited  to  ten 
minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  two 
minutes. 
Rule  25A. 

When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been  decided  that 
decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question 
shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless  it  has  been 
amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any  re- 
consideration be  had  upon  the  following  motions: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or 
postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such  action 
in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider. 

READINGS 

Rule  26. 

Except  for  matters  listed  on  the  consent  agenda, 
every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution,  unless  re- 
ported upon  by  a  committee  or  rejected,  shall  have 
two  separate  readings,  both  of  which  may  take  place 
at  the  same  session  unless  objection  is  made;  pro- 
vided that  all  orders  for  the  expenditure  of  monies, 
unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  the  Council, 
shall  lie  over  for  one  week  before  final  action 
thereon.  Whenever  the  second  reading  immediately 
follows  the  first  reading,  the  document  may  be  read 
on  the  second  occasion  by  its  title  only. 

Second  Readings  and  Two-thirds  Majority  Required: 

All  orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or  re- 
strictions on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  all  loans 
voted  by  the  Council  shall  require  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  members  of  the  Council,  and  shall  be 
passed  only  after  two  separate  readings  and  by  two 
separate  votes,  the  second  of  said  readings  and  votes 
to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first, 
except  in  cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is  autho- 
rized by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for  any 
of  the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require  the  same 
number  of  readings  and  of  votes  as  was  required  for 
passage  of  the  original  order. 

Adoption  of  Matters  on  Day  Introduced: 
Rule  26 A. 

No  ordinance  or  substitution  of  an  ordinance  may 
be  adopted  at  the  meeting  at  which  it  is  submitted. 
This  rule  may  not  be  suspended,  except  with  unani- 
mous consent. 

COMMITTEE  STRUCTURE 

Forty-Eight  Hour  Notice  Required: 
Rule  27. 

No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall  be  called  upon 
less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the  time  the  Council 
staff  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched  to 
them  by  special  messenger  provided  that  meetings  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  may  be  held  for  a  spe- 
cific or  specific  purpose(s)  at  the  call  of  the  presi- 
dent, at  the  completion  of  other  Council  business  and 
prior  to  final  adjournment  of  any  meeting  of  the 
Council  without  such  notice.  Only  those  specific 
item(s)  for  which  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  hearing 
has  been  called  shall  be  in  order  at  such  hearing. 

At  the  start  of  any  committee  hearing  the  commit- 
tee chair  shall  state  the  procedure  by  which  the  hear- 
ing shall  be  governed.  Unless  changed  by  a  majority 
of  the  committee  members,  the  chair's  procedure 
shall  govern.  The  chair  and  members  of  any  commit- 
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tee  shall  speak  and  question  witnesses  for  not  more 
than  ten  minutes  at  a  time;  provided  that  the  sponsor 
or  sponsors  of  the  various  committee  proposals  shall 
be  given  the  opportunity  to  make  the  initial  presenta- 
tion. 

No  committee  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
Council  shall  incur  any  expense,  including,  but  not 
limited  to  advertising  and  stenographic  costs.  No 
committee  meeting,  except  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  shall  be  conducted  on  the  day  of  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Council.  No  committee  meeting  shall 
be  conducted  on  the  same  day  and  time  as  another 
committee  meeting. 
Rule  27  A. 

The  chair  of  each  committee,  prior  to  a  committee 
vote  on  any  matter,  shall  consult  with  each  member 
of  the  committee,  and  before  reporting  on  any  matter 
pending  shall  obtain  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
committee  in  favor  of  said  report.  If  a  member  of  a 
committee  doubts  the  existence  of  majority  support  of 
a  committee  recommendation  he  or  she  may  rise  and 
doubt  the  vote  of  the  committee,  and  the  president 
shall  call  a  recess  and  poll  all  committee  members 
present.  If  a  majority  does  not  exist,  the  matter  under 
consideration  shall  be  returned  to  the  committee 
without  further  debate. 

The  staff  director  shall,  upon  scheduling  of  a  com- 
mittee meeting  or  hearing,  promptly  post  a  record  of 
time,  place,  and  subject  matter  of  such  meeting  or 
hearing  and  the  time  at  which  such  meeting  or  hear- 
ing is  scheduled  and  shall  cause  a  written  notice 
thereof  to  be  delivered  to  all  Councillors. 

CONDUCT  IN  THE  CITY  COUNCIL 

Contempt  Citation: 
Rule  28. 

Every  member  about  to  speak  shall  rise,  address 
the  chair,  and  wait  until  recognized.  No  member 
shall  be  recognized  when  seated  or  away  from  his  or 
her  desk.  In  speaking,  members  shall  refrain  from 
mentioning  other  members  by  name,  shall  confine 
themselves  to  the  question,  shall  not  use  unbecoming, 
abusive,  or  unparliamentary  language,  and  shall  avoid 
personalities.  Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  other- 
wise, indulges  in  personalities  or  makes  charges  re- 
flecting upon  the  character  of  another  member  shall 
make  an  apology  in  open  open  session  at  the  meeting 
at  which  the  offense  is  committed  or  at  the  next  suc- 
ceeding regular  meeting  and,  failing  to  do  so.  shall 
be  named  by  the  president  to  be  held  in  contempt 
and  suspended  from  further  participation  in  debate 
until  said  apology  is  made. 

Order  of  and  Time  Limit  on  Speaking: 
Rule  29. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  a  ques- 
tion when  another  member  who  has  not  spoken 
claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speaking  shall, 
without  consenting,  be  interrupted  by  another,  except 
on  a  point  of  order. 

A  member  may  speak  upon  a  matter  for  no  more 
than  ten  minutes  at  a  time.  A  member  who  has  not 
spoken  on  a  matter  shall  have  priority  and  recogni- 
tion by  the  chair  whenever  said  member  shall  rise. 
The  Assistant  City  Clerk  acting  as  Assistant  Clerk  of 
the  Council  shall  inform  the  president  whenever  a 
member  has  spoken  longer  than  ten  minutes. 

Conflict  of  Interest: 
Rule  30. 

No  member  shall  engage  in  any  business  or  trans- 
action or  shall  have  a  financial  or  other  private  inter- 
est, direct  or  indirect,  which  is  a  conflict  with  the 
proper  discharge  of  his  or  her  official  duties.  A 
member  who  has  a  direct  or  indirect  financial  or 


other  private  interest,  in  any  proposed  legislation 
shall  publicly  disclose,  on  the  official  record  of  the 
Council,  the  nature  and  extent  of  such  interest,  and 
upon  doing  so  shall  be  excused  from  voting  on  said 
question. 

Guests: 
Rule  31. 

No  person  except  a  member  of  the  Council  shall  at 
any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy  a  seat  in  the  Ian- 
nella Council  Chamber  of  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil. The  City  Messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 
Rule  32. 

No  person,  excepting  Council  staff  or  Councillors' 
staff,  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anterooms  or  upon  the 
floor  of  the  Iannella  Council  Chamber,  except  upon 
invitation  of  the  presiding  officer.  Seats  reserved  for 
the  press,  both  electronic  and  print  media,  shall  be 
reserved  solely  for  accredited  members  of  the  press. 
Guests  will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  Iannella 
Council  Chamber  when  the  Council  is  in  session,  but 
no  one  will  be  admitted  to  said  gallery  after  all  seats 
are  occupied.  No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  dis- 
approval from  guests  shall  be  permitted,  and  if  such 
demonstrations  are  made  the  gallery  will  be  cleared. 
The  City  Messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Member  of  the  Press  on  Council  Floor: 
Rule  32 A. 

Members  of  the  press  in  attendance  shall  refrain 
from  discussion  within  the  Council  chamber  with 
Council  members  during  a  council  meeting.  No 
member  of  the  press  shall  be  allowed  on  the  council 
floor,  except  with  the  permission  of  the  president. 
Rule  33. 

No  person,  who  for  compensation  or  reward  acts 
to  promote,  oppose,  or  influence  a  matter  pending 
before  the  City  Council  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time 
to  the  Iannella  Council  Chamber  or  anterooms 
thereof  unless  said  person  has  registered  with  the 
City  Clerk  stating  the  nature  of  his  or  her  business. 

FURTHER  RULES. 
AMENDMENT  AND  SUSPENION 

Rule  34. 

Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of  these 
rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  snail  be  gov- 
erned by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Suspension  of  Rules: 
Rule  35. 

With  the  exception  of  Rule  17  which  may  not  be 
suspended  and  Rules  1 1  and  26A  which  may  be  sus- 
pended only  by  a  unanimous  roll  call  vote  of  those 
present,  the  foregoing  rules,  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended,  or  repealed  at  any  time,  except 
by  the  votes  of  two  thirds  of  all  members  of  the 
Council.  Provided,  however,  that  Rule  11  may  be 
suspended  only  in  the  case  of  an  order,  ordinance, 
vote,  committee  report,  or  other  measure  submitted 
by  the  Mayor  or  by  a  Councillor  calling  for  action 
by  the  Council,  that  is  of  an  emergency  nature, 
namely  that  which  poses  an  imminent  threat  to  the 
peace,  health,  or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  prop- 
erty. 

Committee  Appointment.  Structure  and  Role: 
Rule  36. 

The  president  of  the  City  Council  shall  appoint  all 
standing  committees,  all  special  committees,  shall  fill 
any  committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of  the 
members  of  each  committee  unless  specifically  di- 
rected otherwise  by  two-thirds  of  the  Council.  All 
committees  shall  consist  of  between  three  and  nine 
members. 

The  role  of  each  committee  shall  to  be  to  provide  a 
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forum  for  in-depth  review  and  analysis  of  all  City  de- 
partments, boards,  and  agencies,  and  to  provide  a  ve- 
hicle for  the  residents  of  Boston  to  address  their  con- 
cerns with  regard  to  services  provided  by  the  City 
and/or  required  for  the  commonwealth. 

Committees  shall  focus  upon:  1)  public  policy,  2) 
efficiency  of  service  delivery,  and  3)  cost  contain- 
ment, it  being  the  goal  of  our  City  government  to 
provide  appropriate  services  while  ensuring  that  pub- 
lic monies,  which  derive  from  our  citizenry,  are 
spent  wisely  and  cautiously. 

Each  committee  shall  recommend  such  changes  in 
the  ordinances  or  statutes  as  will  provide  the  greatest 
necessary  service  for  the  tax  monies  expended. 

Committees  of  the  City  Council: 
There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees: 

A)  Committee  of  the  Whole,  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  any  litigation  involving  the  City  Council 
and  all  other  matters  referred  to  it. 

B)  Committee  on  Arts  and  Humanities,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  encouragement  of  the  arts  and 
humanities  within  the  City,  including  cultural  devel- 
opment, museums,  performing  arts,  public  art,  art 
education,  the  support  and  funding  of  private  art  and 
cultural  amenities  within  Boston,  and  locations  and 
opportunities  to  display  and/or  present  art  works. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect 
to  the  Art  Commission,  the  Mid-town  Cultural  Dis- 
trict, the  Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council,  the  Commis- 
sion on  Arts  and  Humanities  and  the  Office  of  Busi- 
ness and  Cultural  Development. 

C)  Committee  on  Banking  and  Community  Invest- 
ment, which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of 
banking  services  in  the  neighborhoods  of  Boston,  in- 
cluding the  availability  of  construction  and  mortgage 
loans  for  affordable  housing  in  every  neighborhood, 
the  promotion  of  public  policy  goals  such  as  commu- 
nity reinvestment,  affirmative  marketing  and  non- 
discriminatory lending  policies,  and  provision  of 
banking  services  to  smaller,  neighborhood-based 
businesses.  The  committee  shall  also  concern  itself 
with  the  linking  and  leveraging  of  these  objectives  by 
use  of  city  actions  involving  the  purchase  of  bank 
services,  deposits,  borrowing,  and  investment. 

D)  Committee  on  City  and  Neighborhood  Services, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of  munic- 
ipal services  to  the  residents  and  neighborhoods  of 
Boston,  especially  as  they  impact  on  youth,  the  dis- 
abled and  infirm.  The  committee  shall  exercise  over- 
sight with  respect  to  the  Boston  Employment  Com- 
mission, the  Health  and  Hospitals,  Parks  and 
Recreation,  Library  Departments,  the  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services  Departments,  the  Cable  Tele- 
vision Office,  and  the  White  and  Browne  Funds. 

E)  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Transportation, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  various  inspec- 
tional,  regulatory  and  licensing  activities,  commerce, 
trade  and  transportation  policy  of  the  city,  including 
promotion  of  fair  trade,  equal  access,  consumer  edu- 
cation and  protection,  including  Council-issued  li- 
censes and  permits.  The  committee  shall  define  trans- 
portation policies  for  the  city,  including  issues  related 
to  mass  transit,  Logan  International  Airport,  the  im- 
position of  tolls,  effects  of  the  depression  of  the  Cen- 
tral Artery,  construction  of  the  Third  Harbor  Tunnel, 
and  construction  of  the  1-93  Connector,  with  special 
regard  to  mitigating  the  adverse  impact  of  construc- 
tion on  the  people  and  neighborhoods  of  the  City. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect 
to  the  Inspectional  Services  and  Transportation  De- 
partments, the  Licensing  Board,  Zoning  Commission, 
the  Parking  Clerk  and  the  Office  of  Consumer  Af- 
fairs and  Licensing. 

F)  Committee  on  Education  and  School  Matters, 


which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  quality  of  educa- 
tion in  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  including  the 
Boston  School  Department  budget,  and  the  structure 
of  the  School  Department.  The  committee  shall  work 
to  strengthen  cooperation  among  the  City,  State,  pri- 
vate enterprise,  and  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  complete  budgetary  au- 
thority with  respect  to  the  School  Department,  and 
the  Community  Centers  Commission. 

G)  Committee  on  the  Elderly,  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  provision  of  services  to  elderly  persons 
and  the  special  problems  of  aging,  including  personal 
safety,  access  to  health  care,  the  promotion  of  inde- 
pendent living,  home  health  services,  nutrition,  and 
transportation.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Commission  on  the  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly. 

H)  Committee  on  the  Environment  and  Historic 
Preservation,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  nat- 
ural and  historic  resources  and  landmarks  of  the  City, 
including  wetlands,  the  harbor,  and  the  harbor  is- 
lands. The  committee  shall  have  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  care,  management,  custody  and  use  of 
public  lands  and  buildings,  except  park  land.  The 
committee  shall  involve  itself  in  the  relationship  with 
and  between  the  City  and  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission,  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority, the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission;  the 
problems  of  pollution,  conservation,  preservation, 
and  energy.  The  committee  shall  also  concern  itself 
with  the  implementation  of  voluntary  recycling  and 
other  resource  recovery  efforts,  public  and  private, 
protection  from  improper  storage,  transportation,  and 
disposal  of  solid  wastes,  especially  hazardous  and  in- 
fectious wastes;  reclamation  of  dump  lands  and  pol- 
luted lands;  and,  the  means  and  costs  of  disposal  of 
waste  products  by  the  City  and  from  businesses 
within  the  City.  The  committee  shall  exercise  over- 
sight with  respect  to  Real  Property,  Public  Works, 
and  the  Environment  Division  of  the  Parks  and  Rec- 
reation Department. 

I)  Committee  on  Government  Operations,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  organization  and  struc- 
ture of  City  government,  including  departmental  fees 
and  charges.  The  committee  is  charged  with  analysis 
and  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  City's  orga- 
nization as  it  relates  to  the  delivery  of  services,  with 
special  regard  to  delivering  such  services  as  meets 
the  needs  of  our  residents  at  the  lowest  possible  cost 
to  taxpayers.  The  Committee  shall  also  concern  itself 
with  evaluating  the  efficiency  of  City  operations,  the 
effectiveness  of  City  programs  and  administrative 
compliance  with  the  intent  of  legislation,  including 
administrative  regulations  of  departments,  agencies 
and  programs.  The  committee  shall  also  concern  it- 
self with  encouraging  cooperation  between  the  City 
and  other  levels  of  government  to  discourage  duplica- 
tive programs,  coordinate  efforts  to  provide  services 
and  maximize  revenues  available  to  the  City  from 
state  and  federal  sources.  The  committee  shall  exer- 
cise oversight  with  respect  to  the  Administrative 
Services.  Auditing.  Election,  and  Law  Departments; 
the  Office  of  the  Mayor  except  those  components  as- 
signed to  other  committees;  City  Clerk,  Registrar, 
Group  Insurance,  Execution  of  Courts,  Workers' 
Compensation  Service,  Retirement  Board  and  pension 
liabilities,  the  Women's,  Comparable  Worth,  and  Hu- 
man Rights  Commissions. 

J)  Committee  on  Housing,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  public  policy  involving  the  preservation, 
creation,  and  rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  city,  in- 
cluding public  housing  programs.  The  committee  is 
charged  with  the  evaluation  of  policies  and  programs 
of  the  City  to  insure  an  adequate  supply  of  affordable 
housing,  to  insure  fair  practices  and  consumer  protec- 
tion in  residential  housing;  to  encourage  the  mainte- 
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nance  of  existing  housing;  to  advocate  toward  the 
goal  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable  housing  for  all 
Bostonians;  and  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  home- 
lessness  in  our  city.  The  Committee  shall  exercise 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Commission  on  the 
Homeless,  the  Emergency  Shelter  Commission,  the 
Fair  Housing  Commission,  the  Commission  for  Per- 
sons with  Disabilities,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority, 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  and  the  Institutional 
Expansion,  and  Rent  Equity  Boards. 

K)  Committee  on  Labor,  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  public  policy  involving  issues  affecting  labor  un- 
ions and  members  of  collective  bargaining  units,  both 
public  and  private,  as  they  relate  to  the  city.  The 
committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Office  of  Labor  Relations. 

L)  Committee  on  Planning  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment, which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  physical 
and  economic  preservation  and  development  of  the 
City;  the  relationship  of  the  City  to  the  Metropolitan 
Area  Planning  Council;  planning  of  public  buildings, 
including  jail  construction,  the  effect  of  large-scale 
development  on  the  neighborhoods  and  peoples  of 
Boston,  including  avoidance  of  noise  pollution,  dam- 
age to  the  water  table,  protecting  access  to  homes 
and  businesses,  and  trucking  and  safe  disposal  of 
construction  materials  and  debris.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Boston  In- 
dustrial Development  Finance  and  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authorities,  the  Public  Improvement,  Public  Fa- 
cilities, and  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Commissions. 

M)  Committee  on  Public  Health,  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  public  health  issues  of  Boston  resi- 
dents, including  the  impact  of  industry  on  the  public 
health.  The  committee  shall  provide  a  forum  for  resi- 
dents seeking  a  voice  to  express  their  concerns  about 
cancer  rates  and  heart  disease,  as  these  diseases  may 
be  exacerbated  by  pollution  and  environmental  factors 
associated  with  urban  living.  The  committee  shall 
also  concern  itself  with  efforts  to  stem  the  spread  of 
sexually  transmitted  diseases,  as  well  as  AIDS,  and 
shall  seek  ways  to  improve  the  way  the  city  is  deal- 
ing with  substance  abuse  problems. 

N)  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  all  efforts  to  protect  citizens  of 
Boston  from  crime  and  fire.  It  shall  insure  the  deliv- 
ery of  fire  and  police  protection  to  all  neighborhoods 
of  Boston.  The  committee  shall  also  concern  itself 
with  evaluating,  encouraging  and  facilitating  existing 
citizen-driven  efforts  to  prevent  crime,  including  ar- 
son, vandalism,  gang  and  youth  crime,  assault,  and 
housebreak.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Police,  Fire  the  Suffolk  County 
Jail,  Safe  Neighborhoods,  anti-crime  efforts  financed 
by  the  sate  and  federal  governments,  and  county  mat- 
ters. 

O)  Committee  on  Rules  and  Administration,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  city  council  rules, 
budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff  and  supplies. 

P)  Committee  on  Tourism,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  the  promotion  of  visits  to  our  city  by  indi- 
viduals and  convention  groups,  develop  programs 
whereby  city  agencies  encourage  tourism  and  best 
display  the  assets  of  our  city  to  those  who  visit  us, 
and  recommend  legislation  and/or  other  actions  to 
make  Boston  a  welcome  place  for  visitors. 

Q)  Committee  on  University-Community  Relations, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  developing  an  im- 
proved relationship  between  our  neighborhoods  and 
academic  institutions  impacting  them,  including  the 
encouragement  of  undergraduate  student  housing, 
university  master  plans  which  respect  neighborhood 
concerns,  equitable  agreements  for  services  and  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes,  effective  programs  to  curtail 


student  misbehavior,  and,  mutually  beneficial  pro- 
grams allowing  university  students  to  gain  practical 
experience  while  assisting  Boston  schoolchildren,  res- 
idents and  neighborhoods. 

R)  Committee  on  Veterans,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  facilities  available  for  organized  veterans 
and  for  delivery  of  services  to  veterans,  with  particu- 
lar regard  to  the  interface  of  public  agencies,  vet- 
erans and  their  organizations,  including  the  dedica- 
tion of  surplus  or  under-utilized  properties  and 
buildings  for  such  purposes.  The  committee  shall  ex- 
ercise oversight  with  respect  to  the  Veterans'  Services 
Department  and  Veterans'  Graves  Division. 

S)  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  which  shall  ex- 
ercise general  oversight  with  respect  to  revenues  and 
expenditures  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  other  com- 
ponent units  that  comprise  the  "governmental  entity" 
as  defined  by  the  National  Council  of  Governmental 
Accounting  Statement  Three  with  the  exception  of  the 
budget  for  the  Boston  School  Department.  The  com- 
mittee, which  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  may 
report  to  the  Council  the  cost  of  implementation  of 
any  order,  ordinance,  program  or  other  initiative 
pending  before  the  body,  and  shall  make  such  report 
whenever  requested  by  another  committee  or  directed 
to  do  so  by  the  Council:  shall  have  referred  to  it  all 
matters  concerning  appropriations,  the  City  budget, 
expenditures  and  loans;  and,  further,  no  appropria- 
tion, budget  expenditure  or  loan  shall  be  voted  out  of 
committee  except  upon  a  majority  vote  of  its  mem- 
bers. 

There  shall  be  the  following  special  committees: 

T)  Special  Committee  on  Library  Services,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  siting  of  Library  facili- 
ties and  studies  undertaken  to  determine  the  need  for 
and  feasibility  of  additional  library  services  or  facili- 
ties. 

U)  Special  Committee  on  Residency,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  review  of  the  city's  policy  regard- 
ing residency  for  city  employees.  The  committee 
shall  study  existing  state  and  local  legislation,  collec- 
tive bargaining  provisions  and  enforcement  proce- 
dures affecting  the  city's  residency  policy. 

V)  Special  Committee  on  Youth  Services,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  provision  of  services  to 
children  and  adolescents  in  Boston.  The  committee 
shall  work  to  strengthen  cooperation  among  city, 
state,  and  private  agencies  engaged  in  providing 
youth  services  and  to  expand  support  for  public  and 
private  youth  activities  and  programs. 

Rule  37. 

Council  Accolades.  The  Council  shall  have  the 
honor  of  recognizing  persons,  groups  and  events  of 
significant  importance  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Couns.  MODICA  and  SAUNDERS  offered  the  fol- 
lowing amendment: 

Rule  36,  paragraph  M,  of  the  1994  Boston  City 
Council  Rules  is  hereby  amended  by  deleting  the  last 
sentence  and  inserting  the  following: 

The  Committee  shall  concern  itself  with  efforts 
to  prevent  the  onset  of  HIV  and  Acquired  Im- 
mune Deficiency  Syndrome  and  to  offer  progres- 
sive and  efficacious  treatments  to  those  persons 
with  AIDS  or  AIDS-related  complex.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  also  concern  itself  with  programs 
aimed  at  reducing  infant  mortality  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules. 

Coun.  NUCCI  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Whereas,  The  rules  regarding  Committee  Assign- 
ment and  Action,  as  currently  stated,  allow  for  a  fa- 
cilitated method  of  bringing  legislation  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  for  action,  and 

Whereas,  Recent  rules  reform  efforts  at  the  state 
level  are  aimed  at  opening  up  the  process  and  pre- 
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venting  the  possibilities  of  legislation  remaining  un- 
acted upon  in  committee,  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  changes  in  the  1994  rules 
will  move  the  City  Council  away  from  such  a  direc- 
tion and  make  it  more  difficult  to  bring  legislation 
forward  for  action. 

Therefore,  Rule  20  of  the  proposed  1994  rules  re- 
garding Committee  Assignment  and  Action  are 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  words"  ...  or  before 
final  action  thereon  by  the  committee."  ,  the  follow- 
ing: 

"If,  within  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to 
a  committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  members 
is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  called  by  a  major- 
ity vote  of  all  members. 

"If,  after  twenty-one  days  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  mem- 
bers is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled  by  a 
standing  vote  of  four  members  of  the  council. 

"If,  after  forty-two  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  is  not  reported  upon,  any  member  may 
recall  such  matter  from  the  committee,  and  such 
matter  shall  not  again  be  committed  to  any  com- 
mittee other  than  the  committee  of  the  whole.  A 
majority  of  any  committee  may  refer  all  or  part  of 
any  matter  referred  to  it  to  another  committee  of 
the  Council."

F)  Committee  on  Equity,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  promoting  equal  and  fair  access  to  public 
and  private  services  and  facilities  for  all  Bosto- 
nians,  including  males,  females,  minorities,  vet- 
erans, the  disabled,  and  those  of  any  religious  per- 
suasion, race  or  ethnicity,  to  the  end  that  within 
our  City  the  rights  and  privileges  espoused  as  the 
American  ideal  are  not  denied.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Wom- 
en's, Comparable  Worth,  and  Human  Rights  Com- 
missions and  the  Commission  for  Persons  with 
Disabilities.

"No  owner  or  tenant  of  an  estate  abutting  on  a 
sidewalk  shall  place  or  suffer  to  remain  for  more 
than  three  (3)  hours  between  sunrise  and  sunset, 
any  snow  upon  such  sidewalk,  or  any  ice  upon 
such  sidewalk  unless  such  ice  is  made  even  and 
covered  with  sand  or  sawdust  or  other  appropri- 
ate material  to  prevent  slipping;  nor  shall  any 
person  remove  any  ice  or  snow  from  privately 
owned  property  and  place  it  upon  any  sidewalk 
or  roadway  of  any  street." 

(B)  Said  Title  16  is  further  amended  by  striking  from 
section  16-32.1,  the  figure  "16-12.16"  and  in- 
serting after  the  first  paragraph,  the  following 
new  paragraph: 

1.  "Subsection  16-12.16  may  similarly  be  en- 
forced, provided,  the  fine  for  failure  to  remove 
or  make  safe  shall  be  fifteen  ($15)  dollars  with 
respect  to  premises  abutting  a  residential  prop- 
erty having  less  than  sixteen  residential  units, 
fifty  ($50)  dollars  with  respect  to  every  other 
property,  and,  the  fine  for  placing  snow  on  a 
sidewalk  or  street  shall  be  fifteen  ($15)  dollars 
with  respect  to  land  abutting  such  residential 
premises,  fifty  ($50)  dollars  with  respect  to  non- 
residential premises  that  place  less  than  a  cubic 
yard  of  snow  on  to  a  sidewalk  or  street  and  two 
hundred  and  fifty  ($250)  dollars  with  respect  to 
any  non-residential  property  that  places  a  cubic 
yard  or  more  of  snow  on  to  a  sidewalk  or  street. 
Said  fines  may  be  imposed,  for  each  violation, 
on  a  per  day  basis." 

(C)  Said  Title  16  is  further  amended  by  inserting  in 
section  16-32.6,  the  following: 

"Subsection  16-12.16  Such  amendment  as  is  pro- 
vided in  subsection  16-32.1."

This  employment  also  provides  students 
with  an  opportunity  to  engage  in  community  service 
by  helping  Boston  residents  that  are  unable  to  do  the 
work  themselves.  The  fee  for  such  services  shall  be 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  involved  (stu- 
dent/employer), but  should  not  be  less  than  the  mini- 
mum wage  set  by  federal  guidelines.  Although  the 
Community  School  Program  acts  as  a  liaison,  linking 
students  who  are  willing  and  able  to  work,  with 
those  residents  seeking  assistance,  all  monies  shall  go 
to  the  student  for  services  rendered.

tered any  person  known  to  have  criminal  involvement 
or  who  has  been  reliably  reported  to  fail  to  perform 
reasonably  and  responsibly,  provided  however,  regis- 
tration shall  not  be  taken  as  a  guarantee  or  warrant  as 
to  any  registrant  and  no  person  shall  rely  on  registra- 
tion for  any  purpose.

Whereas,  There  is  regular  earthquake  activity  in 
New  England  and  seismologists  predict  that  Boston 
would  be  particularly  hard  hit,  by  even  a  mild  earth- 
quake, since  many  of  the  city's  buildings  stand  on 
filled  land  and  are  not  structurally  designed  to  with- 
stand such  force;  and 

Whereas,  The  general  public  has  not  been  alerted 
of  the  danger  and  do  not  know  the  necessary  precau- 
tions to  take  in  the  event  of  an  earthquake;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  a  number  of  years  since  the 
City  Council  has  reviewed  emergency  plans  and  in- 
sured that  a  disaster  plan  involves  all  key  city  agen- 
cies such  as:  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  Emer- 
gency Medical  Services,  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission,  Public  Works.  Public  Facilities,  the 
Transportation  Department  and  the  Environment  De- 
partment, as  well  as  having  a  plan  in  place  which 
links  the  city  to  the  private  sector  such  as  the  gas, 
electric  and  telephone  companies,  during  emergencies 
or  other  natural  disasters;  and 

Whereas,  Although  Boston  has  an  emergency  com- 
mand center,  it  appears  that  there  is  little  coordina- 
tion between  city  agencies  as  they  cannot  communi- 
cate with  each  other  via  two-way  radios;  and 

Whereas,  Planning  and  preparing  for  city-wide 
emergencies,  including  all  natural  disasters  and  earth- 
quakes, will  minimize  the  potential  economic  impact 
from  the  destruction  of  buildings  and  streets,  as  well 
as  decreasing  the  number  of  injuries  and  fatalities; 
therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Safety  Committee  hold 
open,  public  hearings  to  educate  the  residents  of 
Boston,  thereby  decreasing  the  level  of  danger  facing 
the  general  public  in  the  event  of  an  emergency.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  Home  Rule 
legislation  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  revolv- 
ing loan  fund  to  be  known  as  the  City  of  Boston  Pro- 
ductivity Investment  Fund,  whose  purpose  is  to  fund 
productivity  initiatives  by  City  departments. 

The  City  Council  approved  this  legislation  during 
the  last  session.  Unfortunately,  time  constraints  at  the 
state  legislature  prevented  its  passage. 

The  Productivity  Investment  Fund  will  provide  City 
departments  with  resources  to  support  initiatives 
which  reduce  the  cost  of  municipal  services  or  in- 
crease revenue  to  the  City.  It  will  encourage  depart- 
ments to  undertake  initiatives  that  will  benefit  the 
City's  operating  budget  over  time,  but  require  a  one- 
time initial  expenditure.  Examples  may  include  in- 
vestment in  energy  saving  equipment  or  facilities, 
new  equipment  or  data  processing  applications  that 
reduce  costs  needed  to  do  a  job,  or  design  of  new 
operating  procedures  that  reduce  department  operat- 
ing costs. 

Because  loans  will  be  conditioned  on  demonstrating 
measurable  savings  or  revenue  and  must  be  repaid, 
the  Productivity  Investment  Fund  offers  City  depart- 
ments an  incentive  to  make  productivity  an  explicit 
goal.  A  competitive  application  process  which  re- 
wards the  best,  most  creative  ideas,  reinforces  this 
notion  and  also  encourages  departments  to  be  innova- 
tive. 

We  have  realized  many  economies  through  careful 
management  during  these  tough  fiscal  times.  How- 
ever, the  continuing  threat  to  service  delivery  means 
that  we  must  seek  new  and  creative  ways  to  do  more 
with  less. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  adoption  of  this  leg- 
islation by  your  Honorable  Body.  Upon  passage  by

Expenditure  on  behalf  of 
city  departments  may  be  made  from  said  fund  with- 
out further  appropriations,  but  only  for  the  purpose 
of  funding  cost  saving  or  revenue  generating  initia- 
tives prepared  by  city  departments.  All  expenditures 
made  from  said  fund  shall  be  in  the  form  of  loans  to 
city  departments  for  terms  established  in  the  loan 
agreement  which  shall  be  repaid  with  funds  appropri- 
ated annually  for  said  purpose  by  the  city  council 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.

We  are  writing  to  update  you  on  our  activities  as 
members  of  the  Audit  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1993.  Dur- 
ing this  period  we  met  with  the  City's  independent 
auditors,  KPMG  Peat  Marwick,  four  times  to  discuss 
various  aspects  of  the  City's  audit  and  other  financial 
topics  including: 

•  Audit  planning  issues  relating  to  the  City's  finan- 
cial statement  audit  and  the  audit  of  the  City's  federal 
programs  for  fiscal  1993. 

•  Results  of  the  financial  statement  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1993. 

The  1993  audited  financial  statements  of  the  City 
were  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  on  or  about  January 
31,  1994.  The  City  received  an  unqualified  report  for 
the  first  time  in  history.  Credit  should  go  to  the  City 
Auditor  and  her  staff  for  establishing  a  centralized 
capital  asset  record.  As  a  Committee,  we  fully  sup- 
ported this  effort.  The  Committee  also  noted  that  the 
City's  reserves  rose  slightly  after  a  significant  decline 
in  1992. 

Although  we  have  not  met  with  the  BRA  or  its  au- 
ditors, we  are  concerned  with  their  significant  loss 
reported  in  their  latest  audit  report. 

•  Results  of  the  audit  of  the  City's  federal  pro- 
grams for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1993. 

The  City  received  an  unqualified  report  on  the  ad- 
ministration of  its  Federal  programs.  However,  sev- 
eral interal  control  and  compliance  findings  were  re- 
ported that  require  management's  attention.  The  1993 
audit  report  on  the  City's  Federal  programs  will  be 
finalized  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  by  February 
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15,  1994. 

•  Comments  resulting  from  the  audits  identifying 
weaknesses  in  the  City's  internal  controls  or  sugges- 
tions for  improving  operations  within  City  depart- 
ments. 

We  were  troubled  that  KPMG  Peat  Marwick  re- 
ported material  weaknesses  and  reportable  conditions 
concerning  the  books  and  records  at  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  (DHH).  In  addition.  We  are 
concerned  that  DHH  holds  $430,000  of  patient  ac- 
counts at  the  closed  Long  Island  Hospital.  If  the  pa- 
tients cannot  be  located,  we  recommended  that  the 
City  petition  the  probate  court  to  determine  the  dis- 
position of  the  funds. 

The  report  on  internal  controls  on  other  depart- 
ments contained  no  material  weaknesses.  It  did  con- 
tain several  internal  control  comments  and  sugges- 
tions for  improving  various  aspects  of  the  City 
operations.  These  comments  and  suggestions  need  to 
be  addressed  by  the  City's  management.  The  1993 
report  on  internal  controls  will  be  finalized  and  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk  by  February  28,  1994. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Committee  members  have 
received  the  full  cooperation  of  the  City  Auditor  and 
her  staff  in  dealing  with  the  issues  presented  to  us.  If 
any  member  of  the  Council  has  further  questions 
about  our  activities,  please  contact  me  at  345-1210.

I  am  hereby  submitting  for  your  consideration  a 
supplemental  appropriation  for  the  Boston  School  De- 
partment for  $5,143  million. 

This  supplemental  will  be  used  in  three  ways.  An 
estimated  $3.6  million  will  be  used  to  offset  current 
spending  above  appropriations.  This  additional  spend- 
ing reflects  more  than  900  additional  students  above 
planned  enrollments  in  the  current  school  year.  An 
additional  $971,000  will  support  new,  but  mandated 
Lau,  SPED  and  AEI  initiatives  for  the  rest  of  the  fis- 
cal year. 

In  addition,  the  supplemental  will  provide  $572,000 
to  purchase  instructional  supplies,  computer  equip- 
ment, and  software.  These  one  time  funds  will  be  di- 
rected to  individual  schools  so  that  students  will  ben- 
efit in  the  current  school  year. 

Funding  to  support  this  appropriation  will  come 
from  the  following  sources:  $222,700  from  an  in- 
crease in  teacher  pension  reimbursements  above 
amounts  previously  budgeted;  $2,104,000  from  in- 
creased interest  income  above  budgeted  amounts; 
$544,400  in  reduced  debt  service  as  a  result  of  the 
refinancing;  and  $74,900  from  small  increases  in 
other  miscellaneous  accounts.  The  balance  of 
$2,197,000  will  be  covered  by  an  increase  in  the 
planned  transfer  from  the  Surplus  Property  Disposi- 
tion Fund. 

Reducing  school  spending  at  this  point  in  the 
school  year  is  impossible  without  causing  unaccepta- 
ble cuts  to  direct  services  to  students.  To  avoid  these 
impacts,  I  recommend  your  approval  of  this  supple- 
mental appropriation.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  Home  Rule 
Petition  regarding  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commis- 
sion (BHFC).  The  Home  Rule  Petition  is  a  modified 
version  of  the  petition  passed  by  the  Council  in 
1990,  1991,  1992,  and  1993.  In  those  same  years, 
the  petition  has  been  filed  with  the  State  Legislature 


An  Act  to  empower  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Com- 
mission to  enforce  by  judicial  power  the  provi- 
sions of  Title  VIII  and  impose  civil  penalties 
(substantial  equivalency). 

Ordered:  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause 
(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1.  Definitions 

(A)  "Housing  Accommodations"  shall  be  defined 
as  any  building,  structure  or  portion  thereof  which  is 
used  or  occupied  or  is  intended,  arranged  or  de- 
signed to  be  used  or  occupied  as  the  home,  residence 
or  sleeping  place  of  one  or  more  human  beings  and 
any  vacant  land  which  is  offered  for  sale  or  lease  for 
the  construction  or  location  thereon  of  any  such 
building  structure  or  portion  thereof. 

(B)  "Aggrieved  Person"  shall  be  defined  as  any 
person  who  claims  to  have  been  injured  by  a  dis- 
criminatory housing  practice  or  believes  such  person 
will  be  injured  by  a  discriminatory  housing  practice 
that  is  about  to  occur. 

(C)  "Person"  includes  one  or  more  individuals, 
partnerships,  associations,  corporations,  legal  repre- 
sentatives, trustees,  trustees  in  bankruptcy,  receivers, 
and  the  Commonwealth  and  all  political  subdivisions 
and  boards  or  commissions  thereof. 

(D)  "Source  of  income"  shall  not  include  income 
derived  from  criminal  activity. 

Section  2.  Protected  Classes 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  5  herein, 
classes  protected  by  this  Act  include  race,  color,  reli- 
gious creed,  marital  status,  handicap,  military  status, 
children,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  ancestry,  sexual 
orientation  and  source  of  income. 

Section  3.  (A)  All  housing  accommodations  in  the 
City  of  Boston  are  subject  to  this  Act,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

(B)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  apply  to  housing  ac- 
commodations which  are  specifically  exempted  from 
coverage  by  this  Act. 

(C)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  apply  to  the  leasing 
or  rental  of  two  or  fewer  roomers,  boarders,  or  lodg- 
ers who  rent  a  unit  in  a  licensed  lodging  house. 

Section  4.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prohibit  a  reli- 
gious organization,  association  or  society,  or  any 
nonprofit  institution  or  organization  operated,  super- 
vised, or  controlled  by  or  in  conjunction  with  a  reli- 
gious organization,  association,  or  society,  from  lim- 
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iting  the  sale,  rental  or  occupancy  of  housing  accom- 
modations which  it  owns  or  operates  for  other  than  a 
commercial  purpose  to  persons  of  the  same  religion, 
or  from  giving  preference  to  such  persons,  unless 
membership  in  such  religion  is  restricted  on  account 
of  race,  color,  marital  status,  handicap,  military  sta- 
tus, children,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  ancestry,  sex- 
ual orientation  or  source  of  income. 

Section  5.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  discriminatory 
housing  practices  are  prohibited,  provided,  however, 
that  no  practice  shall  be  prohibited  hereunder  unless 
such  practice  is  also  prohibited  by  the  federal  Fair 
Housing  Act  or  Chapter  15 IB  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws. 

Section  6.  Any  person  who  violates  the  provision 
of  this  Act  as  to  discriminatory  housing  practices 
shall,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  7  of  this 
Act,  be  subject  to  orders,  temporary,  equitable  and 
legal,  including  compensatory  damages,  punitive 
damages  or  civil  penalties  and  attorneys'  fees  and 
costs. 

Section  7.  Powers  and  Duties 

The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  (the  "Com- 
mission") established  pursuant  to  Chapter  10  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Ordinances  of  1982,  as  amended, 
shall,  in  addition  to  every  other  power  heretofore  or 
hereafter  provided  by  statute  or  ordinance,  have  juris- 
diction of  all  housing  accommodations  subject  to  this 
Act.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  following 
powers  and  duties  as  to  such  housing  accommoda- 
tions, except  as  to  those  housing  accommodations  in 
any  building  or  structure  containing  one,  two,  three 
or  four  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by 
the  owner  thereof  as  his  or  her  permanent  residence; 
provided  that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  consid- 
ered occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  the  owner 
occupies  one  or  more  dwelling  units  as  his  or  her 
residence. 

(A)  At  any  time  after  the  filing  of  a  complaint, 
and  before  or  after  the  final  disposition  of  a  com- 
plaint, the  Commission  may  file  a  petition  in  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  or  the  Boston  Housing  Court  seeking 
appropriate  preliminary,  temporary  and/or  injunctive 
relief  against  such  respondent  including  orders  or  de- 
crees restraining  and  enjoining  the  selling,  renting  or 
otherwise  making  unavailable  to  the  complainant  any 
housing  accommodation  with  respect  to  which  the 
complaint  is  made,  pending  the  final  determination  of 
proceedings  under  this  Act. 

(B)  If  the  Commission,  after  hearing,  finds  that  a 
respondent  has  engaged  in  any  unlawful  practice  as 
set  forth  in  Section  5  herein,  it  shall  state  its  findings 
of  fact  and  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be  served  on  such 
respondent  an  order  requiring  such  respondent  to 
cease  and  desist  from  such  unlawful  practice  or  vio- 
lation of  said  Section  5.  Such  cease  and  desist  orders 
and  orders  for  affirmative  relief  may  be  issued  to  op- 
erate prospectively.  Any  such  cease  and  desist  order 
shall  be  subject  to  judicial  review  pursuant  to  Section 
8  of  this  Act. 

(C)  If  the  Commission,  after  hearing  shall  find  that 
a  respondent  has  engaged  in  any  unlawful  practice 
relative  to  housing  or  real  estate,  as  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion 5  of  this  Act,  in  addition  to  any  other  action  it 
may  take  under  this  Act  the  Commission  may: 

(1)  Award  damages  to  the  aggrieved  party  which 
damages  shall  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to, 
the  expense  incurred  by  the  aggrieved  party  for  ob- 
taining alternate  housing  or  space,  for  storage  of 
goods  and  effects,  for  moving  and  for  other  costs  ac- 
tually incurred  as  a  result  of  such  unlawful  practice 
or  violation.  Damages  for  emotional  distress  may 
also  be  awarded  to  the  aggrieved  party.  Any  respon- 


dent aggrieved  by  such  an  award  of  damages  may, 
within  ten  days  of  notice  of  such  award,  bring  a  peti- 
tion in  Suffolk  Superior  Court  or  the  Boston  Housing 
Court  addressed  to  the  justice  of  the  court,  praying 
that  the  action  of  the  Commission  in  awarding  dam- 
ages be  reviewed  by  the  Court. 

(2)  Assess  a  civil  penalty  against  the  respondent: 

(a)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars if  the  respondent  has  not  been  adjudged  to 
have  committed  a  prior  discriminatory  housing 
practice; 

(b)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  if  the  respondent  has  been  adjudged  to 
have  committed  one  other  discriminatory  housing 
practice  during  the  five-year  period  ending  on  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  the  complaint;  and 

(c)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand 
dollars  if  the  respondent  has  been  adjudged  to  have 
committed  two  or  more  discriminatory  housing 
practices  during  the  seven-year  period  ending  on 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  complaint. 

Any  such  penalties  assessed  hereunder  shall  be  de- 
posited in  a  trust  fund  to  be  administered  by  the  City 
of  Boston  to  be  used  solely  for  programs  that  benefit 
publicly  assisted  housing  residents  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

(3)  Arrange  to  have  adjudicated  in  court  at  the 
Commission's  expense  the  award  of  punitive  damages 
against  such  respondent; 

(4)  Arrange  to  have  adjudicated  in  court,  the  al- 
lowance of  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  to  any 
prevailing  aggrieved  party. 

(D)  Promulgate  rules  and  regulations  to  effectuate 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  Commission  in  connection  therewith. 

Section  8.  Judicial  Review 

(A)  The  actions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  judicial  review  upon  application  as  provided 
herein  by  any  party  aggrieved  by  a  final  order  of  the 
Commission. 

(B)  Judicial  review  of  a  final  Commission  order 
shall  be  in  Suffolk  Superior  Court  or  the  Boston 
Housing  Court  which  shall  have  the  authority  to 
grant  to  any  party,  such  temporary  relief,  restraining 
order,  or  other  order  as  the  court  determines  is  just 
and  proper.  The  reviewing  court  shall  affirm,  modify, 
or  set  aside,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  order,  or  re- 
mand the  order  for  further  proceedings  and  enforce 
the  order  to  the  extent  that  the  order  is  affirmed  or 
modified. 

Section  9.  An  aggrieved  person,  with  or  without 
filing  a  complaint  at  the  Commission  and  without  re- 
gard to  the  status  of  such  complaint,  may  commence 
a  civil  action  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  not 
later  than  two  years  after  the  occurrence  or  termina- 
tion of  a  discriminatory  housing  practice,  or  the 
breach  of  a  conciliation  agreement  entered  into  with 
the  Commission,  whichever  occurs  last,  to  obtain  ap- 
propriate relief  with  respect  to  such  discriminatory 
housing  practice  or  breach;  provided,  however,  that  if 
an  aggrieved  person  has  consented  to  a  conciliation 
agreement,  such  aggrieved  person  may  not  file  a  civil 
action  with  respect  to  the  alleged  discriminatory 
housing  practice  which  forms  the  basis  for  such  com- 
plaint except  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  such  agree- 
ment; and  provided,  further,  that  an  aggrieved  person 
may  not  commence  a  civil  action  with  respect  to  an 
alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice  if  a  hearing 
commissioner  determines  that  probable  cause  exists 
and  a  hearing  has  commenced  before  the  Commis- 
sion. The  computation  of  such  two-year  period  as  to 
an  alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice,  but  not  as 
to  a  breach  of  a  conciliation  agreement,  shall  not  in- 
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elude  any  time  during  which  an  administrative  pro- 
ceeding is  pending  with  respect  to  a  complaint  based 
upon  such  discriminatory  housing  practice.  If  the 
court  finds  that  a  discriminatory  housing  practice  has 
occurred  or  is  about  to  occur,  an  aggrieved  person 
shall  have  available  any  and  all  remedies  pursuant  to 
this  Act.  This  section  does  not  preclude  the  right  of 
any  aggrieved  person  to  seek  relief  under  M.G.L.  c. 
151B. 

Section  10.  Purpose.  This  Act  is  intended  to  incor- 
porate the  substantive  provisions  and  protections  of 
Title  VIII  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1988  as 
amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  3601  et  set.,  the  Fair 
Housing  Act)  and  Chapter  15 IB  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  is  to  be  interpreted  in  a  manner  which  is 
not  inconsistent  therewith. 

Section  11.  Effective  Date. 

This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

(b)  an  antique  or  relic  firearm,  movie  prop  or 
other  weapon  not  capable  of  firing  a  projectile  and 
not  intended  for  use  as  a  functional  weapon  and 
which  cannot  be  readily  converted  through  combina- 
tion of  available  parts  into  an  operable  firearm. 

B.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  rent,  lease,  barter 
or  transfer  a  firearm  to  any  person  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  or  for  any  person  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  (21)  years  to  sell,  rent,  lease,  barter, 
transfer,  possess  or  purchase  a  firearm.

twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older. 

C.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  following: 

(a)  officers,  agents,  employees  of  this  or  any  other 
state  or  of  the  United  States,  members  of  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  or  the  organized  militia  of 
this  or  any  other  state,  and  law  enforcement  officers, 
including  special  police  officers  licensed  by  the  city 
of  Boston,  to  the  extent  that  any  such  person  is  au- 
thorized by  competent  authority  to  acquire,  possess 
or  carry  a  firearm  and  is  acting  within  the  scope  of 
their  official  duties. 

(b)  the  sale  of  firearms  by  dealers  licensed  under 
the  provisions  of  section  122  of  chapter  140  of  the 
General  Laws  to  those  persons  described  in  clause 
(a); 

(c)  the  possession  of  firearms  by  nonresidents  who 


are  licensed  to  carry  firearms  under  the  provisions  of 
section  131  of  said  chapter  140,  while  on  the  prop- 
erty of  a  lawfully  incorporated  sporting  or  shooting 
club; 

(d)  the  possession  of  firearms  by  persons  specifi- 
cally authorized  to  acquire,  have,  possess  or  carry  a 
firearm  pursuant  to  federal  law. 

(e)  the  regular  and  ordinary  transport  of  firearms 
as  merchandise  by  any 

(f)  to  a  person  voluntarily  surrendering  a  firearm 
and  ammunition  therefor  to  a  licensing  authority,  the 
Boston  police  commissioner  or  his  designee,  if  prior 
written  notice  has  been  given  by  said  person  to  the 
licensing  authority  or  the 'police  commissioner,  stat- 
ing the  place  and  the  approximate  time  of  said  sur- 
render. 

(g)  possession  of  firearms  and  ammunition  therefor 
by  a  nonresident  of  the  commonwealth  traveling  in  or 
through  the  city,  provided  that  any  firearm  is  un- 
loaded and  enclosed  in  a  case  and  provided  that  the 
nonresident  has  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
section  13 1 F  of  said  chapter  140;  possession  of  fire- 
arms and  ammunition  therefor  by  residents  of  the 
commonwealth  not  residing  within  the  city  of  Boston, 
traveling  in  or  through  the  city  of  Boston,  provided 
that  they  are  licensed  to  carry  the  firearm  under  the 
provisions  of  section  131  of  said  chapter  140; 

(h)  any  new  resident  moving  into  the  city  of 
Boston,  or  any  resident  of  the  city,  upon  being  re- 
leased from  active  service  with  any  of  the  armed 
services  of  the  United  States  with  respect  to  any  fire- 
arm and  ammunition  therefor  in  his  possession,  for 
sixty  days  after  such  release  or  after  the  time  he 
moves  into  the  city  of  Boston. 

(i)  the  transfer  as  provided  by  law  of  a  firearm 
upon  the  death  of  an  owner  to  his  heir  or  legatee 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
provided  that  said  heir  or  legatee  shall  within  one 
hundred  days  of  such  transfer,  obtain  a  firearm  iden- 
tification card  pursuant  to  section  129B  of  said  chap- 
ter 140. 

D.  Any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  for  a  first  offense  be  greater  than  two  and 
one-half  years  in  the  house  of  correction. 

E.  (a)  A  police  officer  shall  be  authorized  to  seize 
any  firearm  which  may  be  evidence  of  a  violation  of 
this  act.  The  firearm  shall  be  held  as  evidence  by  the 
police  and  may  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
section  129D  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(b)  The  police  commissioner  of  the  city  of  Boston 
shall  be  authorized  to  revoke  licenses  granted  under 
sections  122  and  131  of  said  chapter  140  for  viola- 
tion of  this  act. 

(c)  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  on 
the  effective  date  of  this  act  has  a  valid  license  to 
carry  a  firearm  issued  pursuant  to  section  131  or 
13 IF  of  said  chapter  140. 

(d)  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
enforcement  of  any  other  statute  and  any  person  who 
violated  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  also  be  con- 
victed of  any  other  violation  of  law  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

(C)  "Person"  includes  one  or  more  individuals,

(D)  "Source  of  income"  shall  not  include  income 
derived  from  criminal  activity.

Section  3.  (A)  All  housing  accommodations  in  the 
City  of  Boston  are  subject  to  this  Act,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

(B)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  apply  to  housing  ac- 
commodations which  are  specifically  exempted  from 
coverage  by  this  Act  or  Title  VIII  or  M.G.L.  c. 
151B. 

(C)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  apply  to  the  leasing 
or  rental  to  two  or  fewer  roomers,  boarders,  or  lodg- 
ers who  rent  a  unit  in  a  licensed  lodging  house. 

Section  4.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prohibit  a  reli- 
gious organization,  association  or  society,  or  any 
nonprofit  institution  or  organization  operated,  super- 
vised, or  controlled  by  or  in  conjunction  with  a  reli- 
gious organization,  association,  or  society,  from  lim- 
iting the  sale,  rental  or  occupancy  of  housing 
accommodations  which  it  owns  or  operates  for  other 
than  a  commercial  purpose  to  persons  of  the  same 
religion,  or  from  giving  preference  to  such  persons, 
unless  membership  in  such  religion  is  restricted  on 
account  of  race,  color,  marital  status,  handicap,  mili- 
tary status,  children,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  ances- 
try, sexual  orientation  or  source  of  income. 

Section  5.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  discriminatory 
housing  practices  are  prohibited,  provided,  however, 
that  no  practice  shall  be  prohibited  hereunder  unless 
such  practice  is  also  prohibited  by  the  federal  Fair 
Housing  Act  or  Chapter  15 IB  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws. 

Section  6.  Any  person  who  violates  the  provision 
of  this  Act  as  to  discriminatory  housing  practices 
shall,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  7  of  this 
Act,  be  subject  to  orders,  temporary,  equitable  and 
legal,  including  compensatory  damages,  punitive 
damages  or  civil  penalties  and  attorney's  fees  and 
costs. 

Section  7.  Powers  and  Duties 

The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  (the  "Com- 
mission") established  pursuant  to  Chapter  10  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Ordinances  of  1982,  as  amended, 
shall,  in  addition  to  every  other  power  heretofore  or 
hereafter  provided  by  statute  or  ordinance,  have  juris- 
diction of  all  housing  accommodations  subject  to  this 
Act.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  following 
powers  and  duties  as  to  such  housing  accommoda- 
tions, except  as  to  those  housing  accommodations  in 
any  building  or  structure  containing  one,  two,  three 
or  four  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by 
the  owner  thereof  as  his  or  her  permanent  residence. 

(A)  At  any  time  after  the  filing  of  a  complaint,  and 
before  or  after  the  final  disposition  of  a  complaint, 
the  Commission  may  file  a  petition  in  Suffolk  Supe- 
rior Court  or  the  Boston  Housing  Court  seeking  ap- 
propriate preliminary,  temporary  and/or  injunctive  re- 
lief against  such  respondent  including  orders  or 
decrees  restraining  and  enjoining  the  selling,  renting 
or  otherwise  making  unavailable  to  the  complainant 
any  housing  accommodations  with  respect  to  which 
the  complaint  is  made,  pending  the  final  determina- 
tion of  proceedings  under  this  Act. 

(B)  If  the  Commission,  after  hearing,  finds  that  a 
respondent  has  engaged  in  any  unlawful  practice  as 
set  forth  in  Section  5  herein,  it  shall  state  its  findings 
of  fact  and  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be  served  on  such 
respondent  an  order  requiring  such  respondent  to 
cease  and  desist  from  such  unlawful  practice  or  vio- 


lation of  said  Section  5.  Such  cease  and  desist  orders 
for  affirmative  relief  may  be  issued  to  operate  pro- 
spectively. Any  such  cease  and  desist  order  shall  be 
subject  to  judicial  review  pursuant  to  Section  8  of 
this  Act. 

(C)  If  the  Commission,  after  hearing  shall  find  that 
a  respondent  has  engaged  in  any  unlawful  practice 
relative  to  housing  or  real  estate,  as  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion 5  of  this  Act,  in  addition  to  any  other  action  it 
may  take  under  this  Act  the  Commission  may: 

(1)  Award  damages  to  the  aggrieved  party  which 
damages  shall  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to, 
the  expense  incurred  by  the  aggrieved  party  for  ob- 
taining alternative  housing  or  space,  for  storage  of 
goods  and  effects,  for  moving  and  for  other  costs  ac- 
tually incurred  as  a  result  of  such  unlawful  practice 
or  violation.  Damages  for  emotional  distress  may 
also  be  awarded  to  the  aggrieved  party.  Any  respon- 
dent aggrieved  by  such  an  award  of  damages  may, 
within  ten  days  of  notice  of  such  award,  bring  a  peti- 
tion in  Suffolk  Superior  Court  or  the  Boston  Housing 
Court  addressed  to  the  justice  of  the  court,  praying 
that  the  action  of  the  Commission  in  awarding  dam- 
ages be  reviewed  by  the  court. 

(2)  Assess  a  civil  penalty  against  the  respondent: 

(a)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars if  the  respondent  has  not  been  adjudged  to 
have  committed  a  prior  discriminatory  housing 
practice: 

(b)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  if  the  respondent  has  been  adjudged  to 
have  committed  one  other  discriminatory  housing 
practice  during  the  five  year  period  ending  on  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  the  complaint;  and 

(c)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand 
dollars  if  the  respondent  has  been  adjudged  to  have 
committed  two  or  more  discriminatory  housing 
practices  during  the  seven  year  period  ending  on 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  complaint. 

Any  such  penalties  assessed  hereunder  shall  be  de- 
posited in  a  trust  fund  to  be  administered  by  the  City 
of  Boston  to  be  used  solely  for  programs  that  benefit 
publicly  assisted  housing  residents  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

(3)  Arrange  to  have  adjudicated  in  court  at  the 
Commission's  expense  the  award  of  punitive  damages 
against  such  respondent; 

(4)  Arrange  to  have  adjudicated  in  court,  the  allow- 
ance of  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  to  any 
prevailing  aggrieved  person  unless  special  circum- 
stances make  the  recovery  of  such  fees  and  costs  un- 
just. The  complainant  alleging  violations  of  this  Act 
shall  be  liable  for  attorney's  fees  and  costs  to  the  ex- 
tent that  his  or  her  participation  was  frivolous,  vexa- 
tious or  for  the  purpose  of  harassment. 

(D)  Promulgate  rules  and  regulations  consistent 
with  those  of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  of  Dis- 
crimination to  effectuate  the  goals,  policies  and  pro- 
visions of  this  Act. 

(E)  The  Massachusetts  law  of  evidence  shall  apply 
in  all  proceedings  before  the  Commission. 

Section  8.  Judicial  Review 

(A)  The  actions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  subject 
to  judicial  review  upon  application  as  provided  herein 
by  any  party  aggrieved  by  a  final  order  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

(B)  Judicial  review  of  a  final  Commission  order 
shall  be  in  Suffolk  Superior  Court  or  the  Boston 
Housing  Court  which  shall  have  the  authority  to 
grant  to  any  party,  such  temporary  relief,  restraining 
order,  or  other  order  as  the  court  determines  is  just 
and  proper.  The  reviewing  court  shall  affirm,  modify, 
or  set  aside,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  order,  or  re- 
mand the  order  for  further  proceedings  and  enforce 
the  order  to  the  extent  that  the  order  is  affirmed  or 
modified. 
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Section  9.  An  aggrieved  person,  with  or  without 
filing  a  complaint  at  the  Commission  and  without  re- 
gard to  the  status  of  such  complaint,  may  commence 
a  civil  action  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  not 
later  than  two  years  after  the  occurrence  or  termina- 
tion of  a  discriminatory  housing  practice,  or  the 
breach  of  a  conciliation  agreement  entered  into  with 
the  Commission,  whichever  occurs  last,  to  obtain  ap- 
propriate relief  with  respect  to  such  discriminatory 
housing  practice  or  breach;  provided,  however,  that  if 
an  aggrieved  person  has  consented  to  a  conciliation 
agreement,  such  aggrieved  person  may  not  file  a  civil 
action  with  respect  to  the  alleged  discriminatory 
housing  practice  which  forms  the  basis  for  such  com- 
plaint except  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  such  agree- 
ment; and  provided,  further,  that  an  aggrieved  person 
may  not  commence  a  civil  action  with  respect  to  an 
alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice  if  a  hearing 
commissioner  determines  that  probable  cause  exists 
and  a  hearing  has  commenced  before  the  Commis- 
sion. The  computation  of  such  two-year  period  as  to 
an  alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice,  but  not  as 
to  a  breach  of  a  conciliation  agreement,  shall  not  in- 
clude any  time  during  which  an  administrative  pro- 
ceding  is  pending  with  respect  to  a  complaint  based 
upon  such  discriminatory  housing  practice.  If  the 
court  finds  that  a  discriminatory  housing  practice  has 
occurred  or  is  about  to  occur,  an  aggrieved  person 
shall  have  available  any  and  all  remedies  pursuant  to 
this  Act.  This  section  does  not  preclude  the  right  of 
any  aggrieved  person  to  seek  relief  under  M.G.L.  c. 
151B. 

Section  10.  Purpose.  This  Act  is  intended  to  incor- 
porate the  substantive  provisions  and  protections  of 
Title  VIII  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1988  as 
amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  3601  et  seq.,  the  Fair 
Housing  Act)  and  Chapter  15 IB  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  is  to  be  interpreted  in  a  manner  which  is 
not  inconsistent  therewith. 

Section  11.  Effective  Date 

This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  Order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
March  23,  1994,  Docket  No.  0209,  which  purports 
to  establish  programming  within  the  Community  Cen- 
ters Division  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department. 

While  I  applaud  the  Order's  goal  of  linking  stu- 
dents who  want  odd  jobs  with  City  residents  who 
cannot  do  the  jobs  themselves,  this  veto  is  required 
for  a  variety  of  reasons. 

First,  Community  Centers'  action  "as  an  adminis- 
trator .  .  .  helping  students  find  employment,"  could 
establish  an  agency  relationship  between  the  City  and 
students  that  could  result  in  unwanted  legal  liability 
for  the  City  because  of  actions  taken  by  students. 

In  addition,  the  provision  that  the  program  "may 
refuse  to  register  or  keep  registered  any  person 
known  to  have  criminal  involvement  or  who  has  been 
reliably  reported  to  fail  to  perform  reasonably  and  re- 
sponsibly" is  sufficiently  vague  as  to  be  unenforce- 
able. 

Finally,  the  Order,  by  attempting  to  dictate  pro- 
gramming for  Community  Centers,  is  in  violation  of 
the  provision  of  the  City  Charter  which  prohibits  the 
City  Council  and  its  members  from  taking  part  in  the 
conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative  business  of 


the  City  St.  1948,  c452,  s  17G.

I  am  pleased  to  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval 
an  order  to  distribute  the  remainder  of  a  trust  fund 
left  to  the  disposition  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  the 
Franklin  Foundation  in  trust  for  the  maintenance,  ex- 
tension and  use  of  the  Franklin  Institute  of  Boston. 

This  fund  was  originally  left  to  the  "Inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Boston"  by  inventor,  printer,  patriot, 
ambassador  and  Boston  native  Benjamin  Franklin 
upon  his  death  on  April  17,  1790. 

Some  100  years  ago,  proceeds  of  this  trust  fund 
were  used  to  establish  the  Franklin  Union,  which  is 
now  the  Franklin  Institute  of  Boston,  as  a  technical 
school  designed  to  train  young  people  for  supervisory 
positions  in  industry.  The  City  was  authorized  to 
maintain  the  school  by  St.  1905,  c.488.  In  1908,  the 
Franklin  Foundation  was  established  to  manage  the 
fund  and  the  school  while  the  City  retained  legal  title 
thereto. 

In  light  of  the  City's  past  support  of  the  Institute, 
of  the  Institute's  contributions  to  the  community  dur- 
ing more  than  a  century,  and  the  provisions  of  the  at- 
tached order  aimed  at  insuring  the  Institute's  contin- 
ued presence  and  support  for  the  youth  of  this  City, 
it  is  only  fitting  that  this  order  be  approved. 

I  therefore  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this 
order  as  expeditiously  as  possible  so  that  the  great 
design  of  Benjamin  Franklin  may  be  perpetuated.

That  the  portion  of  the  fund  bequeathed 
by  Benjamin  Franklin  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
of  Boston  in  trust  shall  be  distributed  to  the  Franklin 
Foundation  established  by  chapter  569  the  acts  of 
1908,  in  trust  as  a  permanent  endowment,  with  in- 
come only  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance,  extension 
and  use  of  the  Franklin  Institute,  provided,  however, 
as  follows: 
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1 .  The  Franklin  Institute  shall  remain  located  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

2.  Said  income  shall  be  used  by  said  Franklin  In- 
stitute exclusively  for  scholarships  or  other  edu- 
cational programs  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of 
Boston  Public  High  Schools  who  are  Boston 
residents,  and, 

3.  Said  Franklin  Institute  shall  report  on  an  annual 
basis  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  on  the  manner  in  which  said  funds  have

AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  CITATIONS  FOR  VIOLA- 
TIONS OF  THE  STATE  SANITARY  CODE 

Whereas,  Numerous  residential  premises  in  the 
City  of  Boston  are  in  violation  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code; 

Whereas,  Substandard  properties  are  often  left  in  a 
state  of  disrepair,  causing  many  citizens  to  live  in  un- 
safe conditions; 

Whereas,  The  limited  legal  remedies  available  to 
the  Inspectional  Services  Department  to  enforce  the 
State  Sanitary  Code  and  other  applicable  state  laws 
and  regulations,  has  been  identified  as  the  key  factor 
that  has  resulted  in  the  lack  of  timely  repair  of  rental 
properties;  therefore  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  43B.  Section  13.  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Purpose. 

To  provide  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
with  the  remedies  necessary  to  effectively  carry  out 
its  mandate  under  state  law,  to  guarantee  tenants  of 
the  City  of  Boston  housing  which  complies  with  the 
State  Sanitary  Code  and  other  applicable  laws  and 
regulations,  and  to  encourage  owners  to  maintain  the 
buildings  they  own  in  compliance  with  this  code, 
laws  and  regulations  by  enacting  an  ordinance  under 
which  (a)  administrative  citations  are  issued  to  own- 
ers who  violate  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  (b)  fines  are 
assessed  per  day  against  the  owner  for  failure  to  re- 
pair in  accordance  with  such  a  citation,  (c)  fines  au- 
tomatically double  if  a  violation  is  not  remedied 
within  two  weeks  of  service  of  notice  of  a  fine,  (d) 
fines  automatically  triple  if  any  violation  is  not  reme- 
died within  one  month  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the 
fine,  and  (e)  the  City  of  Boston  is  authorized  to  im- 


pose a  property  tax  lien,  to  the  extent  permitted  by 
statute,  for  failure  to  pay  a  fine. 
Section  2.  Definitions. 

(A)  "Citation"  means  a  notice  issued  to  an  owner 
by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department,  pursuant  to 
this  ordinance,  which  provides  a  statement  of  the 
terms  under  which  the  owner  ma)'  be  fined  for  fail- 
ure to  remedy  violations  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code 
and  a  statement  of  the  owner"s  right  to  appeal  the  is- 
suance of  the  citation  and/or  fine. 

(B)  "Dwelling"  means  even  building  or  shelter  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  rooming  houses  and  tempo- 
rary housing  used  or  intended  for  human  habitation 
and  every  other  structure  or  condition  located  within 
the  same  lot  line  whose  existence  causes  or  is  likely 
to  effect  noncompliance  with  the  provisions  of  105 
CMR  410.000. 

(C)  "Dwelling  Unit"  means  the  room  or  group  or 
rooms  within  a  dwelling  used  or  intended  for  use  by 
one  family  or  household  for  living,  sleeping,  cooking 
and  eating.  Dwelling  unit  shall  also  mean  a  condo- 
minium unit. 

(D)  "Inspectional  Services  Department"  means  the 
legally  designated  authority  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
authorized  by  CBC  9-9.  to  enforce  the  State  Sanitary 
Code  through  the  inspection  of  rental  units  for  viola- 
tions of  the  code  and  the  implementation  of  mecha- 
nisms to  ensure  compliance  with  repair  orders. 

(E)  "Occupant"  means  every  person  over  one  year 
of  age  living  or  sleeping  in  a  dwelling  or  dwelling 
unit. 

(F)  "Owner"  means  every  person  who  alone  or 
severally  with  others  (a)  has  legal  title  to  any  rental 
unit,  or  parcel  of  land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  includ- 
ing a  mobile  park:  (b)  has  care,  charge  or  control  of 
any  dwelling,  rental  unit,  mobile  dwelling  unit  or 
parcel  of  land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  including  a  mo- 
bile home  park,  in  any  capacity  including  but  not 
limited  to  agent,  executor,  executrix,  administrator, 
administratrix,  trustee  or  guardian  of  the  estate  of  the 
holder  of  legal  title;  (c)  mortgagee  in  possession:  (d) 
agent,  trustee  or  other  person  appointed  by  the 
courts:  (e)  any  officer  or  trustee  of  the  corporation  of 
unit  owners  of  a  condominium:  (0  a  bank  or  other 
lending  institution  in  possession  as  a  result  of  fore- 
closure: or  (g)  any  person  who  operates  a  rooming 
house.  The  term  "owner"  includes  landlords  and  les- 
sors. 

(Gl  "Owner  Occupied  Building"  means  any  build- 
ing or  structure  containing  no  more  than  three  dwell- 
ing units  and  in  which  all  legal  and  beneficial  owners 
occupy  one  or  more  of  the  dwellings  therein  as  their 
permanent  residence. 

(H)  "State  Sanitary  Code"  means  the  State  Sani- 
tary Code.  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations  codi- 
fied at  105  CMR  400.000-419.000.  adopted  under 
the  authority  o(  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Chap- 
ter 111.  s.  3  and  s.  1276A.  as  it  may  be  amended 
from  time  to  time. 
Section  3.  Citations:  Issuance. 

(A)  Whenever  the  Inspection  Services  Department 
finds  any  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  State  Sani- 
tary Code  it  shall  issue,  in  addition  to  its  order  to 
make  repairs,  a  citation  against  the  owner  according 
to  the  procedures  set  out  in  this  ordinance. 

(B)  The  citation  shall  incorporate  by  reference  the 
order  to  make  repairs  and  shall  contain  the  following 
information: 

(1)  the  date  of  the  inspection; 

(2)  the  amount  of  fine  which  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  owner  if  the  violation  or  viola- 
tions are  not  remedied  within  the  time  frame 
set  out  in  the  order  to  make  repairs  as  well 
as  the  rate  at  which  the  fine  shall  es 
pursuant  to  Section  8(B)  and  (C)  of  thi- 
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nance; 

(3)  the  manner  in  which  the  owner  may  pay  any 
fine  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  provi-

(4)  a  description  of  the  owner's  appeal  rights 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  citation 
and  of  any  fine.

eas of  any  dwelling,  a  copy  of  the  citation  shall  be 
delivered  to  each  tenant  of  the  dwelling. 

(E)  A  copy  of  the  citation  shall  be  retained  b\  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department  and  be  available  for 
public  inspection  and  copying  and  shall  be  admissible 
in  any  judicial  or  administrative  proceedings  as  to  the 
facts  contained  therein. 

(F)  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  interfere  with  an 
owner's  right  to  appeal  the  issuance  of  an  order  to 
make  repairs  under  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 
Section  4.  Repairs. 

(A)  An  owner  shall  make  any  and  all  repairs  nec- 
essary to  remedy  any  violations  found  by  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  within  the  time  frame 
stated  on  the  order  to  make  repairs,  unless  he  or  she 
requests  a  hearing  pursuant  to  the  hearing  regulations 
of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

(B)  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  shall, 
within  five  days  after  the  dates  for  compliance  speci- 
fied in  an  order  to  repair  issued  pursuant  to  105 
CMR  410.830.  make  an  on  site  inspection  to  deter- 
mine whether  there  has  been  compliance  with  its  or- 
der. However,  if  one  or  more  of  the  violations  or 
conditions  cited  in  the  order  to  repair  are  determined 
to  be  conditions  which  may  endanger  the  health  or 
safety  and  well-beins  of  the  occupant(s)  as  defined  in 
105  CMR  410.750,  this  inspection  shall  be  made 
within  24  hours  of  the  dates  for  compliance  specified 
in  an  order.  An  inspection  under  105  CMR 
410.830(A)-(N)  shall  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  105  CMR  410.822. 

(C)  If,  upon  reinspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  remedied  the  violations  cited  in  the  order 
to  make  repairs,  the  citation  shall  so  note  this  finding 
and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment. Any  subsequent  order  to  make  the  same 
repairs  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  be 
deemed  a  new  and  separate  violation  of  the  State 
Sanitary  Code. 

(D)  Copies  of  the  citation  indicating  that  the  viola- 
tion has  been  remedied  and  no  fine  has  been  assessed 
shall  be  served  on  the  same  individuals  who  received 
notice  of  the  initial  citation.  This  notice  shall  be 
served  within  five  days  of  the  reinspection. 

(E)  If.  upon  reinspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  failed  to  remedy  the  violations  cited,  a 
fine  shall  be  assessed  against  the  owner  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  Section  6  of  this  ordinance. 
The  citation  shall  note  that  the  owner  has  failed  to 
remedy  the  violations  cited,  that  a  fine  has  been  as- 
sessed and  the  amount  of  the  fine. 

(F)  Copies  of  the  citation  noting  the  assessment  of 
a  fine,  and  the  amount  of  the  fine,  for  failure  to  rem- 
edy the  violations  cited  shall  be  served  on  the  same 
individuals  who  received  notice  of  the  initial  citation 
within  five  days  of  the  fine  being  assessed  against  the 
owner. 

Section  5.  Extensions. 
(A)  An  owner  who  has  made  a  good  faith  effort  to 


remedy  any  violations  cited  in  an  order  to  make  re- 
pairs and  a  citation  may  apply  to  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  for  an  extension  of  the  time  set 
for  making  repairs  by  requesting  a  hearing  under  the 
hearing  provisions  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

(B)  A  good  faith  effort  shall  be  found  to  exist  in 
the  following  circumstances: 

( 1 1  if  the  owner  provides  evidence  that  the  re- 
pairs cannot  be  completed  within  the  re- 
quired time  frame.  Such  evidence  shall  be  in 
the  form  of  at  least  two  written  estimates 
from  outside  professionals,  one  of  which  the 
owner  has  accepted  in  writing,  stating  when 
the  repairs  will  be  made:  or 

(2)  if  the  owner  is  unable,  despite  serious  and 
substantial  efforts,  to  obtain  financing  for  re- 
pairs. The  owner  must  present  written  and 
verifiable  evidence  of  all  efforts  to  obtain  fi- 
nancing as  well  as  written  and  verifiable  evi- 
dence of  a  present  financial  inability  to  meet 
the  cost  of  repairs. 

(C)  In  any  case  where  an  extension  has  been 
granted  for  the  remedying  of  any  violation,  a  new 
date  shall  be  set  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment by  which  the  owner  shall  remedy  the  violation 
and  reinspection  shall  take  place  in  accordance  with 
Section  4  of  this  ordinance. 

(D)  No  extensions  shall  be  granted  in  any  case 
where  an  owner  has  received  a  fine  for  the  same  or 
similar  violations  in  the  same  unit  within  the  twelve 
month  period  immediately  preceding  issuance  of  the 
current  citation. 

(E)  In  no  event  shall  the  time  frame  for  repairs  in- 
cluding any  extensions  be  greater  then  ninety  days 
from  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the  order  to  make 
repairs  except  that  an  owner  of  an  owner  occupied 
building  may  apply  for  an  additional  thirty  day  exten- 
sion under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  6.  Fines  for  Failure  to  Repair. 

(A)  If  an  owner  fails  to  remedy  a  violation  cited  in 
an  order  to  make  repairs  within  the  allotted  time 
frame,  or  fails  to  remedy  the  violation  within  the 
time  frame  set  out  in  any  extension  granted  under 
Section  5  of  this  ordinance,  or  fails  to  file  a  timely 
appeal,  a  fine  shall  be  assessed  against  the  owner. 

(B)  The  amount  of  the  fine  shall  be  set  according 
to  the  following  schedule: 

(1)  $100.00  per  day  for  each  violation  referred

(C)  The  citation  noting  the  assessment  of  a  fine 
shall  also  include  a  notice  to  the  owner  that  the  fine 
assessed  per  day  shall  automatically  double  if  any  vi- 
olation cited  in  the  citation  is  not  remedied  within 
two  weeks  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine  and 
shall  automatically  triple  if  any  violation  is  not  reme- 
died within  one  month  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the 
fine. 

Section  7.  Appeals  of  Fines. 

(A)  An  owner  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  issuance  of 
a  fine  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  may  appeal  pursuant 
to  G.L.  c.  90G  (the  word  "registrar"  in  said  statute 
shall  be  construed  to  be  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department).

Section  8.  Failure  to  Pay  Fine;  Failure  to  Make  Re- 
pairs. 

(A)  In  accordance  with  Section  6(C)(4),  the  fine 
assessed  per  day  shall  automatically  double  if  any  vi- 
olation cited  in  the  citation  is  not  remedied  within 
two  weeks  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine  and 
shall  automatically  triple  if  any  violation  is  not  reme- 
died within  one  month  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the 
fine. 

(B)  To  the  extent  permitted  by  CBC  Section  16-A1, 
the  City  may  deny  any  application  for,  or  revoke  or

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  111,  s.  127A,  et  seq.  governing  the 
authority  and  conduct  of  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  or  with  any  other  law  or  regulation  gov- 
erning the  rights  and  obligations  of  owners  and  ten- 
ants in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

Section  1.  Purpose. 

To  provide  the  Public  Facilities  Department  with 
the  remedies  necessary  to  effectively  enforce  CBC 
provisions  relative  to  preserving  the  cleanliness  and 
safety  of  city  streets  and  sidewalks,  including  Section 
16-12.16,  23-5,  and  23-8. 
Section  2.  Definitions. 

(A)  "Citation"  means  a  notice  issued  pursuant  to 
this  ordinance  to  an  owner  by  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  which  states  that  a  violation  has  oc- 
curred, the  amount  of  the  fine  to  be  assessed,  and 
that  the  owner  has  a  right  to  appeal  the  issuance  of 
the  citation  and  any  fine  assessed; 

(B)  "Commissioner"  means  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Public  Facilities  Department; 

(C)  "Enforcing  Officer"  means  a  person  employed 
by  the  Public  Facilities  Department  to  enforce  viola- 
tions of  ordinances  and  regulations  under  the  purview 
of  the  Department; 

(D)  "Owner"  means  every  person  who  alone  or 
severally  with  others  (a)  has  legal  title  to  any  rental 
unit,  or  parcel  of  land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  includ- 
ing a  mobile  park;  (b)  has  care,  charge  or  control  of 
any  dwelling,  rental  unit,  mobile  dwelling  unit  or

(4)  the  amount  of  the  fine  to  be  assessed  for  the 
violation  and  that  this  assessment  must  either 
be  paid  within  twenty-one  (21)  days,  or  must 
be  appealed  within  that  same  period  of  time 
by  requesting  a  hearing  before  a  magistrate 
of  the  district  court  or  housing  court: 

(5)  that  the  fine  shall  increase  as  follows  if  left 
unpaid  after  twenty-one  (21)  days  and  the 
owner  has  failed  to  request  a  hearing  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  5: 

(1)  the    fine    shall    double    if   left    unpaid 
twenty-one  (21)  days  after  issuance  of  a 
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notice  of  violation;  and 
(2)  the  fine  shall  triple  if  left  unpaid  forty- 
two  (42)  days  after  issuance  of  a  notice 
of  violation. 

(6)  the  manner  in  which  the  owner  may  pay  the

HOUSING/COMMUNITY  REVIEW  ACT 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13.  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Specialty  home  facilities  are  increasingly 
becoming  part  of  the  geographical  and  social  texture 
of  many  neighborhoods  throughout  the  City  of 
Boston:  and 

Whereas,  These  specialty  group  homes  cater  to  di- 
verse populations  in  need  of  unique  medical  and/or 
social  attention;  and 

Whereas,  Every  resident  in  the  City  of  Boston 
ought  to  be  concerned  about  the  health  status  and  so- 
cial needs  of  populations  deserving  these  facilities; 
and 

Whereas,  There  is  concern  among  certain  residents 
residing   in  certain   neighborhoods   in   the   City  of 
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Boston  including  Roxbury,  Dorchester  and  Mattapan 
that  transitional  specialty  housing  units  are  dispropor- 
tionately located  in  said  communities;  and 

Whereas,  There  have  been  complaints  made  by 
Boston  residents  that  certain  companies,  corporations 
and  business,  and  the  City  of  Boston  have  failed  to 
make  appropriate  gestures  of  outreach  and  notifica- 
tion to  residents  in  areas  planned  for  specialty  needs, 
transitional  housing  facilities,  therefore  be  it  or- 
dained: 
Section  1. 

That  the  Department  of  Public  Facilities,  hereinaf- 
ter referred  to  as  the  Department,  be  required  to 
adopt  a  community  notification  process  known  as  the 
Special  Needs  Housing/Community  Review  Act 
Section  2.  Purpose. 

To  ensure  that  the  public  is  adequately  notified  by 
the  City  of  Boston  regarding  the  city's  decision  to 
dispose  of  publicly-owned  land  and/or  property  to  be 
used  for  transitional  housing.  This  ordinance  seeks  to 
ensure  a  fair  process  wherein  Boston  residents  are 
properly  notified  of  special  needs  housing  patterns 
within  discreet  neighborhoods  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
This  act  shall  empower  the  City  of  Boston  to  fully 
inform  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  of  its  discreet 
decisions  regarding  the  disposition  of  city-owned  land 
and/or  property  to  be  utilized  for  special  needs  or 
transitional  housing. 
Section  3.  Definitions. 

"Specialty  Housing"  shall  be  defined  as  any  form 
of  transitional  housing  constructed  and  used  for  the 
purposes  of  lodging  within  the  City  of  Boston. 

"The  City  of  Boston"  shall  be  defined  as  the  Pub- 
lic Facilities  Department  or  any  other  city  agency 
with  the  power  and/or  responsibility  to  dispose  of 
public  land/or  property. 

"Dispose"  shall  mean  the  sale,  rent,  lease  or  any 
method  by  which  the  city  agrees  to  allow  private  en- 
tities such  as  businesses,  corporations,  and  organiza- 
tions the  use  of  land  and/or  property  legally  owned 
by  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Abutters"  shall  mean  the  streets  and  city  blocks 
within  the  city  census  tract  in  which  said  land  and/or 
property  is  located. 

"Neighborhood"  shall  mean  the  streets  and  city 
blocks  within  the  city  census  tract  in  which  said  land 
and/or  property  is  located  and  streets  and  city  blocks 
within  the  immediately  connecting  or  contiguous  cen- 
sus tracts. 
Section  4.  Disposition  of  Land  and  Property. 

The  City  of  Boston  shall  dispose  of  publicly-owned 
land  and/or  property  to  an  existing  company,  corpo- 
ration or  organization  after  it  has  completed  an  exten- 
sive community  outreach  and  review  process. 

The  City  of  Boston  shall  dispose  of  land  and/or 
property  to  any  business,  corporation,  organization  or 
company  with  the  intent  and  responsibility  of  operat- 
ing or  managing  a  transitional  home  facility  only  af- 
ter initiating  and  completing  a  substantive  and  pro- 
tracted public  engagement  and  dialogue  with  abutters 
and  neighborhood  associations.  Community  Develop- 
ment Corporations,  area  community  police  officers, 
blockwatch  associations,  community  religious  leaders, 
Neighborhood  Councils,  Neighborhood  Zoning  Coun- 
cils or  any  other  credible  and  recognized  and  re- 
spected local  organizations. 
Section  5.  Method  of  Outreach. 

Said  outreach  shall  be  conducted  in  a  consistant 
and  reasonable  manner,  including  outreach  by  certi- 
fied mail,  telephone,  fax,  and  personal  contact.  The 
city  voter  registry  shall  be  used  as  a  resource  in 
community  outreach  and  notification.  The  department 
shall  be  responsible  for  notifying  each  abutter  and 
every  neighbor  with  specific  regard  to  the  disposition 


of  property  and/or  land  intended  for  transitional 
housing  purposes. 

Outreach  shall  consist  of  public  meetings  wherein 
the  department  shall  be  required  to  inform  the  public, 
inform  elected  municipal  and  state  representatives 
representing  the  public  said  area,  and  representatives 
of  the  above  mentioned  groups  and  associations  of 
the  intended  disposition  of  land  and/or  property  for 
use  in  providing  housing  for  transitional  populations. 
Section  6.  Outreach  Timetable. 

Such  community  outreach  shall  begin  no  less  than 
six  months  prior  the  department's  decision  to  dispose 
of  land  and/or  property  to  companies,  corporations  or 
businesses  with  interest  of  utilizing  such  land  and/or 
property  for  facilities  for  transitional  populations. 

Prior  to  approving  any  corporation,  company  or 
business  entity  the  department  shall  be  responsible 
for  polling  abutters  and  said  neighbors  and  neighbor- 
hood groups,  associations  or  representatives. 
Section  7.  Severability  Clause. 

If  any  section  or  provision  of  this  ordinance  is 
deemed  invalid  or  unenforceable  by  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  the  other  provisions  of  the  act  shall 
be  not  affected  thereby,  but  shall  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect. 
Section  8.  Implementation. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  90  days  after  pas- 
sage.

I  transmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1995 
Operating  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
County  of  Suffolk.  This  Budget,  in  the  amount  of 
$1,396  billion,  is  the  City's  tenth  consecutive  bal- 
anced budget  submission. 

This,  the  first  Proposed  Budget  of  my  Administra- 
tion, sets  out  in  dollars  and  in  performance  commit- 
ments, my  priorities  and  administrative  strategies  for 
the  next  four  years.  This  Budget  reflects  both  what 
City  government  should  be  about,  and  how  it  should 
operate.  It  also  lays  out  the  financial  realities  under 
which  the  City  must  operate. 

The  FY95  Budget  is  based  on  my  service  priorities 
—  a  safe,  clean  City  in  which  to  live  and  work,  con- 
cern for  our  children,  and  modest  investments  to 
maintain  and  enhance  government's  effectiveness.  I 
am  recommending  funding  for  three  classes  of  40  po- 
lice officers  to  fully  support  my  commitment  to  com- 
munity policing.  These  classes  mean  that  uniformed 
strength  will  increase  from  1,920  today  to  an  esti- 
mated 2,030  by  June  of  1995,  a  nearly  six  percent 
increase.  It  is  my  plan,  based  on  the  current  revenue 
and  expenditure  outlook,  to  provide  similar  numbers 
of  new  officer  classes  for  the  next  several  fiscal 
years. 

Keeping  up  appearances  is  critical  to  our  efforts  to 
make  Boston  an  attractive  place  to  live  and  do  busi- 
ness. The  FY95  Budget  directs  more  resources  to 
street  cleaning  and  repairs,  and  we  will  be  exploring 
new  ways  of  providing  these  services  most  effec- 
tively. This  Budget  also  makes  a  major  new  commit- 
ment to  increase  recycling  programs  in  Boston.  A  58 
percent  increase  in  funding  for  recycling  will  expand 
the  number  of  neighborhoods  serviced  by  "blue 
boxes"  for  bottles  and  cans,  and  provide  more  fre- 
quent and  predictable  newspaper  collections. 

Both  libraries  and  community  centers  will  be  open 
more  hours  in  FY95.  Added  funding  supports  open- 
ing the  Central  Library  at  Copley  Square  for  four 
hours  on  Sundays,  and  provides  four  more  open  Sat- 
urday hours  at  four  branch  libraries.  Fourteen  Com- 
munity Centers  will  now  be  open  for  eight  hours 
every  Saturday,  and  will  have  Friday  night  hours  ex- 
tended from  9  p.m.  to  1  a.m.  for  nine  weeks  in  the 
summer.  These  extended  hours  will  provide  all 
Boston  residents,  and  particularly  our  young  people, 
with  added  opportunities  for  learning  and  recreation. 

The  Budget  makes  modest  investments  in  new 
equipment  and  technology.  There  will  be  new  invest- 
ment in  Public  Works  vehicles,  funding  for  automa- 
tion of  Inspectional  Services  Department  files  and 
management  systems,  and  support  for  a  strategic  plan 
for  technological  innovation  City-wide.  We  must  take 
advantage  of  new  technologies  if  we  want  to  provide 
better  service  more  efficiently. 

As  important  as  these  proposals  for  funding  spe- 
cific priorities  and  programs  are,  this  Budget  is  also 
a  blueprint  for  management  in  my  Administration.  It 
lays  out  both  a  new  organizational  structure  and  a 
clear  set  of  performance  commitments  for  FY95. 

The  Budget  is  organized  according  to  the  new  Cab- 
inet structure.  Presenting  total  personnel  and  funds 
from  all  sources  for  each  Cabinet  area  shows  for  the 


first  time  how  much  resources  are  devoted  to  each 
functional  responsibility  within  City  government.  In 
addition,  identifying  a  single  person  responsible  for 
all  the  activities  in  each  of  these  functional  areas  sets 
the  stage  for  more  coordination  between,  and  stream- 
lining of.  old  bureaucracies. 

In  addition  to  the  new  structure,  this  Budget  in- 
cludes several  new  or  reorganized  departments.  There 
are  new  Offices  of  Civil  Rights,  Special  Events  and 
Tourism,  and  Cultural  Affairs  to  put  added  focus  on 
these  important  functions.  The  responsibilities  of  the 
Public  Facilities  and  Real  Property  Departments  have 
been  realigned  to  create  a  new  Property  Management 
Department,  and  to  re  focus  Public  Facilities  on  its 
fundamental  mission  of  planning  and  new  construc- 
tion. The  MIS  Division  has  been  restructured  as  a 
Department  of  Management  and  Information  Services 
with  a  new  mandate  to  oversee  management  reporting 
and  analysis. 

Perhaps  most  important,  this  FY95  Budget  includes 
more  specific,  quantified  performance  goals  for  each 
department  and  for  each  cabinet.  While  the  new  Cab- 
inet structure  supports  improved  performance,  the  ul- 
timate measure  of  success  is  not  a  new  organization 
chart  but  more  and  better  services  delivered  at  less 
cost. 

Finally,  this  Budget  reflects  the  fiscal  realities  we 
face.  There  are  always  areas  in  which  we  would  like 
to  do  more.  But  I  am  firmly  committed  to  keeping 
Boston  on  a  sound  financial  footing.  Without  that 
foundation,  increases  in  services  are  short  sighted. 
Thus  this  Budget  husbands  reserves  and  proposes 
only  what  we  can  afford.  Further  expansion  of  serv- 
ices will  come  only  if  we  can  provide  the  basics 
more  efficiently  and  if  we  can  assume  greater  respon- 
sibility for  our  revenue  options.  Gaining  this  respon- 
sibility will  be  the  challenge  for  the  next  four  years. 

My  Administration  looks  forward  to  working  with 
the  City  Council  as  you  review  this  Proposed  Budget. 
I  encourage  your  suggestions  as  to  how  to  make  this 
review  as  useful  and  constructive  as  possible.

I  transmit  herewith  an  appropriation  order  in  the 
amount  of  $404,960  million  for  the  Boston  School 
Department  for  FY  95.  submitted  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936.  as 
amended  by  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  as  fur- 
ther amended  by  Chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986. 
Chapter  613  of  the  Acts  of  1987  and  Chapter  108  of 
the  Acts  of  1991. 

The  School  Department  projects  an  additional 
$57,464  million.  In  addition,  the  City's  FY95  Capital 
Plan  outlines  $18  million  in  school  investment,  a 
$4.5  million  increase  over  last  year's  plan. 

This  appropriation  represents  a  $4.4  million  or  1 
percent  increase  after  accounting  for  one-time  FY94 
expenses  and  the  City's  direct  appropriation  to  Com- 
munity Centers  for  alternative  education  programs.  In 
addition,  a  $4  million  reserve  for  potential  growth  in 
student  enrollment  has  been  included  in  the  City's 
budget  to  offset  new  costs  associated  with  expanded 
numbers  of  students.  As  soon  as  additional  costs  are 
identified,  I  will  recommend  to  you  a  supplemental 
appropriation  from  the  reserve.  Over  the  last  decade 
the  Boston  School  Department's  student  enrollment 
has  increased  by  7,240  with  most  of  the  increase  in 
the  last  four  years. 

My  commitment  to  education  has  never  been 
stronger.  I  pledge  to  support  and  work  closely  with 
the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  to 
bring  about  improvements  in  student  achievement  and 
maximum  efficiency  in  the  use  of  our  resources.  As 
a  reflection  of  my  attention  to  our  School  Depart- 
ment, the  FY95  Proposed  Budget  includes  a  section 
on  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  presenting  expenditure 
and  budget  information  and  specific  performance  in- 
dicators for  School  Year  1994-1995.

Whereas,  The  Back  Bay  Fens  and  Riverway  are 
plagued  with  the  uncontrolled  proliferation  of  the  ag- 
gressive giant  reed  Phragmite,  which  currently  suffo- 
cates nearly  7.5  acres  of  the  park,  1.6  acres  on  land 
and  5.8  acres  in  the  water; 

Whereas,  The  Phragmites  are  an  invasive  species 
whose  density  and  height  has  led  to  the  overall  deg-

rial  curbside  program;  and 

Whereas,  Recycling  can  save  money  and  resources 
if  the  city  adopts  a  well  designed  and  comprehensive 
approach  to  expanding  the  recycling  market;  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Environment 
and  Historic  Preservation  hold  a  hearing  to  address 
the  current  and  future  status  of  Boston's  recycling 
programs  and  to  develop  an  integrated  recycling  ini- 
tiative for  the  future.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  ordinance 
aimed  at  improving  child  safety  by  promoting  the  in- 
stallation of  safety  screens  in  multi-level  dwellings  in 
the  City  of  Boston  for  the  welfare  and  protection  of 
occupants  six  (6)  years  of  age  and  under. 

Since  January  of  1993,  some  fifteen  tragic  inci- 
dents of  children  falling  from  unprotected  windows, 
resulting  in  senous  injuries  and  several  deaths,  have 
been  reported  locally.  This  ordinance  will  be  an  inte- 
gral part  of  an  aggressive  campaign  to  educate  par- 
ents, families,  and  property  owners  about  the  need  to 
protect  children  against  such  accidents. 

These  senseless  tragedies  can  and  must  be  pre- 
vented. The  technology  presently  exists  to  both  pro- 
tect children  from  falls  and  to  allow  access  and 
egress  from  buildings  during  fire  emergencies. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  ordinance 
as  expeditiously  as  possible  so  that  together  we  can 
provide  for  the  continued  well-being  of  the  children 
of  Boston.

ESTABLISHING  A  WINDOW  FALLS 

PREVENTION  PROGRAM 

IN  THE  DEPARTMENT 

OF  HEALTH  AND  HOSPITALS 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter  IX  is 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  9-9.10,  the  fol- 
lowing new  section  9-9.11. 

Section  1.  Definitions 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  following 
terms  shall  have  the  following  meaning: 

a.  Child:  a  person  age  six  or  unaer. 

b.  Board:  The  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

c.  Department:  The  Department  of  Heaith  and 
Hospitals. 

d.  installation:  the  proper  equipping  of  windows 
with  window  safety  guards  in  accoiaance  with 
regulations  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Hospitals. 

e.  owner:  peison,  wno  alone  or  severally  has  le- 
gal titles,  or  has  charge  or  control  in  any  ca- 
pacity including,  but  not  limited  to,  agent,  ex- 
ecutor, administrator,  trustee  or  guardian;  or 
any  officer  or  trustee  of  a  leal  estate  trust  or 
association  of  unit  owners. 

f.  tenant:  a  lessee,  or  other  regular  occupant  of  a 
dwelling  unit  with  or  without  a  lease. 

g.  window  safety  guard:  a  device  designed  to  re- 
strict passage  or  access  through  a  window  of  a 
child  age  six  or  under. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Window  Falls  Preven- 
tion Program  established  within  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals.  The  purpose  of  said  program 
shall  be  as  follows:  educating  the  public  about  the 
danger  to  children,  age  six  years  and  under,  of  fall- 
ing from  windows;  and  encouraging  the  voluntary  in- 
stallation by  owners  of  window  safety  guards  on  win- 
dows in  dwellings  occupied  by  children  age  six  years 
and  under. 

Section  3.  The  Program  shall  conduct  city  wide  ed- 
ucation and  outreach  efforts  promoting  awareness 
about  the  dangers  to  children,  age  six  years  and  un- 
der of  falling  from  open  or  otherwise  unprotected 
windows.  Information  and  technical  assistance  shall 
be  made  available  to  the  public  on  the  steps  and  de- 
vices that  may  mitigate  this  serious  problem.  The 
Program  shall  work  with  any  and  all  existing  agen- 
cies and  departments  involved  with  children  in  its 
outreach  efforts.  The  Window  Falls  Prevention  Pro- 
gram will  also  encourage  owners  to  voluntarily  mstall 
window  safety  guards  on  windows  in  tne  dwellings 
occupied  by  children  age  six  years  and  under. 

Section  4.  The  Board  is  empowered  to  oversee  the 
Program,  and  may  meet  to  develop  regulations  re- 
garding wmdow  safety  guards.  Is  so  doing,  the  Board 
will  work  with  all  appropriate  agencies  to  insure 
compliance  with  existing  state  building  codes  and  fire 
prevention  codes.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  presently  in  nego- 
tiations with  the  Teachers  Union  to  create  pilot 
schools,  similar  in  concept  to  charter  schools;  and 

Whereas,  Pilot  schools  cannot  become  a  reality  un- 
til the  teachers'  contract  issues  have  been  resolved, 
which  should  be  by  the  end  of  the  school  year;  and 

Whereas,  The  Patrick  F  Lyndon  School  in  West 
Roxbury,  rich  in  tradition  with  a  history  of  exemplary 
academic  performance,  is  the  only  school  left  in  the 
City  that  is  vacant  and  has  not  been  surplussed  by 
the  School  Committee;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  Capital  Plan  hearings,  the  is- 
sue of  reopening  the  Lyndon  School  was  raised,  and 
Mary  Nee.  the  Director  of  Capital  Planning,  indi- 
cated the  possibility  of  its  reopening:  and 

Whereas.  School  Superintendent  Lois  Harrison- 
Jones,   when  asked  about  the  possibility  of  opening 
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the  Lyndon  School,  indicated  a  willingness  and  an 
interest  in  having  the  Lyndon  become  a  pilot  school 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Many  residents  and  neighborhood  groups 
have  on  an  ongoing  basis  expressed  interest  and  are 
working  toward  reopening  the  Lyndon  School;  and 

Whereas,  Superintendent  Harrison-Jones  has  agreed 
to  meet  with  a  small  group  of  residents  on  the  issue 
of  pilot  schools  to  explain  the  process  to  reopen  the 
Lyndon  School  as  a  pilot  school;  now  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Education  hold  a 
hearing  in  West  Roxbury  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  a  representative  of  the  Mayor's  office,  and 
Capital  Planning  regarding  reopening  the  Patrick  F. 
Lyndon  School  in  September  of  1995.

have  been  withheld  as  regular  deductions  from  his 
regular  compensation  had  he  been  eligible  for  mem- 
bership and  been  a  member  of  such  system  during 
such  prior  service,  together  with  regular  interest  to 
the  date  of  payment.

ORDINANCE  (DOCKET  NO.  0650) 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
5,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
from  section  5-5.3  the  third  paragraph  and  inserting 
in  its  place  the  following: 

"Upon  taking  employment  with  the  City,  and  an- 
nually on  February  first  thereafter,  every  person 
subject  to  this  section  shall  file  with  the  Boston 
Residency  Compliance  Commission,  a  certificate 
signed  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury, 
stating  his  name  or  her  name,  and  place  of  resi- 
dence. If  an  employee  fails  to  file  a  certificate, 
files  a  certificate  indicating  residency  outside  of 
Boston,  fails  materially  to  cooperate  with  en- 
forcement efforts  of  the  Boston  Residency  Com- 
pliance Commission,  or  if  after  investigation  the 
Commission  concludes  that  the  employee  is  not  a 
resident  of  the  City,  it  shall  adopt  an  order  de- 
claring that  the  employee  has  voluntarily  termi- 
nated employment  and  shall  file  such  an  order 
with  that  employee's  Department  head  or  like  of- 
ficer, City  Treasurer  and  the  City  Clerk.  Upon 
filing,  that  person  shall  cease  to  be  employed  by 
the  City.  No  person  stricken  from  the  payroll, 
shall  be  reemployed  by  the  City  for  a  period  of 
one  year  following  the  cessation  of  his  or  her 
employment.  Every  city  of  Boston  employee 
shall  be  furnished  a  copy  of  the  residency  ordi- 
nance upon  employment  and  annually  thereafter, 
but  failure  to  receive  a  copy  shall  not  be  held  to 
excuse  any  violation." 
Section  2.  Said  Section  5-5.3  is  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  fourth  paragraph,  the  following: 
"The  annual  list  of  officials  and  employees,  kept 
by  the  Auditor  pursuant  to  C.B.C.,  Statute  6, 
Section  3,  shall  be  arranged  both  alphabetically 
by  name  of  employee  and  by  street  name  within 
each  postal  code;  it  shall  be  replicated  to  not  less 
than  four  copies,  one  of  which  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  City  Clerk,  the  Office  of  the  City  Trea- 
surer, the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  and  the 
main  branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  all  of 
which  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection 
during  regular  business  hours." 
Section  3.  Said  Section  5-5.3  is  further  amended 
by  adding  to  the  end  of  the  seventh  paragraph  (as  it 
now  appears),  the  following: 

"If  a  waiver  is  granted  with  respect  to  a  posi- 
tion, it  shall  be  ineffective  eighteen  months  after 
the  same  is  voted  provided  that  persons  hired 
during  the  waiver  period  shall  continue  to  be  ex- 
empt so  long  as  their  employment  continues.  If  a 
waiver  was  granted  with  respect  to  a  person, 
once  that  person  terminates  their  employment, 
that  vacant  position  is  henceforth  subject  to  the 
residency  ordinance." 
Section  4.  Said  Section  5-5.3  is  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  seventh  paragraph  as  it  now  ap- 
pears the  following: 

"No  collective   bargaining  agreement  hereafter

BOSTON  RESIDENCY 
COMPLIANCE  COMMISSION 

Section 

There  shall  be  in  the  City  a  Commission  known  as 
the  Boston  Residency  Compliance  Commission,  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  Commission.  The  Commis- 
sion shall  be  comprised  of  five  (5)  members,  known 
as  Commissioners,  four  of  which  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  one,  a  city  union  representative,  one, 
a  member  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  two 
selected  at  large,  and,  the  City  Council  President,  Ex 
Officio,  or  such  other  Councillor  designated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  President.  The  four  mayoral  ap- 
pointees shall  serve  co-terminus  with  the  mayor. 

Section 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  enforce 
the  Boston  residency  ordinance.  The  commission 
shall  meet  at  least  once  each  month,  at  the  call  of  its 
chair,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  from  its  mem- 
bership. Members  of  the  commission  shall  serve 
without  compensation  and  shall  be  subject  to  Section 
5-5.2.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  commissioner 
appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

BOSTON  RESIDENCY

The  commission  shall  employ  an  executive  director 
who  shall  be  compensated  as  a  category  III  depart- 
ment head,  and  such  investigators  in  clerical  assist- 
ance as  may  be  required. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES 
OF  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 

Section 

The  executive  director  shall  have  the  powers  of  a 
department  head  except  for  those  powers  explicitly 
conveyed  to  the  Commission  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  carrying  out  the  policies  and  decisions  of  the 
commission. 

The  executive  director  shall  have  the  power  and 
duty  to  make  investigations  of  residency  that  appear 
to  be  in  violation  of  the  Residency  Ordinance. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES 
OF  COMMISSION 

Section 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  conduct 
hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their  attend- 
ance, administer  oaths,  take  the  testimony  of  any  per- 
son under  oath  and  in  connection  therewith  to  require 
the  production  for  examination  of  any  documents, 
books,  papers,  or  evidence  relating  to  any  matter  in 
question  or  under  investigation  by  the  Commission. 
The  Commission  may  delegate  any  of  its  hearing 


powers  to  individual  Commissioners  or  members  of 
the  Commission  staff.

SOUTH  AFRICA  (DOCKET  NO.  0653) 

Coun.  YANCEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  government  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  has  held  fair  elections  in  April  in  the  year 
1994  in  order  to  construct  a  new  non-racial  Constitu- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  Every  ethnic,  racial  and  gender  group 
has  been  granted  the  electoral  franchise  for  the  first 
time  in  the  modern  history  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa;  and 

Whereas,  The  Parliament  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  has  voted  to  allow  indigenous  racial  groups  a 
significant  role  in  governing  the  country  through  a 
quasi-governmental  body  known  as  the  Transitional 
Executive  Council,  a  body  consisting  of  26  separate 
political  parties;  and 

Whereas,  Nelson  Mandela,  a  world  renowned  civil 
rights  leader  and  spokesman  for  peace  and  racial 
equality  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  has  been 
released  from  incarceration  after  spending  nearly 
•  three  decades  in  jail  as  a  political  prisoner;  and 

Whereas,  Nelson  Mandela  was  recently  elected 
President  of  the  Republic  of  South  Africa;  and 

Whereas,  The  African  National  Congress  has  been 
recognized  by  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  as  a  le- 
gitimate civil  rights  organization  representing  the  will 
and  concerns  of  a  large  segment  of  the  indigenous 
South  African  population;  and 

Whereas,  The  government  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  has  been  negotiating  with  the  African  National 
Congress  and  other  political  parties  in  apparent  good 
faith  and  seeking  ways  to  effectively  resolve  current 
racial  and  political  antagonisms;  and 

Whereas,  The  African  National  Congress  of  South 
Africa  has  called  for  the  lifting  of  economic  sanc- 
tions directed  at  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  be- 
cause of  the  commitment  of  said  country  to  address 
its  political,  civil  and  human  rights;  and 

Whereas,  The  African  National  Congress  has  es- 
tablished a  set  of  principles  guiding  financial  invest- 
ments back  into  the  country's  economy;  and 

Whereas,  The  apartheid  legislation  process  that 
currently  governs  financial  investments  is  a  major  ob- 
stacle to  economic  growth  and  development  in  South 
Africa;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  and  other  major 
nation-states  have  pledged  to  lift  sanctions  based  on 
the  African  National  Congress'  call  to  end  the  eco- 
nomic boycott;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  the  City  of  Boston  divested  more  than  $12  mil- 
lion of  its  public  funds  from  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  based  on  reported  and  documented  expressions 
of  widespread  civil  and  human  rights  violations  in 
said  country;  and 

Whereas,  The  purpose  and  objectives  of  City  of 
Boston's  Divestment  Ordinance  initiated  and  passed 
by  the  Boston  City  Council,  was  to  encourage  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa  to:  (1)  establish  a  Constitu- 
tion which  allowed  for  a  universal  electoral  franchise. 


(2)  release  political  prisoner  and  human  rights  leader 
Nelson  Mandela  and  (3)  acknowledge  and  negotiate  a 
political,  social  and  economic  compromise  in  order 
to  reduce  a  preponderance  of  acrimony  existing  be- 
tween the  indigenous  South  African  population  and 
the  white  and  colored  races  in  said  country;  and 

Whereas,  Said  objectives  are  being  achieved  in  ap- 
parent good  faith  by  the  Republic  of  South  Africa;

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  was  among  the  first 
municipalities  nationwide  to  divest  of  funds  in  firms,

While  I  applaud  the  Council's  objective  to  increase 
the  safety  of  students  in  our  public  schools  and  of 
tenants  in  public  housing,  the  means  that  you  have 
chosen  to  accomplish  this  objective  are  legally  defec- 
tive and  require  my  veto. 

In  the  case  of  the  metal  detectors,  under  the  City 
Charter,  School  Department  budgetary  matters  are 
under  the  control  of  the  School  Committee.  St.  1906 
c.  231,  s.  ID.  as  inserted  by  St.  1987,  c.  613,  s.  1. 
The  same  provision  limits  the  City  Council's  role 
with  respect  to  the  school  budget  to  the  appropriation 
of  funds.  Further,  the  Council,  by  virtue  of  St.  1909, 
c.  486,  s.  3,  is  prohibited  from  originating  any 
budget.  Finally,  I  note  that  under  existing  School  De- 
partment policy,  individual  headmasters  or  principals 
may  obtain  metal  detectors  from  the  School  Depart- 
ment for  their  schools  if  it  is  determined  that  there  is 
a  need  for  such  devices. 

In  the  case  of  public  housing  residents,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  is  a  public  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate under  G.L.  c.

certificate  signed  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of 
perjury,  stating  his  name  or  her  name,  and  place 
of  residence.  If  an  employee  fails  to  file  a  certifi- 
cate, files  a  certificate  indicating  residency  out- 
side of  Boston,  fails  materially  to  cooperate  with 
enforcement  efforts  of  the  Boston  Residency 
Compliance  Commission,  or  if  after  investigation 
the  Commission  concludes  that  the  employee  is 
not  a  resident  of  the  City,  it  shall  adopt  an  order 
declaring  that  the  employee  has  voluntarily  termi- 
nated employment  and  shall  file  such  an  order 
with  that  employee's  Department  head  or  like  of- 
ficer, City  Treasurer  and  the  City  Clerk.  Upon 
filing,  that  person  shall  cease  to  be  employed  by 
the  City.  No  person  stricken  from  the  payroll, 
shall  be  reemployed  by  the  City  for  a  period  of 
one  year  following  the  cessation  of  his  or  her 
employment.  Every  City  of  Boston  employee 
shall  be  furnished  a  copy  of  the  residency  ordi- 


nance upon  employment  and  annually  thereafter, 
but  failure  to  receive  a  copy  shall  not  be  held  to 
excuse  any   violation."   Within  the   legislative 
branch  of  government  members  of  the  central 
staff  shall  be  answerable  to  the  City  Council 
rules  committee  for  their  residency,  and  each  city 
councillor  shall  enforce  the  residency  require- 
ment in  his  or  her  office." 
Section  2.  Said  Section  5-5.3  is  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  fourth  paragraph,  the  following: 
"The  annual  list  of  officials  and  employees,  kept 
by  the  Auditor  pursuant  to  C.B.C.,  Statute  6, 
Section  3,  shall  be  arranged  both  alphabetically 
by   name   of  employee,    and,   by   street   name 
within  each  postal  code.  It  shall  be  replicated  to 
not  less  than  four  copies,  one  each  of  which 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  City  Clerk,  the  Office 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission, and  the  main  branch  of  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Library,  all  of  which  shall  be  available  for 
public  inspection  during  regular  business  hours." 
Section  3.  Said  Section  5-5.3  is  further  amended 
by  adding  to  the  end  of  the  seventh  paragraph  (as  it 
now  appears),  the  following: 

"If  a  waiver  is  granted  with  respect  to  a  posi- 
tion, it  shall  be  ineffective  eighteen  months  after 
the  same  is  voted  provided  that  persons  hired 
during  the  waiver  period  shall  continue  to  be  ex- 
empt so  long  as  their  employment  continues.  If  a 
waiver  was  granted  with  respect  to  a  person, 
once  that  person  terminates  their  employment, 
that  vacant  position  is  henceforth  subject  to  the 
residency  ordinance." 
Section  4.  Said  Section  5-5.3  is  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  seventh  paragraph  as  it  now  ap- 
pears the  following: 

"No  collective  bargaining  agreement,  to  the  ex- 
tent permissible  by  law,  hereafter  entered  into  by 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  contain  any  provision 
contrary  to  the  provisions  hereof,   nor  shall  the 
absence  of  any  provision  with  respect  to  the  resi- 
dency of  any  person  hired  after  the  date  of  such 
contract  be  taken  to  prevent  enforcement  of  this 
section." 
CBC  Code,  Ordinances,  as  amended  is  hereby  fur- 
ther amended  by  inserting  therein  the  following  new 
caption  and  sections: 

BOSTON  RESIDENCY 
COMPLIANCE  COMMISSION 

Section 

There  shall  be  in  the  City  a  Commission  known  as 
the  Boston  Residency  Compliance  Commission,  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  Commission.  The  Commis- 
sion shall  be  comprised  of  five  (5)  members,  known 
as  Commissioners,  four  of  which  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  one,  a  city  union  representative,  one, 
a  member  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  two 
selected  at  large,  and,  the  City  Council  President,  Ex 
Officio,  or  such  other  Councillor  designated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  President.  The  four  mayoral  ap- 
pointees shall  serve  co-terminus  with  the  mayor. 

Section 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  enforce 
the  Boston  residency  ordinance.  The  commission 
shall  meet  at  least  once  each  month,  at  the  call  of  its 
chair,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  from  its  mem- 
bership. Members  of  the  commission  shall  serve 
without  compensation  and  shall  be  classified  as  Spe- 
cial Municipal  Employees  for  the  purposes  of  Chap- 
ter 268A  of  the  General  Laws.  Any  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  a  commissioner  appointed  by  the  mayor 
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shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

OF  BOSTON  RESIDENCY 

COMPLIANCE  UNIT 

Section 

Within  the  Administrative  Services  Department, 
Personnel  Division,  there  shall  be  a  unit  to  be  known 
as  the  Residency  Compliance  Unit  which  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  carrying  out  the  policies  and  decisions 
of  the  Commission. 

The  Unit  shall  have  the  power  and  duty  to  make 
investigations  of  residency  that  appear  to  be  in  viola- 
tion of  the  Residency  Ordinance.  The  Municipal  Po- 
lice and/or  the  Boston  Police  Department  shall  act  as 
investigators  for  the  Commission  and  the  Unit. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES 
OF  COMMISSION 

Section 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  conduct 
hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their  attend- 
ance, administer  oaths,  take  the  testimony  of  any  per- 
son under  oath  and  in  connection  therewith  to  require 
the  production  for  examination  of  any  documents, 
books,  papers,  or  evidence  relating  to  any  matter  in 
question  or  under  investigation  by  the  Commission. 
The  Commission  may  appoint  from  within  or  without 
its  membership  a  hearing  officer  to  conduct  particular 
hearings.  The  Commission,  after  investigation  and  on 
report  of  a  hearing  held  may  determine  an  employee 
in  violation  of  the  residency  ordinance  and  thereby 
deemed  to  have  voluntarily  terminated  employment 
with  the  city. 

Semiannually,  the  Commission  shall  provide  a  writ- 
ten report  to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  file  a  copy  with 
the  City  Council.  This  report  shall  include  all  investi- 
gations, findings  and  actions  taken  by  the  Commis- 
sion with  respect  to  the  residency  law. 

Coun.  CONLEY  offered  the  following  amendment 
to  the  ordinance  in  the  new  draft:

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code.  Ordinances.  Title 
5,  section  5-5.3  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by: 

1.  Inserting  after  the  words  "monies  from  the 
city",  in  the  first  paragraph,  the  words  "or  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission":  and; 
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2.  Striking  from  section  5-5.3  the  third  paragraph 
and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

"Upon  taking  employment  with  the  City,  and  an- 
nually on  February  first  thereafter,  every  em- 
ployee of  the  city  subject  to  this  section  shall  file 
with  the  Boston  Residency  Compliance  Commis- 
sion, a  certificate  signed  under  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  perjury,  stating  his  name  or  her 
name,  and  place  of  residence.  If  an  employee 
fails  to  file  a  certificate,  files  a  certificate  indica- 
ting residency  outside  of  Boston,  fails  materially 
to  cooperate  with  enforcement  efforts  of  the 
Boston  Residency  Compliance  Commission,  or  if 
after  investigation  the  Commission  concludes  that 
the  employee  is  not  a  resident  of  the  City,  it 
shall  adopt  an  order  declaring  that  the  employee 
has  voluntarily  terminated  employment  and  shall 
file  such  an  order  with  that  employee's  Depart- 
ment head  or  like  officer,  City  Treasurer  and  the 
City  Clerk.  Upon  filing,  the  employee's  name 
shall  be  stricken  from  the  payroll  and  that  person 
shall  cease  to  be  employed  by  the  City.

Section 

There  shall  be  in  the  City  a  Commission  known  as 
the  Boston  Residency  Compliance  Commission,  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  Commission.  The  Commis- 
sion shall  be  comprised  of  seven  (7)  members, 
known  as  Commissioners,  six  of  which  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  one,  a  city  union  representa- 
tive, one,  the  person  serving  as  affirmative  action  of- 
ficer of  the  city,  ex  officio,  two  selected  at  large, 
two,  members  of  the  group  Save  Our  City,  and,  the 
City  Council  President,  ex  officio,  or  such  other 
Councillor  designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Presi- 
dent.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  enforce 
the  Boston  residency  ordinance.  The  commission 
shall  meet  at  least  once  each  month,  at  the  call  of  its 
chair,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  from  its  mem- 
bership. Members  of  the  commission  shall  serve 
without  compensation  and  shall  be  classified  as  Spe- 
cial Municipal  Employees  for  the  purposes  of  Chap- 
ter 268 A  of  the  General  Laws.  Any  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  a  commissioner  appointed  by  the  mayor 
shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

OF  BOSTON  RESIDENCY 

COMPLIANCE  UNIT 

Section  

Within  the  Administrative  Services  Department, 
Personnel  Division,  there  shall  be  a  unit  to  be  known 
as  the  Residency  Compliance  Unit  which  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  carrying  out  the  policies  and  decisions 
of  the  Commission. 

The  Unit  shall  have  the  power  and  duty  to  make 
investigations  of  residency  that  appear  to  be  in  viola- 
tion of  the  Residency  Ordinance.  The  Municipal  Po- 
lice and/or  the  Boston  Police  Department  shall  act  as 
investigators  for  the  Commission  and  the  Unit. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES 
OF  COMMISSION 

Section 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  conduct 
hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their  attend- 
ance, administer  oaths,  take  the  testimony  of  any  per- 
son under  oath  and  in  connection  therewith  to  require 
the  production  for  examination  of  any  documents, 
books,  papers,  or  evidence  relating  to  any  matter  in 
question  or  under  investigation  by  the  Commission. 
The  Commission  may  appoint  from  within  or  without 
its  membership  a  hearing  officer  to  conduct  particular 
hearings.  The  Commission,  after  investigation  and  on 
report  of  a  hearing  held  may  determine  an  employee 
in  violation  of  the  residency  ordinance  and  thereby 
deemed  to  have  voluntarily  terminated  employment 
with  the  city.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety-four 

AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  REMOVAL 

OF  GRAFFITI 

Whereas,  The  prevalence  of  graffiti  in  the  City  of 
Boston  continues  to  escalate,  with  both  public  and 
private  property  being  affected;  and 

Whereas,  Studies  indicate  that  graffiti  tends  to  at- 
tract graffiti  and  therefore  its  prompt  removal  is  im- 
perative for  ensuring  it  does  not  recur;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  to  lead  by  example, 
should  make  it  a  priority  to  remove  any  graffiti  ap- 
pearing on  city  owned  property  within  five  days  of 
its  appearance;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  should  encourage  pri- 
vate property  owners  to  remove  graffiti  from  their 
property  by  offering  programs  of  technical  assistance 
and  removal;  therefore  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law  as  follows: 
Section  1 .    Purpose. 

To  ensure  that  the  City  of  Boston  adequately  ad- 
dress the  proliferation  of  graffiti  on  its  property  and 
the  deleterious  effect  such  proliferation  has  on 
Boston's  neighborhoods  and  to  encourage  owners  of 
real  property  affected  by  graffiti  to  either  remove 
graffiti  appearing  on  their  property  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble, or  arrange  for  such  removal  by  the  city. 
Section  2.     Definitions. 

(A)  "Graffiti"  means  the  placing  of  unauthorized 
paint,  chalk,  ink,  dye,  or  other  similar  substances,  as 
well  as  marks,  scratches,  etches  or  other  markings 
on  walls,  buildings,  fences,  structures,  signs,  rocks, 
monuments,  gravestones,  tablets,  sidewalk  utility 
vaults  and  similar  places. 

(B)  "Graffiti  Abatement  Coordinator"  means  the 
authority  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  coordinate  the  city's  graffiti  identification 
and  removal  efforts,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  ap- 
pointment, the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

(C)  "Private  property  consent  form"  means  a  form 
signed  by  the  owner  of  private  property,  or  his  or  her 
agent,  authorizing  a  city  employee,  or  other  party 
acting  on  behalf  of  the  city,  to  enter  the  property  for 
graffiti  removal  purposes  consistent  with  the  goals  of 
this  ordinance. 

(D)  "Unauthorized"  means  without  the  consent  of 


the  owner,  or  his  or  her  agent,  or  in  violation  of  this 
ordinance. 

(E)  "Waiver  of  liability  form"  means  a  form 
signed  by  the  owner  of  private  property  which  states 
that  the  city  shall  not  be  liable,  notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  law,  for  civil  damages  as  a  result 
of  any  act  or  omission  by  any  employee  or  other  in- 
dividual acting  on  behalf  of  the  city,  in  removing 
graffiti  from  the  property,  except  for  acts  or  omis- 
sions of  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct. 
Section  3.     Graffiti  Notification  Program. 

(A)  Whenever  the  Graffiti  Removal  Coordinator  is 
notified  or  becomes  aware  of  the  presence  of  any 
graffiti,  he  or  she  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours,  is- 
sue a  notice  to  remove  the  graffiti. 

(B)  Where  the  property  affected  by  graffiti  is 
owned  or  managed  by  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Graf- 
fiti Removal  Coordinator  shall  ensure  that  the  graffiti 
is  removed  within  five  days  of  notification  or  aware- 
ness. 

(C)  Where  the  property  affected  is  private  prop- 
erty, the  notice  shall  state  that  the  owner  must  either 
remove  the  graffiti,  or  request  assistance  from  the 
city  pursuant  to  subparagraphs  (1)  or  (2)  of  this  para- 
graph, within  seven  days  of  the  issuance  of  the  no- 
tice. The  notice  shall  also  state  if  the  affected  prop- 
erty is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission. 

(1)  If  the  private  property  owner  elects  to  re- 
move the  graffiti,  the  Graffiti  Abatement  Coordina- 
tor shall  provide  technical  assistance  for  the  re- 
moval where  requested.  Such  assistance  shall 
include  assistance  in  meeting  any  requirements  im- 
posed by  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission. 

(2)  If  the  private  property  owner  requests  that 
the  city  remove  the  graffiti,  written  private  prop- 
erty consent  and  waiver  of  liability  forms  must  be 
obtained  by  the  city  before  any  removal  can  occur. 

(3)  In  no  event  shall  the  city  undertake  any  un- 
authorized graffiti  removal  on  private  property. 

Section  4.     Regulations. 

The  Graffiti  Abatement  Coordinator  shall  promul- 
gate regulations  consistent  with  this  ordinance  and 
any  applicable  state  laws  and  regulations. 
Section  5.    Construction. 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
conflict  with  any   law  or  regulation  governing  the 
rights   and   obligations  of  property   owners   in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Section  6.     Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.  If 
any  section  or  sections  are  declared  invalid  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  invalidity  shall 
not  affect  the  validity  of  any  remaining  section  or 
sections. 
Section  7    Effective  Date. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
three  months  from  the  date  of  its  enactment.

Whereas,  The  sale  of  certain  paints  and  markers  to 
persons  under  the  age  of  eighteen  is  prohibited  by 
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the  City  of  Boston  and  retailers  having  such  items  for 
sale  are  required  to  post  a  conspicuous  sign  to  that 
effect  (CBC,  Section  16-8 A); 

Whereas,  Writing,  painting  or  drawing  "any  in- 
scription, figure  or  mark,  of  any  type  on  any  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal"  without  the  permission  of  the 
owner  is  prohibited  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  punish- 
able by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  dollars 
(CBC,  Section  16-B); 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  finds  and  determines 
that  existing  penalties  for  graffiti  vandalism  are  in- 
adequate to  address  the  escalation  of  graffiti  in 
Boston's  neighborhoods  and  provide  little  deterrence 
to  those  engaged  in  such  vandalism; 

Whereas,  Section  71  of  the  state  budget,  as  ap- 
proved by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  complements  and 
strengthens  existing  law  by  increasing  the  penalties 
for  defacing  or  destroying  property,  including  making 
such  defacement  or  destruction  a  felony  in  certain 
circumstances  and  by  authorizing  the  imposition  of  a 
fine  of  up  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars  or  three  times 
the  value  of  the  property  at  issue  or  the  cost  of  its 
restoration; 

Whereas,  Section  71  closes  a  gap  in  existing  en- 
forcement efforts  by  authorizing  arrests  without  a 
warrant  where  the  arresting  officer  has  probable 
cause  to  believe  that  the  person  arrested  committed 
the  defacement  or  destruction  of  property; 

Whereas,  The  enhanced  enforcement  capabilities 
provided  in  Section  71  were  identified  by  many  of 
those  testifying  at  the  separate  public  hearings  held 
on  graffiti  in  March  of  this  year  and  sponsored  by 
the  Boston  City  Council's  Committee  on  Environment 
and  Historic  Preservation  and  the  Boston  Police, 
Boston  Parks  Department,  MBTA  Police  and  the 
Neighborhood  Association  of  the  Back  Bay;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  urges,  in  the 
strongest  possible  terms,  the  Senate  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  Governor  Weld  to  ap- 
prove Section  71  of  the  state  budget  as  passed  by  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

Defacing  of  Public 
and  Private  Property 

Section  71.  Chapter  266  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
appearing  in  the  1992  Official  Edition,  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  126  the  following 
section: 

Section  126A.  Whoever  intentionally,  willfully  and 
maliciously  or  wantonly,  paints,  marks,  scratches, 
etches  or  otherwise  marks,  injures,  mars,  defaces  or 
destroys  the  real  or  personal  property  of  another  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  a  wall,  fence,  building, 
sign,  rock,  monuments,  gravestones,  tablet,  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  a 
term  of  not  more  than  three  years  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  a  house  of  correction  for  up  to  two  years  or 
by  a  fine  of  up  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars  or  not  more 
than  three  times  the  value  of  the  property  so  marked; 
injured,  marred,  defaced  or  destroyed,  whichever  is 
greater,  or  both  imprisonment  and  fine;  and  shall 
also  be  required  to  pay  for  the  removal  or  oblitera- 
tion of  such  painting,  marking  scratching  or  etching, 
or  to  remove  or  obliterate  such  painting,  marking, 
scratching  or  etching;  provided,  however,  that  when  a 
fine  is  levied  pursuant  to  the  value  of  the  property 
marked,  injured,  marred,  defaced  or  destroyed  or 
when  the  cost  of  removal  or  obliteration  is  assessed, 
the  court  shall,  after  conviction,  conduct  an  eviden- 
tiary hearing  to  ascertain  the  value  of  the  property  so 
marked,  injured,  marred,  defaced  or  destroyed  or  to 
ascertain  the  costs  of  the  removal  or  obliteration.  A 


public  officer  may  arrest  any  person  for  commission 
of  the  offense  prohibited  by  this  section  without  a 
warrant  if  said  police  officer  has  probable  cause  to 
believe  that  said  person  has  committed  the  offenses 
prohibited  by  this  section. 

Parents  of  an  unemancipated  child  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  and  over  the  age  of  seven  upon  a  finding  of 
delinquency  or  upon  a  finding  of  sufficient  facts  for 
such  acts  prohibited  by  this  section  shall  be  liable  in 
a  civil  action  for  the  loss  or  damages  for  the  com- 
mission of  such  acts;  provided,  however,  that  such 
damages  shall  be  limited  to  the  amount  of  damages 
ascertained  by  the  court  after  an  evidentiary  hearing; 
provided,  further,  there  is  no  liability  to  a  parent 
who,  as  a  result  of  a  decree  of  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  does  not  have  custody  of  such  child 
at  the  time  of  commission  of  the  offenses  prohibited 
by  this  section. 

Section  126B.  Whoever  sprays  or  applies  paint  or 
places  a  sticker  upon  a  building,  wall,  fence,  sign, 
tablet,  gravestone,  monument  or  other  object  or  thing 
on  a  public  way  or  adjoined  to  it,  or  in  public  view, 
or  on  private  property,  such  person  known  or  com- 
monly known  as  "taggers"  and  such  conduct  or  ac- 
tivity known  or  commonly  known  as  "tagging",  or 
other  words  or  phrases  associated  to  such  persons, 
conduct  or  activity,  and  either  as  an  individual  or  in 
a  group,  joins  together  with  said  group,  with  the  in- 
tent to  deface,  mar,  damage,  mark  or  destroy  such 
property,  shall  be  committed  to  a  house  of  correction 
for  a  term  of  not  more  than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  or  not  more  than 
three  times  the  value  of  the  property  so  marked, 
marred,  damaged  or  destroyed,  whichever  is  greater, 
or  both  fine  and  commitment  and  shall  also  be  re- 
quired to  pay  for  the  removal  or  obliteration  of  such 
"tagging";  provided,  however,  that  when  a  fine  is 
levied  pursuant  to  the  value  of  the  property  marred, 
marked,  damaged  or  destroyed  or  where  the  cost  of 
removal  or  obliteration  is  assessed  the  court  shall,  af- 
ter conviction,  conduct  an  evidentiary  hearing  to  as- 
certain the  value  of  the  property  so  marked,  marred, 
damaged  or  destroyed  or  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  the 
removal  or  obliteration.  A  police  officer  may  arrest 
any  person  for  commission  of  the  offenses  prohibited 
by  this  section  without  a  warrant  if  said  police  officer 
has  probable  cause  to  believe  that  said  person  has 
committed  the  offenses  prohibited  by  this  section. 

Parents  of  an  unemancipated  child  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  and  over  the  age  of  seven  upon  a  finding  of 
delinquency  or  upon  a  finding  of  sufficient  facts  for 
such  acts  prohibited  by  this  section  shall  be  liable  in 
a  civil  action  for  the  loss  or  damages  for  the  com- 
mission of  such  acts;  provided,  however,  that  such 
damages  shall  be  limited  to  the  amount  of  damages 
or  loss  ascertained  by  the  court  after  an  evidentiary 
hearing;  provided,  further,  there  is  no  liability  to  a 
parent  who,  as  a  result  of  a  decree  of  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  does  not  have  custody  of  such 
child  at  the  time  of  commission  of  the  offenses  pro- 
hibited by  this  section. 

Section  126C.  Every  person  who  sells,  offers  for 
sale  or  has  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or 
dispose  of  any  paint  packaged  in  an  aerosol  container 
to  be  sold  at  retail,  shall  sell  such  commodities  only 
to  persons  aged  eighteen  and  older.  The  director  of 
standards  shall  enforce  this  section  as  provided  in 
section  181  of  chapter  94  and  subject  to  the  penalties 
as  provided  in  section  183  of  chapter  94.

clerical  errors  and  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Boston,  and  any  charitable 
or  non-profit  corporation  regularly  operating  a  pro- 
gram of  education,  instruction  or  recreation  in  Boston 
for  persons  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  may  con- 
duct an  employment  referral  component  to  assist  resi- 
dents of  Boston  aged  twelve  through  twenty  in  gain- 
ing employment  in  said  city.  Such  component  may 
receive  requests  from  individuals  and  firms  in  Boston 
seeking  to  employ  youths  and  may  refer  young  peo- 
ple to  such  individuals.  To  meet  costs  of  administer- 
ing such  a  program,  the  operator  may  impose  a  reg- 
istration charge  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars  on  each 
person  seeking  to  employ  a  youth  and  on  each  youth 
seeking  to  be  referred.  No  operator  shall  discriminate 
in  any  fashion  prohibited  by  law  nor  shall  any  opera- 
tor knowingly  refer  a  young  person  for  work  which 
is  unlawful. 

Section  2.  An  operator  of  a  component  as  provided 
in  Section  1,  acting  in  good  faith,  may  for  any  rea- 
son it  deems  appropriate,  refuse  to  register  or  make 
referral  of  any  youth,  or  to  any  position.  Neither  any 
operator  nor  any  officer,  employee,  volunteer  or 
other  person  connected  with  an  operator  shall  be  lia- 
ble for  any  injury,  death,  or  loss  of  property  out  of 
the  conduct  of  an  employment  referral  component 
agreeably  to  this  and  the  previous  section,  except  for 
acts  or  omissions  which  constitute  reckless,  wanton 
or  intentional  misconduct. 

Section  3.  Costs  and  reasonable  attorney's  fees 
shall  be  allowed  against  anyone  advancing  a  claim 
against  a  person  described  in  the  previous  section, 
except  where  the  claimant  had  well-reasoned  belief 
that  damage  occurred  from  reckless,  wanton  or  inten- 
tional misconduct. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

ant to  community-based  nonprofit  organization,  and 
which  lose  their  eligibility  for  exemption  from  rent 
control,  the  Board  shall,  upon  petition  by  the  owner, 
establish  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  such  housing 
accommodations  as  of  the  date  such  housing  is  no 
longer  exempt  as  the  rent  which  would  be  established 
if  such  housing  accommodations  were  vacant  decon-

DISAPPROVING      ORDINANCE      AMENDING 
BOSTON         RESIDENCY  ORDINANCE 

(DOCKET  NO.  0650)

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  Ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  May  25,  1994,  Docket  No.  0650,  amending 
the  Boston  Residency  Ordinance. 

As  the  Council  knows,  my  Administration  is  firmly 
committed  to  residency  requirements  for  City  em- 
ployees and  to  full  strict  enforcement  of  those  re- 
quirements. We  can  expect  that  such  enforcement  ef- 
forts will  be  met  with  legal  challenges,  as  they  have 
been  in  the  past.  Therefore,  it  is  especially  important 
to  our  mutual  goal  that  the  ordinance  by  on  sound  le- 
gal footing.  While  Docket  No.  0650  heads  in  the 
right  policy  direction,  some  of  the  legal  implications 
presented  by  this  version  of  the  proposed  ordinance 
require  my  veto.  My  Administration  has  worked  with 
Councillor  Iannella  to  refine  the  proposed  ordinance 
and  I  expect  that  he  will  be  filing  a  new  version 
shortly. 

The  particular  legal  issues  requiring  my  disap- 
proval are  as  follows.  First,  it  prohibits  all  future  un- 
ion contracts  made  by  the  City  from  exempting  em- 
ployees from  the  residency  requirement.  While  I 
strongly  favor  requiring  residency  in  future  city  union 
contracts  and  have  pledged  my  Administration  to 
pursue  this  through  collective  bargaining,  this  provi- 
sion is  problematic  because  residency,  as  a  term  or 
condition  of  employment,  is  subject  to  mandatory 
collective  bargaining  under  state  law.  The  provision 
would  therefore  violate  state  law. 

Second,  the  proposed  ordinance  provides  for  a 
Boston  Residency  Compliance  Commission  possess- 
ing the  power  to  issue  orders  declaring  that  a  city 
employee  has  voluntarily  terminated  his  or  her  em- 
ployment —  in  effect,  giving  the  Commission  the  au- 


thority to  directly  fire  employees.  While  I  favor  a 
strong  role  for  the  Compliance  Commission,  this  par- 
ticular action  by  the  Commission  would  be  of  dubi- 
ous legality  likely  leading  to  successful  litigation  by 
the  terminated  employee.  Specifically,  termination  of 
a  union  employee  would  only  be  effective  upon  com- 
pliance with  the  terms  of  the  collective  bargaining 
agreement,  regardless  of  the  provisions  of  the  Resi- 
dency Ordinance.  Similarly,  non-union  employees  are 
appointees  who  may  generally  be  removed  only  by 
their  appointing  authority. 

Finally,  this  measure  contemplates  the  posting  of 
employees'  names  and  addresses  at  various  public  lo- 
cations. Although  public  employees'  names  and  home 
addresses  are  public  records  under  state  law,  from  a 
practical  standpoint,  the  public  posting  of  this  infor- 
mation could  have  serious  unintended  repercussions 
for  some  employees.  For  example,  where  an  employ- 
ee's spouse  is  subject  to  a  restraining  order,  public 
posting  may  obviate  the  protection  sought  by  the  em- 
ployee. We  can  achieve  our  intended  residency  goals 
by  focusing  on  the  violators  without  subjecting  the 
majority  of  Boston  city  employees  to  jeopardy. 

I  commend  the  Council  for  its  work  in  this  area 
and  look  forward  to  being  able  to  sign  a  refined  ver- 
sion of  this  proposed  ordinance  as  soon  as  possible.

I  transmit  for  your  approval  an  ordinance  amending 
the  Minority  and  Women  Business  Enterprise 
(M/WBE)  ordinance  (CBC,  Ordinances,  Chapter  IV, 
Section  4-4.8).  The  M/WBE  ordinance  is  due  to  ex- 
pire on  June  30,  1994.  Passage  of  this  amendment

I  am  firmly  committed  to  having  an  effective  Mi- 
nority and  Women  Business  Enterprise  Program  un- 
der my  administration.  It  is,  however,  a  challenging 
time  for  programs  of  this  type  across  the  country  be- 
cause of  the  Richmond  vs.  Croson  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  decision  which  stated  that  government  entities 
must  demonstrate  an  identifiable  pattern  of  discrimi- 
nation against  minorities  and  women  to  justify  having 
such  remedial  programs. 

To  ensure  that  Boston's  M/WBE  program  remains 
strong  and  legally  defensible,  I  commissioned  a 
"Disparity  Study"  to  document  the  underutilization 
of  minority  and  women  owned  businesses  in  the 
Boston  metropolitan  area.  The  Disparity  Study  is  be- 
ing finalized  and  will  be  released  very  soon.  I  have 
directed  the  new  M/WBE  Director,  Brooke  Woodson, 
to  work  with  the  City  Council  and  the  minority  and 
women  business  communities  on  reviewing  the  Dis- 
parity Study  over  the  next  three  months  and  on  mak- 
ing any  necessary  changes  to  the  ordinance,  includ- 
ing further  extending  the  expiration  date  of  the 
ordinance. 
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Because  the  M/WBE  ordinance  will  expire  on  June 
30,  1994,  I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this 
amendment  as  expeditiously  as  possible.

I  retransmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year 
1995  Operating  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  County  of  Suffolk.  With  the  few  exceptions  noted 
below,  this  budget  is  the  same  as  the  one  transmitted 
to  you  on  April  13,  1994. 

Responsible  management  of  City  operations  re- 
quires a  budget  to  be  in  place  before  the  beginning 
of  the  fiscal  year.  Once  again,  the  resolution  of  the 
state  budget  for  local  aid  and  several  other  items  of 
importance  to  Boston  and  other  municipalities  re- 
mains uncertain.  Despite  this  uncertainty,  I  assure 
you  that  the  basic  assumptions  in  this  Proposed 
Budget  remain  sound.  If  the  final  state  budget  re- 
quires adjustments  in  this  budget,  the  priorities  we 
have  set  forth  will  provide  the  foundation  for  any  re- 
visions. 

As  you  examined  the  Proposed  Budget  put  before 
you,  you  were  able  to  evaluate  clearly  articulated  per- 
formance and  funding  commitments.  Because  of  the 
fundamental  agreement  on  priorities,  this  resubmis- 
sion contains  no  changes  to  the  service  priorities  I 
set  out  —  a  safe,  clean  City  in  which  to  live  and 
work,  concern  for  our  children,  and  modest  invest- 
ments to  maintain  and  enhance  effectiveness. 

To  further  these  goals,  I  am  proposing  additional 
funding  for  Boston  Community  Centers  to  increase 
the  deployment  of  Streetworkers,  to  enhance  the  vio- 
lence prevention  activities  of  this  successful  program. 

Since  the  originally  proposed  budget  was  submit- 
ted, my  Administration  has  also  taken  on  the  chal- 
lenge of  restructuring  and  improving  the  City's  en- 
forcement of  health,  sanitary,  and  housing  codes. 


This  Proposed  Budget  adds  an  attorney  position  and 
funding  for  an  improved  information  management 
system  to  be  overseen  by  the  Corporation  Counsel. 
The  Corporation  Counsel  has  been  charged  with  the 
responsibility  to  establish  a  special  prosecution  divi- 
sion, to  reinforce  the  message  that  the  City  of  Boston 
will  not  tolerate  unsafe  or  unhealthy  living  conditions 
for  residents  in  our  City. 

Additionally,  funding  increases  are  recommended  to 
support  the  enhanced  arts  and  education  initiative  in 
the  new  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs,  and  a  stronger 
link  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  international  or- 
ganizations in  the  neighborhoods  and  abroad  under 
the  new  Office  of  Special  Events  and  Tourism.  I  am 
also  requesting  additional  funding  for  the  Manage- 
ment and  Information  Services  (MIS)  Department,  to 
support  the  City's  interest  in  cable  rate  setting  issues, 
and  to  provide  for  computerization  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil. 

The  additional  appropriation  required  totals 
$400,060.  Revenues  to  support  these  initiatives  are 
available  from  Motor  Vehicle  Excise,  due  to  a  re- 
vised projection. 

As  you  have  seen,  the  first  Proposed  Budget  of  my 
Administration  laid  out  an  aggressive  restructuring  of 
City  agencies  to  consolidate  functions  and  increase 
the  opportunities  for  service  improvements  and  cost 
savings.  In  this  resubmission,  I  am  proposing  some 
budget-neutral  adjustments  to  better  reflect  depart- 
mental lines  of  responsibility  and  accountability. 

•  The  proposed  reorganization  of  the  Property 
Management  Department  and  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  is  adjusted  to  conform  with  the  ordi- 
nance before  you. 

•  The  resources  to  support  the  proposed  study  of 
the  Fire  Department  is  transferred  from  the  Office  of 
Budget  Management  to  the  new  Management  Office 
of  MIS. 

•  The  transfer  of  one  position  is  necessary  between 
the  newly  created  Office  of  Civil  Rights  and  the  Of- 
fice of  Cultural  Affairs  to  provide  for  appropriate  ad- 
ministrative support  under  this  reorganization. 

I  appreciate  your  cooperation  in  maintaining  the 
fiscal  soundness  of  the  City's  budget  process  and 
your  input  in  the  debate  over  priorities.  I  respectfully 
recommend  adoption  of  this  order  by  your  Honorable 
Body,  and  look  forward  to  your  assistance  in  its  im- 
plementation over  the  year.

Whereas.  The  City  of  Boston,  to  lead  by  example, 
should  make  it  a  priority  to  remove  any  graffiti  ap- 
pearing on  city  owned  property  within  five  days  of

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws.

To  ensure  that  the  City  of  Boston  adequately  ad- 
dress the  proliferation  of  graffiti  on  its  property  and 
the    deleterious    effect    such    proliferation    has    on 
Boston's  neighborhoods. 
Section  2.     Graffiti.  Defined.

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  "graffiti" 
means  the  placing  of  unauthorized  paint,  chalk,  ink, 
dye,  or  other  similar  substances,  as  well  as  marks, 
scratches,  etches  or  other  markings  on  walls,  build- 
ings, fences,  structures,  signs,  rocks,  monuments, 
gravestones,  tablets,  sidewalk  utility  vaults  and  simi- 
lar places. 

Section  3.     Graffiti  Removal  on  Public  Property 

Whenever  property  affected  by  graffiti  is  owned  or 
managed  by  the  City  of  Boston,  the  mayor  shall  en- 
sure that  the  graffiti  is  removed  not  later  than  five 
days  from  notification  or  awareness  of  the  presence 
of  such  graffiti,  unless  circumstances  exist  which 
would  preclude  removal  within  five  days.  Such  cir- 
cumstances include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  inclement 
weather  conditions,  difficult  to  remove  graffiti,  and 
sensitive  surfaces  on  which  the  graffiti  is  located. 

Section  4.     Effective  Date 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
three  months  from  the  date  of  its  enactment.

This 
ordinance  shall  not  pertain  to  propellant  products 
commonly  sold  and  used  for  personal  grooming  or 
household  or  commercial  cleaning,  construction  or 
repair  activities.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of 
this  sub-section  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  up  to  $300 
for  each  offense.

"No  operator  shall  stop  or  stand  within  an  inter- 
section and  its  crosswalks  after  having  entered 
the  intersection  with  insufficient  unobstructed 
space  beyond  the  intersection  and  its  crosswalks 
in  the  lane  in  which  he/she  was  traveling  to  ac- 
commodate the  vehicle,  notwithstanding  any  traf- 
fic control  indication  to  proceed."

Section  1 .  Section  3  of  Chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of 
1977  is  amended  by  striking  the  third  paragraph  and 
inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act.  the 
powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  exercised  by  a 
board  of  five  members,  each  of  whom  shall  be. 
and  shall  remain  during  his  incumbency  as  a 
member,  a  resident  of  the  city  and  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council.  Such  members  shall  include 
one  member  with  extensive  experience  in  the 
field  of  administration  or  business,  one  member 
with  extensive  experience  in  the  field  of  finance 
or  accounting,  and  two  members  representing 
neighborhood  organizations  in  Boston.  The  mem- 
bers first  appointed  shall  serve  in  office  for 
terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  one  such,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January  following  the  next  bien- 
nial municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is 
elected,  in  the  case  of  another,  one  year  thereaf- 
ter; in  the  case  of  the  third,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  not  elected  and  in 
the  case  of  the  4th  and  5th,  one  year  thereafter. 
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the  term  of  each  member  to  be  designated  by  the 
Mayor  at  appointment.  The  two  members  who 
shall  serve  as  representatives  of  Boston's  neigh- 
borhoods shall  be  appointed  within  ninety  days 
of  the  effective  date  of  this  section.  Thereafter, 
members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  or  in  the  case  of  an  appointment  made  to 
fill  a  vacancy,  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  until 
their  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  should  a  vacancy  exist  for  a 
period  of  more  than  sixty  days,  or  should  the 
Mayor  fail  to  appoint  a  successor  within  ninety 
days  after  the  term  of  a  member  expires,  the 
City  Council  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  elect  a 
member.  Such  an  election  shall  be  deemed  a  vote 
electing  an  official.  Any  member  of  the  commis- 
sion may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  Mayor 
for  cause  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  and  a 
public  hearing  unless  the  same  are  in  writing  ex- 
pressly waived.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter V,  Section  5-5.3,  paragraph  one  is  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  words  "monies  from  the  city"  the 
following:  "or  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commis- 
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Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter V,  Section  5-5.3,  paragraph  three  is  hereby 
amended  by: 

1.  Striking  the  first  two  sentences  thereof,  and  in- 
serting in  their  place,  the  following: 

"Upon  talcing  employment  with  the  city,  and 
annually  on  February  first  thereafter,  every  em- 
ployee of  the  city  subject  to  this  section  shall  file 
with  the  Boston  Residency  Compliance  Commis- 
sion, a  certificate  signed  under  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  perjury,  stating  his  name  or  her 
name,  and  place  of  residence.  If  no  such  certifi- 
cate is  filed,  or  if  a  certificate  is  filed  indicating 
a  place  of  residence  not  within  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  commission  shall  inform  the  employ- 
ee's department  head  or  appointing  authority  who

Ill, 
shall  be  arranged  both  alphabetically  by  name  of 
employee  and  by  street  name  within  each  postal 
code.  An  address  of  any  employee  may  be  re- 
dacted from  said  lists  only  where  the  employee 
can  demonstrate  to  the  Residency  Compliance 
Commission,  via  the  production  of  court  records 
such  as  restraining  orders,  that  disclosure  of  the 
employee's  location  would  jeopardize  the  physi- 
cal well-being  of  the  employee.  At  least  four 
copies  of  the  list  shall  be  made  and  one  each  de- 
livered to  the  City  Clerk,  the  office  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  and 
the  main  branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  all 
of  which  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection 
during  regular  business  hours." 

"To  the  extent  permissible  by  law,  no  collec- 
tive bargaining  agreement  hereafter  entered  into 
by  the  City  of  Boston  shall  contain  any  provision 
contrary  to  the  provisions  hereof,  nor  shall  the 
absence  of  any  provision  with  respect  to  the  resi- 
dency of  any  person  hired  after  the  date  of  such 
contract  be  deemed  to  prevent  enforcement  of 
this  section." 
Section  5.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter V  is  amended  by  inserting  after  Section  5-9  the 
following   new   section   5-10,   entitled   "Residency 
Compliance": 


Section  5-10.1  Residency  Compliance  Commis- 
sion 

There  shall  be  a  Residency  Compliance  Com- 
mission ("Commission")  comprising  seven  (7) 
Commissioners,  five  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  so  long  as  one  is  a  city  union 
representative  and  two  are  members  of  the  citi- 
zens group  Save  Our  City;  the  City's  affirmative 
action  officer  shall  serve  ex  officio,  and  the  City 
Council  President,  or  such  other  Councillor  des- 
ignated from  time  to  time  by  the  Council  Presi- 
dent, shall  serve  ex-officio.  The  purpose  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  to  investigate  and  make 
findings,  pursuant  to  the  following  provisions, 
relative  to  compliance  with  the  Boston  Residency 
Ordinance,  CBC  Ord.  5-5.2,  5-5.3  ("Residency 
Ordinance"). 

All  Commissioners,  with  the  exception  of  the 
City  Council  President,  shall  serve  coterminous 
with  the  Mayor  and  any  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  for  the  unexpired  term. 
The  Commissioners  shall  annually  elect  a  Com- 
mission Chairperson.  Commissioners  shall  serve 
without  compensation  and  shall  be  classified  as 
Special  Municipal  Employees  for  purpose  of  the 
State  Ethics  Law,  G.L.  c.  268 A. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  inves- 
tigate, conduct  hearings,  subpoena  witnesses, 
compel  their  attendance,  administer  oaths,  take 
the  testimony  of  any  person  under  oath  and  in 
connection  therewith  to  require  for  examination 
of  any  documents,  books,  papers,  or  evidence  re- 
lating to  any  matter  in  question  or  under  investi- 
gation by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  may 
appoint  from  within  or  without  its  membership  a 
hearing  officer  to  conduct  particular  hearings. 
Subpoena  power  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Chair- 
person of  the  Commission,  or  his  or  her  desig- 
nee, upon  majority  vote  of  the  Commission.  The 
employee  who  is  the  subject  of  a  hearing  shall  be 
afforded  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  provide 
testimony,  witnesses,  documents  and  to  have 
counsel  present. 

Should  the  Commission,  after  hearing,  find 
that  an  employee,  who  is  subject  to  the  Resi- 
dency Ordinance,  does  not  reside  within  the  City 
of  Boston,  the  Commission  shall  issue  its  find- 
ings to  the  employee's  department  head.  The 
Commission  shall  also,  with  its  findings,  advise 
that  the  employee's  failure  to  reside  within  the 
City  of  Boston  constitutes  a  voluntary  termination 
of  employment  under  the  Residency  Ordinance 
and  said  department  head  or  appointing  authority 
shall,  consistent  with  the  Residency  Ordinance, 
notify  the  Treasurer  to  remove  the  employee's 
name  from  the  payroll. 

Semi-annually,  the  Commission  shall  provide  a 
written  report  to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  file  a 
copy  with  the  City  Council.  This  report  shall  in- 
clude all  investigations  and  findings  by  the  Com- 
mission with  respect  to  the  Residency  Ordinance. 
Section  5-10.2  Residency  Compliance  Unit 

There  shall  be  a  Residency  Compliance  Unit 
("Compliance  Unit")  within  the  Administrative 
Services  Department,  Personnel  Division,  which 
shall  also  have  the  power  to  conduct  investiga- 
tions of  city  employees  and  officers  where  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  an  employee  or  officer 
may  be  in  violation  of  the  Residency  Ordinance.

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety-four 
AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  DISPLAY 
OF  CERTAIN  AEROSOL  SPRAY  PAINT 
CONTAINERS  AND  MARKER  PENS 
Whereas,  Studies  indicate  that  graffiti  vandals  tend 
to  steal  rather  than  purchase  the  paint  and  other  ma- 
terials they  use  for  graffiti; 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  CBC,  Section  16-8A,  the 
sale  of  certain  paints  and  markers  to  persons  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  is  prohibited  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  retailers  having  such  items  for  sale  are 
required  to  post  a  conspicuous  sign  to  that  effect; 

Whereas,  To  complement  existing  city  ordinances 
and  more  effectively  combat  Boston's  escalating  graf- 
fiti problem,  products  typically  used  by  graffiti  van- 
dals should  be  made  inaccessible  to  them;  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law  as  follows: 

Section  1.  CBC,  Section  16-8 A,  "Sale  of  Certain 
Paints  and  Markers"  is  redesignated  as  16-8.2. 

Section  2.  CBC,  Section  16-8B,  "Prohibiting  De- 
facement of  Property,  and  Possession  of  Certain 
Items"  is  redesignated  at  16-8.4. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  added  a  new  Section  16- 
8.3  to  read  as  follows: 

16-8.3  DISPLAY  OF  AEROSOL  SPRAY  PAINT 
CONTAINERS  AND  MARKER  PENS. 

Every  person  who  owns,  conducts,  operates  or 
manages  a  retail  commercial  establishment  sell- 
ing aerosol  containers,  or  marker  pens  with  tips 
exceeding  four  millimeters  in  width,  containing 
anything  other  than  a  solution  which  can  be  re- 
moved with  water  after  it  dries,  shall  store  or 
cause  such  aerosol  containers  or  marker  pens  to 


be  stored  in  an  area  viewable  by,  but  not  accessi- 
ble to  the  public  in  the  regular  course  of  busi- 
ness without  employee  assistance,  pending  legal 
sale  or  disposition  of  such  marker  pens  or  paint 
containers. 
Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
take  effect  three  months  from  the  date  of  its  enact- 
ment.

Whereas,  A  significant  number  of  residents  at- 
tended the  Committee  on  Environment  and  Historic 
Preservation's  hearing  on  recycling,  and  voiced  their 
commitment  to  implement  curbside  recycling  via  the 
phase  in  of  blue  boxes;  and 

Whereas,  Funds  have  been  appropriated  in  the 
Public  Works  Department's  budget  for  a  weekly 
multi-material  curbside  pick-up  program;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  have  ordered  140,000  recycling  bins  (blue 
boxes)  for  the  City  of  Boston  with  contracts  for  pick- 
up starting  anytime  after  July  1,  1994,  are  in  place; 
and 

Whereas,  Boston  has  failed  to  provide  the  majority 
of  residents  with  adequate  opportunities  to  recycle, 
with  a  recent  survey  indicating  that  Boston  recovers 
only  three  percent  of  its  waste  from  its  curbside  recy- 
cling program;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  will  derive  many  ec- 
onomic benefits  from  the  implementation  of  recy-

Whereas,  The  Boston  Public  School  System's 
budget  consists  of  approximately  400  million  dollars, 
yet  despite  such  a  large  amount  of  money,  many  pro- 
grams continue  to  suffer  from  underfunding  includ- 
ing, extracurricular  and  athletic  activities,  guidance 
counseling  and  career  resources,  library  research  ma- 
terials, computer  education  and  even  academic  pro- 
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grams;  and 

Whereas,  A  large  number  of  students  benefit  from 
the  extensive  bilingual  education  program  currently 
offered  by  the  Boston  Public  Schools  with  services 
ranging  from  academic  instruction  to  psychological 
counseling  in  a  number  of  diverse  languages  which 
range  from  Haitian,  Laotian  and  Greek  to  Cape  Ver- 
dean,  Portuguese  and  Spanish;  and 

Whereas,  The  public  school  system  should  strive  to 
ensure  that  all  bilingual  students  receive  the  maxi- 
mum educational  benefits  by  investigating  innovative 
programs  that  guarantee  the  most  comprehensive,  yet 
cost-effective  curriculum;  and 

Whereas,  The  existing  Boston  Public  School  sys- 
tem's bilingual  program  appears  to  contain  a  super- 
fluous number  of  classes  and  teachers  resulting  in  a 
costly  duplication  of  services,  expending  money  that 
would  be  better  used  to  fund  either  more  bilingual 
services  or  be  channeled  into  regular  education  pro- 
grams; and 

Whereas,  Boston's  bilingual  program  is  comprised 
of  sixty  (60)  schools  which  incorporates  eleven  (11) 
different  languages  into  a  complex  system  whereby 
students  are  initially  taught  all  classes  in  their  native 
language,  then  taught  most  of  their  academic  subjects 
in  their  native  language  with  the  ultimate  goal  of 
mainstreaming  the  student  into  an  entire  English 
speaking  curriculum;  and 

Whereas,  The  projected  enrollment  for  fiscal  year 
1994  is  8,442  students,  requiring  a  staff  of  726, 
ranging  from  teachers  and  aids  to  administrators, 
testers  and  psychologists,  which  translates  to  a  ratio 
of  1  staffperson  to  every  1 1  students,  the  majority  of 
who  are  scattered  throughout  the  sixty  schools,  creat- 
ing a  strain  on  the  availability  of  resources;  and 

Whereas,  The  students  and  taxpayers  of  Boston 
would  be  better  served  by  having  one  comprehensive 
bilingual  program,  concentrated  in  one  or  two 
schools  rather  than  being  dispersed  throughout  the 
city;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  San  Francisco  has  looked  to 
a  new  and  creative  solution  by  establishing  the  New- 
comer High  School  which  provides  a  transitional  pro- 
gram for  all  newly  arrived,  high  school-aged  immi- 
grant students  who  lack  adequate  language 
proficiency;  and 

Whereas,  Founding  an  International  High  School 
appears  to  be  a  practical  and  attainable  solution  for 
providing  intensive  instruction  in  English  and  bilin- 
gual classes,  while  also  offering  comprehensive  serv- 
ices that  are  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  English  as  a 
second  language  students;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Education  hold 
hearings  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  establishing 
an  International  High  School  where  more  focused 
and  specialized  attention  to  bilingual  students  will  en- 
sure a  higher  rate  of  academic  and  vocational  success 
at  a  more  cost-effective  rate,  while  in  full  compliance 
with  the  Lau  Plan.

Attached  you  will  find  a  copy  of  Arbitrator  Ander- 
son's Award  in  the  binding  interest  arbitration  with 
the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Association.  The  Arbi- 
trator awards  a  provision  for  the  indemnification  of 
police  officers  which  the  City  maintains  may  be  un- 
enforceable. The  awarded  language  changes  the 
City's  current  permissive  obligation  to  indemnify  to  a 
mandatory  obligation  to  indemnify.  As  evidenced  by 
the  attached  complaint  the  City  is  seeking  a  declara- 
tory judgment  on  the  enforceability  of  this  and  other 
provisions.

d.  installation:  the  proper  equipping  of  windows 
with  window  safety  guards  in  accordance  with  regu- 
lations issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

e.  owner:  person,  who  alone  or  severally  has  legal 
titles,  or  has  charge  or  control  in  any  capacity  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  agent,  executor,  adminis- 
trator, trustee  or  guardian;  or  any  officer  or  trustee 
of  a  real  estate  trust  or  association  of  unit  owners. 

f.  tenant:  a  lessee,  or  other  regular  occupant  of  a 
dwelling  unit  with  or  without  a  lease. 

g.  window  safety  guard:  a  device  designed  to  re- 
strict passage  or  access  through  a  window  of  a  child 
age  six  or  under. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Window  Falls  Preven- 
tion program  established  within  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals.  The  purpose  of  said  program 
shall  be  as  follows:  educating  the  public  about  the 
danger  to  children,  age  six  years  and  under,  of  fall- 
ing from  windows:  and  encouraging  the  voluntary  in- 


stallation by  owners  of  window  safety  guards  on  win- 
dows in  dwellings  occupied  by  children  age  six  years 
and  under.

RESIDENCY  ORDINANCE. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap- 
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ter  V,  Section  5-5.3,  paragraph  one  is  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  words  "monies  from  the  city"  the 
following  "or  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commis- 
sion" 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter V,  Section  5-5.3,  paragraph  three  is  hereby 
amended  by: 

1.  Inserting  after  the  first  sentence  thereof,  the  fol- 
lowing: "A  copy  of  every  such  certificate  shall  be 
transmitted  by  the  department  head  or  like  officer  to 
the  Boston  Residency  Compliance  Commission  within 
five  business  days  of  filing",  and, 

2.  Adding  to  the  end  of  said  paragraph,  the  follow- 
ing new  sentence:  "Every  employee  shall  be  fur- 
nished a  copy  of  the  residency  ordinance  when  hired 
and  annually  thereafter,  but  failure  to  receive  a  copy 
shall  not  be  held  to  excuse  any  violation." 

Section  3.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter V,  Section  5-5.3,  paragraph  seven  is  hereby  de- 
leted and  the  following  paragraph  is  inserted  in  its 
place: 

"The  provisions  hereof  shall  not  be  waived  by  the 
Mayor  nor  the  City  Council  with  respect  to  a  particu- 
lar person  or  position.

"To  the  extent  permissible  by  law,  no  collective 
bargaining  agreement  hereafter  entered  into  by  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  contain  any  provision  contrary  to 
the  provisions  hereof,  nor  shall  the  absence  of  any 
provision  with  respect  to  the  residency  of  any  person 
hired  after  the  date  of  such  contract  be  deemed  to 
prevent  enforcement  of  this  section." 

Section  5.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter V  is  amended  by  inserting  after  Section  5-9  the 
following  new  section  5-10,  entitled  "Residency 
Compliance": 

Section  5-10.1  Residency  Compliance  Commission 

There  shall  be  a  Residency  Compliance  Commis- 
sion ("Commission")  comprising  seven  (7)  Commis- 
sioners, five  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
so  long  as  one  is  a  city  union  representative  and  two 
are  members  of  the  citizens  group  Save  Our  City;  the 
City's  affirmative  action  officer  shall  serve  ex-officio, 
and  the  City  Council  President,  or  such  other  Coun- 
cillor designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Council 
President,  shall  serve  ex-officio.  The  purpose  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  to  investigate  and  make  find- 
ings, pursuant  to  the  following  provisions,  relative  to 
compliance  with  the  Boston  Residency  Ordinance, 
CBC  Ord.  5-5.2,  5-5.3  ("Residency  Ordinance"). 


All  Commissioners,  with  the  exception  of  the  City 
Council  President,  shall  serve  coterminous  with  the 
Mayor  and  any  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  Com- 
missioners shall  annually  elect  a  Commission  Chair- 
person. Commissioners  shall  serve  without  compen- 
sation and  shall  be  classified  as  Special  Municipal 
Employees  for  purposes  of  the  State  Ethics  Law, 
G.L.  C.268A. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  investi- 
gate, conduct  hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  compel 
their  attendance,  administer  oaths,  take  the  testimony 
of  any  person  under  oath  and  in  connection  therewith 
to  require  the  production  for  examination  of  any  doc- 
uments, books,  papers,  or  evidence  relating  to  any 
matter  in  question  or  under  investigation  by  the 
Commission.  The  Commission  may  appoint  from 
within  or  without  its  membership  a  hearing  officer  to 
conduct  particular  hearings.  Subpoena  power  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission,  or 
his  or  her  disignee,  upon  majority  vote  of  the  Com- 
mission. The  employee  who  is  the  subject  of  a  hear- 
ing shall  be  afforded  notice  and  an  opportunity  to 
provide  testimony,  witnesses,  documents  and  to  have 
counsel  present. 

Should  the  Commission,  after  hearing,  find  that  an 
employee,  who  is  subject  to  the  Residency  Ordi- 
nance, does  not  reside  within  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Commission  shall  issue  its  findings  to  the  employee's 
department  head.  The  Commission  shall  also,  with 
its  findings,  advise  that  the  employee's  failure  to  re- 
side within  the  City  of  Boston  constitutes  a  voluntary 
termination  of  employment  under  the  Residency  Or- 
dinance and  said  department  head  or  appointing  au- 
thority shall,  consistent  with  the  Residency  Ordi- 
nance, notify  the  Treasurer  to  remove  the  employee's 
name  from  the  payroll. 

Semi-annually,  the  Commission  shall  provide  a 
written  report  to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  file  a  copy 
with  the  City  Council.  This  report  shall  include  all 
investigations  and  findings  by  the  Commission  with 
respect  to  the  Residency  Ordinance. 

Section  5-10.2  Residency  Compliance  Unit 

There  shall  be  a  Residency  Compliance  Unit 
("Compliance  Unit")  within  the  Administrative  Serv- 
ices Department,  Personnel  Division,  which  shall 
also  have  the  power  to  conduct  investigations  of  city 
employees  and  officers  where  there  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve than  an  employee  or  officer  may  be  in  violation 
of  the  Residency  Ordinance.  The  Municipal  Police 
Department  shall  serve  as  investigators  for  both  the 
Compliance  Unit  and  the  Compliance  Commission. 

The  Compliance  Unit  shall  ensure,  pursuant  to  the 
Residency  Ordinance,  the  filing  of  residency  affida- 
vits and  submission  of  additional  documentation  to 
verify  residency.  It  shall  also  serve  as  a  vehicle 
whereby  employees  and  the  general  public  may  re- 
port those  who  are  believed  to  be  in  violation  of  the 
Residency  Ordinance.  Where  questionable  claims  of 
residency  exist,  the  Compliance  Unit  shall  forward 
such  to  the  Compliance  Commission  for  further  in- 
vestigation as  delineated  by  Section  5-10.1. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage  except  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  inter- 
preted to  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Mayor's 
March  16,  1994,  directive  relative  to  amnesty  which 
ratifies  the  settlement  of  ASFCME  v.  Menino.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston's  Finance  Commis- 
sion has  issued  a  1993  report  stating  that  the  City  is 
losing  out  on  $400,000  per  year  in  real  estate  taxes 
due  to  a  failed  property  disposition  process  and  an 
unreliable  municipal  tax  collection  system:  and 

Whereas,  The  City's  inventory  of  foreclosed  prop- 
erty continues  to  increase,  while  the  budget  to  main- 
tain such  property  has  decreased,  leaving  the  city 
with  an  inventory  of  over  3,000  parcels,  the  majority 
of  which  are  vacant  lots;  and 

Whereas,  The  Finance  Commission  has  made  a 
number  of  recommendations,  including  lifting  the 
Mayoral  Policy  of  not  allowing  the  financial  redemp- 
tion of  foreclosed  property  after  one  year,  and/or 
reinstituting  an  auction  process  to  dispose  of  prop- 
erty; and 

Whereas,  The  city  should  strive  to  turnover  and 
dispose  of  vacant  or  foreclosed  property  within  eight- 
een months  of  possession;  and 

Whereas,  Eliminating  the  one-year  limit  on  collect- 
ing overdue  tax  revenues  would  serve  to  increase  rev- 
enues, while  also  establishing  a  workable  plan  to 
place  foreclosed  property  back  on  the  tax  rolls;  and 

Whereas,  The  Finance  Commission  has  found  the 
City  to  be  an  irresponsible  landlord  and  poor  prop- 
erty manager,  with  its  current  system  costing  the  city 
millions  of  dollars,  therefore  be  it

onomic Development  investigate  a  more  workable

Whereas,  Certain  and  discrete  neighborhoods  are 
acknowledged  to  be  adversely  affected  by  high  levels 
of  distressed  residential  property  sales  within  the  real 
estate  markets  within  the  legal  geographical  parame- 
ters of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Experts  and  industry  professionals  ac- 
knowledge that  extraordinarily  high  levels  of  dis- 
tressed, non  arm's-length  real  estate  residential  prop- 
erty sales  and/or  transactions  undervalue  abutting, 
contiguous  and  surrounding  residential  properties; 
and 

Whereas,  A  preponderance  of  bank  foreclosures, 
sales  and  non  arm's  length  residential  property  trans- 
actions occur  within  certain  and  discrete  neighbor- 
hoods, creating  inaccurate  determinations  as  to  the 
value  and/or  real  monetary  significance  of  residential 
properties  in  said  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Market,  non-municipal,  industry  real  es- 
tate assessment  models  calculate  into  its  assessment 
formulations  the  level  and  intensity  of  distressed  or 
non-arm's  length  real  estate  sales  and/or  transactions, 
ascertaining  a  genuinely  more  factual  overview  of  the 
real  estate  market  and  residential  properties  value  in 
certain  and  discrete  areas  within  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  it  has  been  determined  that  citizens  and 
residents  owning  real  property  or  living  in  certain 
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and  discrete  areas  identified  as  having  been  overly 
assessed  in  value  are  contributing  taxes  in  excess  of 
real  value  of  said  property;  be  it  therefore  ordained 
that: 

Section  1. 

The  Commissioner  of  Revenue,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  "Commissioner",  for  the  purposes  of  deter- 
mining equalized  residential  property  valuation,  in 
accordance  with  M.G.L.  58  section  9;  M.G.L.  58 
section  10;  M.G.L.  58  section  10a  and  any  other 
pertinent  and  relevant  state  or  municipal  statute,  shall 
instruct  the  Department  of  Revenue,  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "Department",  or  any  other  relative 
and/or  responsible  state  or  municipal  entity  with  the 
appropriate  jurisdiction  and  authority,  to  heretowith 
devise  and  implement,  for  the  expressed  purposes  of 
the  City  of  Boston's  property  tax  assessment  respon- 
sibilities, a  fair  and  equitable  appraisal,  assessment, 
taxation  and  revenue  collection  process. 

Section  2.  Purpose  and  Intent. 

The  purpose  and  intent  of  this  petition  shall  be  de- 
termined as  to  have  no  other  function  than  to  remedy 
existing  municipal  and  state  property  assessment  and 
taxation  abnormalities  with  particular  regard  to  ap- 
praisal, assessment  and  taxation  models  and  revenue 
collection  practices  within  communities  and  neighbor- 
hoods experiencing  extraordinary  and  undue  levels  of 
distressed  residential  property  sales,  bank  foreclo- 
sures and  bank  sales;  to  require  residential  property 
assessments  and  revenue  collection  on  said  property 
be  reflective  of  true  and  certain  real  estate  conditions. 
The  expressed  purposes  of  this  legislation  shall  be 
limited  to  the  sole  functions  and  outcomes  of  ascer- 
taining a  municipal  and  state  assessment  and  property 
tax  collection  model  reflective  of  true  market  realities 
for  the  clear  purposes  of  generating  fair  and  equitable 
tax  revenue  rates,  particularly  in  certain  and  discrete 
neighborhoods  experiencing  high  levels  of  distressed, 
non-arm's  length  real  estate  sales  and  transactions 
bank  foreclosures  and  bank  sales;  to  promote  and 
achieve  an  exacting  and  uniform  assessment/tax  reve- 
nue formula  which  incorporates  local  and  specific 
variations  of  residential  property  existing  within  cer- 
tain and  discrete  areas  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  3.  Definitions. 

"City"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston 

"Residential  Property"  shall  be  mean  real  property, 
used  or  held  for  human  habitation  containing  one  or 
more  dwelling  units,  including  rooming  houses  with 
facilities  assigned  and  used  for  living,  sleeping, 
cooking  and  eating  on  a  non-transient  basis.  Such 
property  includes  accessory  land,  buildings  or  im- 
provements incidental  to  such  habitation  and  use  ex- 
clusively by  the  residents  of  the  property  or  their 
guest.  Such  property  shall  include:  (1)  land  that  is 
situated  in  a  residential  zone  and  has  been  subdivided 
into  residential  lots;  and  (2)  land  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  mobile  home  park.  Such  property  shall  not 
include  a  hotel  or  motel.  Incidental  accessory  land, 
buildings  or  improvements  shall  include:  garages, 
sheds,  inground  swimming  pools,  tennis  courts. 

"Arm's  Length  Sale"  shall  mean:  A  sale  between 
a  willing  buyer  and  a  willing  seller  with  no  unusual 
compulsory  circumstances  involved  in  said  sale. 

"Non-arm's  length  sale"  shall  mean:  A  compul- 
sory sale  of  a  residential  property  between  a  buyer 
and  seller,  or  the  sale  of  a  foreclosed  property  by  a 
lender. 

"Distressed  Sale"  shall  mean  a  "non-arm's  length 
sale"  between  a  willing  buyer  and  a  willing  seller. 

"Distressed  Area"  shall  mean  a  certain  and  dis- 
crete geographic  locality  wherein  an  inordinate  num- 
ber of  residential  property  sales  or  transactions  are  of 
the  non-arm's  length,  distressed  or  compulsory  char- 
acter. A  distressed  area  shall  be  deemed  as  a  certain 


and  discrete  geographic  locality  in  which  distressed, 
non-arm's  length  sales  exceed  more  than  50  percent 
of  total  normal  and  ordinary  market  generated  sales. 
Such  areas  shall  be  identified  geographically  be  uti- 
lizing pre-established  Ward  demarcations  throughout 
the  City  of  Boston. 

"Normal  and  Ordinary"  shall  mean  the  average 
rate  and/or  level  of  arm's-length,  non-distressed  resi- 
dential property  sales  which  determined  the  general 
rate  of  residential  property  assessment  and  valuation. 

Section  4.  Findings. 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  a  significant  portion  of 
residential  property  taxpayers  are  routinely  over  as- 
sessed and  hence,  over  taxed  on  property  within  cer- 
tain and  discrete  areas  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  that 
such  incidents  and  conditions  constitute  unfair  and 
undue  tax  burdens;  that  subsets  of  specific  districts 
identified  by  the  City  of  Boston's  Assessing  Depart- 
ment suffer  extraordinary  levels  of  distressed,  non- 
arm's  length  residential  property  sales  and  that  such 
sales  poses  deleterious  effects  to  residential  property 
valuations  in  said  areas;  that  specific  districts  identi- 
fied by  the  City  of  Boston's  Assessing  Department, 
including  but  not  limited  to,  District  1,  which  in- 
cludes Ward  1,  Ward  2  and  Ward  3  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  District  5,  which  includes  Ward  12,  Ward 
13,  Ward  14,  Ward  15,  and  Ward  16  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  District  3  which  includes  Ward  4,  Ward  6, 
Ward  7,  Ward  8,  and  Ward  9  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  District  6  which  includes  Ward  17,  Ward  18, 
Ward  19,  and  Ward  20  in  the  City  of  Boston  are  par- 
ticularly over  assessed  by  the  City  of  Boston's  As- 
sessing Department  on  residential  property;  that  the 
majority  of  residential  property  sales  in  said  areas  are 
not  of  the  normal  and  ordinary  nature;  that  certain 
subsets  of  above  mentioned  City  of  Boston  assess- 
ment Districts  constitute  distressed  areas;  that  for  fis- 
cal year  1994  an  approximated  total  of  no  less  than 
$20,000,000  has  been  collected  in  over  assessed 
property  taxation  in  neighborhoods  included  but  not 
limited  to  said  districts  and/or  subsets  of  said  dis- 
tricts; that  the  City  of  Boston  in  fiscal  year  1995  may 
collect  an  estimated  total  of  no  less  than  $11,000,000 
in  over  assessed  property  taxation  within  said  discrete 
areas. 

Section  5.  Recommendations 

The  Commissioner,  for  the  purposes  of  achieving  a 
uniform  residential  property  taxation  model,  instruct 
that  the  appropriate  and  relevant  state  or  municipal 
agency  of  state  or  municipal  entity  with  the  appropri- 
ate jurisdiction  or  authority  factor  and  include  into  a 
revised  property  tax  assessment  formula,  levels  of  ex- 
traordinary distressed  residential  property  sales. 

So  as  to  specifically  determine  an  assessed  residen- 
tial property  at  its  "full  and  fair  cash  value"  and 
more  accurately  approximately  true  residential  prop- 
erty valuation  within  certain  and  discrete  neighbor- 
hoods and  on  individualized  residential  units  and  in 
abutting  or  contiguous  areas  where  high  distressed 
sales  are  a  significant  characteristic  of  the  residential 
real  estate  market  activity  the  Commissioner  or  any 
other  state  or  municipal  entity  with  the  appropriate 
authority  and  jurisdiction  shall  instruct  the  appropri- 
ate state  or  municipal  entity  to  devise  and  implement 
models  of  real  estate  property  measurements. 

The  Commissioner  shall  determine  that  at  such  a 
time  that  more  than  50  percent  of  foreclosed  or  dis- 
tressed residential  housing  sales  in  said  area  occur, 
such  distressed  sales  be  included  in  models  of  assess- 
ing residential  property  worth. 

The  Commissioner  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  deter- 
mining equalized  residential  property  valuation  and  in 
the  Department's  attempt  to  ascertain  the  full  and  fair 
cash  value  of  properties  in  certain  and  discrete  areas 
of  said  municipalities,  develop  methods  and  adjust- 
ments curtailing  instances  of  inflated  valuations.  The 
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Commissioner,  in  order  to  eschew  violation  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Constitution  regard- 
ing fair  property  taxation,  oversee  and  implement 
corrective  assessment  methodologies  for  the  distinct 
purposes  of  fair  residential  property  tax  collection, 
particularly  in  certain  and  discrete  areas  where  dis- 
tressed property  transactions  exceed  normal  and  ordi- 
nary market  levels. 

Section  6.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable,  and  if  any 
of  its  provision  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 

Section  7. 

This  act  shall  take  effect  ninety  days  after  passage.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  Ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  June  22,  1994.  Docket  No.  0786,  which 
purports  to  require  the  removal  of  graffiti  on  public 
property. 

While  I  agree  that  graffiti  is  a  blight  on  our  urban 
landscape  and  should  be  removed  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date,  the  means  that  you  have  chosen  is  legally 
inappropriate  under  the  City  Charter  and  therefore 
requires  my  veto. 

By  requiring  the  Mayor  to  ensure  that  graffiti  is  re- 
moved from  public  buildings,  the  ordinance  would  in- 
terfere with  the  Mayor's  executive  and  administrative 
powers  under  the  Charter.  St.  1948,  c.  452,  ss.  11, 
17G,  as  amended. 

Of  perhaps  greater  significance  to  your  Honorable 
Body,  the  ordinance  would  also  violate  the  statutory 
provision  that  specifically  prohibits  the  City  Council 
and  its  members  from  taking  any  part  in  the  ".  .  . 
repair  of  any  public  works,  buildings,  or  other  prop- 
erty, nor  in  the  care,  custody  or  management  of  the 
same."  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G. 

Finally,  with  respect  to  graffiti  itself.  I  would  like 
to  advise  your  Honorable  Body  that  I  am  in  agree- 
ment with  the  intent  of  City  Council  No.  0786  and  I 
am  committed  to  ensuring  the  removal  of  graffiti  on 
public  property  in  a  timely  manner.  In  fact,  the  goal 
that  the  proposal  attempts  to  achieve  is  essentially  the 
existing  policy  of  my  administration.  To  enhance  that 
policy.  I  have  notified  all  of  the  pertinent  departments 
that  they  are  to  initiate  the  removal  of  graffiti  on 
public  property  within  five  days  unless  special  cir- 
cumstances exist  which  would  preclude  such  a  timely 
response.

Section  1.  Chapter  48  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  sec- 
tion: 

Section  58F  Fire  Cadets  in  Boston:  Appointment, 
Qualification,  Duties 

The  board  or  officer  in  the  City  of  Boston  autho- 
rized to  appoint  firefighters  may  appoint  as  a  fire  ca- 
det, for  a  period  of  full-time  "on  the  job  training", 
any  citizen  resident  of  Boston  who  is  not  less  than 
eighteen  nor  more  than  twenty-five  years  of  age,  who 
meets  the  physical  qualifications  required  of  appli- 
cants to  the  fire  fighting  force  in  Boston,  and  who  is 
determined  by  the  appointing  authority  to  be  of  good 
moral  character.  Such  appointment  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  civil  service  law  or  rules;  nor  shall  a  fire 
cadet  be  entitled  to  any  benefits  of  such  law  or  rules. 
Such  appointment  may  be  terminated  whenever  a  ca- 
det fails  to  maintain  a  passing  grade  in  any  course  of 
study  the  appointing  authority  determines  he  should 
undertake,  and  when  he  reaches  the  age  of  twenty- 
seven.

meets  the  physical  qualifications  required  of  appli- 
cants to  the  fire  fighting  force  in  Boston,  and  who  is 
determined  by  the  appointing  authority  to  be  of  good 
moral  character.  Such  appointment  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  civil  service  law  or  rules;  nor  shall  a  fire 
cadet  be  entitled  to  any  benefits  of  such  law  or  rules. 
Such  appointment  may  be  terminated  whenever  a  ca- 
det fails  to  maintain  a  passing  grade  in  any  course  of 
study  the  appointing  authority  determines  he  should 
undertake,  and  when  he  reaches  the  age  of  twenty- 
seven.  A  fire  cadet  shall  receive  such  compensation 
and  such  leave  with  pay  as  the  appointing  authority 
shall  determine. 

A  fire  cadet  shall  maintain  and  file  records,  oper- 
ate office  machines,  answer  telephones,  receive  com- 
plaints, enter  and  index  official  documents,  prepare 
routine  reports,  prepare  and  tabulate  facts  and  figures 
for  statistical  purposes,  and  have  similar  duties  of  an 
administrative  rather  than  a  fire  suppression  type.  He 


shall  be  considered  an  employee  of  Boston  for  the 
purposes  of  workers'  compensation. 

A  fire  cadet  shall  not  be  subject  to  or  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  any  retirement  or  pension  law  nor 
shall  any  deduction  be  made  from  his  compensation 
for  the  purposes  thereof:  but  a  fire  cadet  who  during 
the  period  of  his  "on  the  job  training"  passes  a  com- 
petitive civil  service  examination  for  appointment  to 
the  Boston  Fire  Department,  and  is  appointed  a  full 
time  firefighter,  shall  have  his  fire  cadet  service  con- 
sidered as  "creditable  service"  for  the  purposes  of 
retirement,  provided  he  pays  into  the  annuity  savings 
fund  of  the  retirement  system  such  amount  as  the  re- 
tirement board  determines  equal  to  that  which  he 
would  have  paid  had  he  been  a  member  of  the  State- 
Boston  Retirement  System  during  the  period  of  his 
training  as  a  fire  cadet. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

Section  1.  Definitions:  As  used  in  this  Act,  unless 
the  context  requires  otherwise. 

(a)  "amount"  means  a  category  value,  rather  than 
an  exact  dollar  figure,  as  follows:  (A)  greater  than 
$1,000  but  not  more  than  $5,000,  (B)  greater  than 
$5,001  but  not  more  than  $10,000;  (C)  greater  than 
$10,001  but  not  more  than  $20,000;  (D)  greater  than 
$20,001  but  not  more  than  $40,000;  (E)  greater  than 
$40,001  but  not  more  than  $60,000;  (F)  greater  than 
$60,001  but  not  more  than  $100,000;  (G)  greater 
than  $100,001  but  not  more  than  $250,000;  (H) 
greater  than  $250,001  but  not  more  than  $500,000; 
(I)  greater  than  $500,001  but  not  more  than 
$750,000;  (J)  greater  than  $750,001,  but  not  more 
than  $1,000,000. 

(b)  "business"  means  any  corporation,  partnership, 
sole  proprietorship,  firm,  franchise,  association,  or- 
ganization, holding  company,  joint  stock  company, 
receivership,  business  or  real  estate  trust,  or  any 
other  legal  entity  organized  for  profit,  non-profit  or 
charitable  purposes,  including  any  federal,  state, 
county,  district  or  municipal  agency,  authority  or 
other  governmental  entity; 

(c)  "business  with  which  he/she  is  associated" 
means  any  business  in  which  the  reporting  person  or 
a  family  member  is  an  employee,  an  elected  or  ap-

(e)  "clerk"  means  the  City  Clerk  of  Boston; 

(f)  "commission"  means  the  Boston  Financial  Dis- 
closure Commission  established  by  Section  4  of  this 


Act; 

(g)  "equity"  means  any  stock  or  similar  ownership 
interest  in  a  business; 

(h)  "family  member"  means  a  spouse  or  any  de- 
pendent child  residing  in  the  reporting  person's 
household; 

(i)  "gift"  means  a  payment,  entertainment,  sub- 
scription, advance  services  or  anything  of  value,  un- 
less consideration  of  equal  or  greater  value  is  re- 
ceived. If  items  are  furnished  or  services  are 
rendered  for  less  than  the  fair  market  value,  the  dif- 
ference between  the  fair  market  value  and  the  price 
paid  shall  be  treated  as  a  gift.

(j)  "legislative  agent"  means  any  person  who  for 
compensation  or  reward  does  any  act  to  promote,  op- 
pose or  influence  legislation  or  disapproval  thereof, 
or  to  influence  the  Mayor's  approval  or  disapproval 
thereof,  or  to  influence  the  decision  of  any  member 
of  the  city  administration  where  such  decisions  con- 
cern legislation  or  the  adoption,  defeat  or  postpone- 
ment of  a  standard,  rate,  rule  or  regulation  pursuant 
thereto.

(m)  "municipal  office"  means  any  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing positions  within  the  government  of  the  City  of 
Boston:  Mayor.  Councillor.  School  Committee  Mem- 
ber; 

(n)  "municipal  official"  means  any  individual  hold- 
ing a  municipal  office,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  this 
Act,  whether  by  election  or  appointment; 

(o)  "municipal  employee"  means  any  person  who 
holds  a  major  policy  making  position  in  a  municipal 
body  including:  (1)  clerk,  collector-treasurer,  corpo- 
ration counsel;  (2)  each  executive  or  the  administra- 
tive head,  or  heads,  whether  elected  or  appointed, 
compensated  or  uncompensated,  of  a  municipal  body 
or  bodies,  including  employees  with  primary  execu- 
tive authority  for  any  of  the  following:  general  pur- 
pose administration;  planning;  development;  tax  title; 
land  use  and  property  disposition;  public  safety;  edu- 
cation; inspection  and  licensing  and  transportation;

the  voters,  and  shall  include  any:  (1)  gift,  subscrip- 
tion, loan,  advance,  deposit  of  money,  or  thing  of 
value,  except  a  loan  of  money  to  a  candidate  by  a 
national  or  state  bank  made  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  banking  laws  and  regulations  and  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  business;  (2)  transfer  of  money  or 
anything  of  value  between  political  committees;  (3) 
payment,  by  any  person  other  than  a  candidate  or 
political  committee,  of  compensation  for  the  personal 
services  of  another  person  which  are  rendered  to 
such  candidate  or  committee;  (4)  purchase  from  an 
individual,  candidate,  or  political  committee,  whether 
through  the  device  of  tickets,  advertisements,  or  oth- 
erwise, for  fund-raising  activities,  including  testimo- 
nials held  on  behalf  of  said  individual,  candidate,  or 
political  committee,  to  the  extent  that  the  purchase 
price  exceeds  the  actual  cost  of  the  goods  sold  or 
services  rendered;  (5)  discount  or  rebate  not  available 
to  other  candidates  or  the  same  office  and  to  the  gen- 
eral public;  and  (6)  forgiveness  of  indebtedness  or 
payment  of  indebtedness  by  another  person;  but  shall 
not  include  the  rendering  of  services  by  speakers,  ed- 
itors, writers,  poll  watchers,  poll  checkers  or  others, 
not  the  payment  by  those  rendering  such  services  of 
such  personal  expenses  as  may  be  incidental  thereto, 
not  the  exercise  of  ordinary  hospitality;

(b)  on  or  before  May  first  of  each  year,  make 
forms  and  instructions  for  statements  of  interest 
available  to  persons  requested  to  file  the  statements 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(c)  upon  receipt  of  a  statement  of  interest  filed  pur- 
suant to  this  Act,  issue  to  the  person  filing  such 
statement,  a  receipt  verifying  the  fact  that  a  statement 
of  interest  has  been  filed  and  a  receipted  copy  of 
such  statement. 

(d)  make  the  lists  of  municipal  officials  and  munic- 
ipal employees  and  the  statements  of  interest  filed 
with  the  clerk  pursuant  to  this  Act  available,  upon 
written  request  of  any  individual,  for  public  inspec- 
tion and  copying  during  regular  office  hours  and 
make  copying  facilities  available,  free  of  charge  or  at 
a  charge  not  to  exceed  actual  cost;  the  clerk  shall 
forward  a  copy  of  said  request  to  the  individual 
whose  statement  has  been  examined;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  requests  from  the  attorney  general, 
district  attorney  or  the  State  Ethics  Commission  shall 
be  confidential. 

(e)  compile  and  maintain  an  index  of  all  filed  state- 
ments of  interest  to  facilitate  public  access  to  the 
statements. 

(f)  inspect  all  filed  statements  of  interest  in  order 
to  ascertain  whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed 
to  file  a  statement  as  required  by  law  or  has  filed  a 
statement  which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  After  inspec- 
tion, the  clerk  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  commis- 
sion which  shall  list  all  reporting  persons  who  have 
failed  to  file  a  statement  of  interest  and  all  reporting 
persons  who  have  filed  a  statement  of  interest  which 
is  deficient  on  its  face.  The  clerk  shall  also  submit

(g)  notify,  upon  the  request  of  the  commission, 
each  delinquent  reporting  person  that  a  statement  of 
interest  has  not  been  filed  or  that  such  a  statement 
which  has  been  filed  is  deficient.  Such  notice  shall 
be  in  writing  and  shall  state  in  detail  each  deficiency 
and  the  penalties  for  failure  to  file  a  correct  state- 
ment of  interest  pursuant  to  this  Act.  The  clerk  shall 
inform  the  commission  if  the  delinquent  reporting 
person  does  not  file  or  correct  the  statement  of  inter- 
est within  thirty  (30)  days 

(h)  preserve  all  statements  filed  with  the  clerk  for 
six  years  from  the  date  of  receipt. 

Section  3.  Statements  of  Interest 

(a)  every  candidate  shall  file  a  statement  of  interest 
for  the  preceding  calendar  year  with  the  clerk  on  or 
before  the  date  on  which  a  certification  of  nomina- 
tion or  nomination  papers  for  such  candidate  are  sub- 
mitted to  the  election  commission; 

(b)  every  municipal  official  and  municipal  em- 
ployee shall  file  a  statement  of  interest  for  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  year  with  the  clerk: 

(1)  on  or  before  June  first  of  each  year  that 
such  person  is  a  municipal  official  or  munici- 
pal employee,  or  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
becoming  an  official  or  an  employee,  which- 
ever is  later,  and  (2)  on  or  before  June  first  of 
the  year  after  such  person  ceases  to  be  a  mu- 
nicipal official  or  a  municipal  employee;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  former  municipal  offi- 
cial or  municipal  employee  shall  be  required  to 
file  a  statement  of  interest  for  any  year  in 
which  he/she  was  a  municipal  official  or  mu- 
nicipal employee  for  less  than  thirty  (30)  days; 

(c)  the  statements  of  interest  shall  be  filed  on  a 
form  prescribed  by  the  clerk  and  shall  be  signed  un- 
der penalty  of  purjury  by  the  reporting  person; 

(d)  every  reporting  person  shall  disclose,  to  the 
best  of  his/her  knowledge,  the  following  information 
for  himself/herself  and  every  family  member  for  the 
preceding  calendar  year: 

(1)  the  name  and  address  of,  the  nature  of  asso- 
ciation with,  the  share  of  equity  in,  if  applica- 
ble, and  the  amount  of  income  if  greater  than 
$1,000  derived  from  each  business  with  which 
he/she  is  associated; 

(2)  the  identity  of  all  securities  and  other  in- 
vestments with  a  fair  market  'value  greater  than 
$1,000  which  were  beneficially  owned,  not 
otherwise  reportable  hereunder;  and  the  amount 
of  income  if  over  one  thousand  dollars  from 
any  such  security  which  is  issued  by  a  munici- 
pal body; 

(3)  the  name  and  address  of  each  creditor,  lo- 
cated within,  or  doing  business  with  the  City 
of  Boston,  to  whom  more  than  $1,000  was 
owed  on  December  31,  and  the  original 
amount,  the  amount  outstanding,  the  terms  of 
repayment,  and  the  general  nature  of  the  secu- 
rity pledged  for  each  obligation;  provided, 
however,  that  mortgages  on  the  person's  pri- 
mary residence,  obligations  arising  out  of  retail 
installment  transactions,  educational  loans, 
medical  and  dental  expenses,  debt  incurred  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business,  and  any  obli- 
gation to  make  alimony  or  support  payments 
shall  not  be  reported;  provided,  further,  that 
such  information  need  not  be  reported  if  the 
creditor  is  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  of 
consanguinity  or  affinity; 

(4)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and  the 
cash  value  of  any  reimbursement  for  expense 
aggregating  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  in 
the  calendar  year  if  the  source  of  such  reim- 
bursement is  a  legislative  agent;  or  if  the  recip- 
ient is  a  municipal  official  and  the  source  of 
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such  reimbursement  is  a  person  having  a  direct 
interest  in  legislation,  legislative  action,  or  a 
matter  before  a  municipal  body;  or  if  the  recip- 
ient is  a  municipal  employee  and  the  source  of 
such  reimbursement  is  a  person  having  a  direct 
interest  in  a  matter  before  the  municipal  body 
by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(5)  the  name  and  address  of  the  donor,  and  the 
fair  market  value,  if  determinable,  of  any  gifts 
aggregating  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  in 
the  calendar  year,  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal 
official  and  the  source  of  such  gift(s)  is  a  per- 
son having  a  direct  interest  in  a  matter  before 
the  municipal  body  by  which  the  recipient  is 
employed; 

(6)  the  description,  as  appearing  on  the  most 
recent  tax  bill,  and  the  amount  of  assessed 
value  of  all  property  located  within  the  bounda- 
ries of  the  United  States,  in  which  a  direct  or 
indirect  financial  interest  was  held,  which  has 
an  assessed  value  greater  than  one  thousand 
dollars;  and,  if  the  property  was  transferred 
during  the  year,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
person  furnishing  consideration  to  the  reporting 
person  or  receiving  it  from  him/her  in  respect 
to  such  transfer; 

(7)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and  the 
fair  market  value  of  any  honoraria  aggregating 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  if  the  source  of 
such  honoraria  is  a  legislative  agent;  or  if  the 
recipient  is  a  municipal  official  and  the  source 
of  such  honoraria  is  a  person  having  a  direct 
interest  in  legislation,  legislative  action,  or  a 
matter  before  a  municipal  body;  or  if  the  recip- 
ient is  a  municipal  employee  and  the  source  of 
such  honoraria  is  a  person  having  a  direct  in- 
terest in  a  matter  before  the  municipal  body  by 
which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(8)  the  name  and  address  of  any  creditor  who 
has  forgiven  an  indebtedness  of  over  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  the  amount;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  such  information  need  be  reported 
if  the  creditor  is  a  relative  within  the  third  de- 
gree of  consanguinity  or  affinity  of  the  report- 
ing person,  or  the  spouse  of  such  a  relative; 

(9)  the  name  and  address  of  any  business  from 
which  the  reporting  person  is  taking  a  leave  of 
absence; 

(10)  the  identity  of  any  equity  in  a  business 
with  which  the  reporting  person  is  associated 
which  has  been  transferred  to  a  member  of  the 
reporting  person's  immediate  family;  provided, 
however,  that  a  member  of  the  reporting  per- 
son's immediate  family  need  not  report  any 
such  transfer  to  the  reporting  person. 

Section  4.  Boston  Financial  Disclosure  Commission 

(a)  There  is  established  a  Boston  Financial  Disclo- 
sure Commission  composed  of  three  (3)  members; 

(b)  Each  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
and  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council; 

(c)  Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  commission 
on  a  rotating  basis.  When  the  commission  is  first  es- 
tablished, three  (3)  members  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
same  time,  but  the  first  member  shall  serve  for  one 
(1)  year;  the  second  member,  for  three  (3)  years;  and 
the  third  member,  for  five  (5)  years; 

(d)  No  member  shall  be  appointed  to  more  than 
one  (1)  full  five  (5)  year  term  on  the  commission; 

(e)  Not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  making 
any  appointment  to  the  commission,  the  Mayor  shall 
instruct  the  clerk  to  give  public  notice  that  a  vacancy 
on  the  commission  exists; 

(0  No  member  or  employee  of  the  commission 
shall: 

(1)  hold  or  be  a  candidate  for  any  municipal 


office  while  a  member  or  employee  or  for  one 
year  thereafter; 

(2)  hold  office  in  a  political  party  or  political 
committee; 

(3)  participate  in  or  contribute  to  a  municipal 
political  campaign  of  any  candidate  for  public 
office; 

(4)  hold  a  position  as  a  municipal  official  or  a 
municipal  employee; 

(g)  Members  of  the  commission  may  be  removed 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor  for  substantial  neglect  of  duty, 
inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  office, 
violation  of  subsection  (0  of  this  section,  gross  mis- 
conduct, or  conviction  for  a  felony.  The  City  Council 
may  overrule  the  Mayor  with  a  two-thirds  vote. 

(h)  Any  vacancy  occurring  on  the  commission  shall 
be  filled  within  ninety  (90)  days  by  the  original  ap- 
pointing authority.  A  person  appointed  to  fill  a  va- 
cancy occurring  other  than  by  expiration  of  a  term, 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
member  he/she  succeeds  and  shall  be  eligible  for  a 
subsequent  appointment  to  one  (1)  full  five  (5)  year 
term. 

(i)  The  commission  shall  elect  a  chairperson  and  a 
vice-chairperson.  The  vice-chairperson  shall  act  as 
chairperson  in  the  absence  of  the  chairperson  or  in 
the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  that  position. 

(j)  Two  (2)  members  of  the  commission  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  and  two  (2)  affirmative  votes  shall 
be  required  for  any  action  or  recommendation  of  the 
commission.  The  chairperson  or  either  of  the  two  (2) 
members  of  the  commission  may  call  a  meeting.  Ad- 
vance notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  to  each 
member  of  the  commission  and  to  any  other  person 
who  requests  such  notice. 

(k)  The  members  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  incurred  in  the 
course  of  their  commission  duties. 

(1)  The  commission  may  hire  legal  counsel  and 
staff,  as  it  deems  necessary,  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  Act. 

(m)  The  powers  and  the  duties  of  this  commission 
shall  be  to: 

(1)  prescribe  and  publish  rules  and  regulations 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  including 
rules  governing  the  conduct  of  proceedings 
hereunder; 

(2)  review  the  report  of  the  clerk  concerning 
whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file 
a  statement  of  interest  or  has  filed  a  deficient 
statement.  If  a  reporting  person  has  failed  to 
file  a  statement  of  interest,  or  if  any  such  state- 
ment filed  with  the  clerk  fails  to  conform  with 
the  requirements  of  Section  3(d)  of  this  Peti- 
tion, then  the  commission  shall  instruct  the 
clerk  to  notify  the  delinquent  in  writing.  Such 
notice  shall  state  in  detail  each  deficiency  and 
the  penalties  for  failure  to  file  a  correct  state- 
ment of  interest  pursuant  to  this  Act. 

(3)  initiate  a  hearing  and  require  the  attendance 
and  testimony  of  the  delinquent  reporting  per- 
son, if  that  person  fails  to  file  or  correct  the 
statement  of  interest  within  thirty  (30)  days. 
The  delinquent  person  may  forego  a  hearing 
before  the  commission  at  his/her  own  discre- 
tion, but  shall  be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty  pur- 
suant to  subsection  (m)(4)  of  this  section.  Any 
member  of  the  commission  may  administer 
oaths  and  any  member  of  the  commission  may 
hear  testimony  or  receive  other  evidence  in  any 
proceedings  before  the  commission.  All  testi- 
mony in  commission  proceedings  shall  be  un- 
der oath.  All  parties  have  the  right  to  call  and 
examine  witnesses  and  to  be  represented  by 
counsel.  Before  testifying,  all  witnesses  shall 
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be  given  a  copy  of  the  regulations  governing 
commission  proceedings.  All  proceedings  of  the 
commission  carried  out  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  subsection  shall  be  public,  unless 
the  members  vote  to  go  into  executive  section. 
Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  end  of  the  pro- 
ceeding pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
section, the  commission  shall  meet  in  executive 
session  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  evi- 
dence before  it.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
the  completion  of  its  deliberations,  the  commis- 
sion shall  publish  its  findings. 

(4)  issue  an  order  requiring  any  delinquent  re- 
porting person  to  pay  a  civil  penalty  of  $200 
for  each  violation  by  such  person,  if  the  com- 
mission establishes  in  its  findings  that  viola- 
tions of  this  Act  have  been  committed,  or  if  the 
delinquent  reporting  person  decides  to  forego  a 
hearing  before  the  commission.  The  commis- 
sion may  file  a  civil  action  in  the  municipal 
court  of  Boston  to  enforce  such  order.  Any 
action  by  the  commission  made  pursuant  to  this 
Act  shall  be  subject  to  review  in  the  municipal 
court  of  the  City  of  Boston  upon  the  petition  of 
any  interested  person  filed  within  twenty-one 
(21)  days  after  the  action  for  which  the  review 
is  sought.  The  court  shall  enter  a  judgment  en- 
forcing, modifying  or  setting  aside  the  order  of 
the  commission  or  it  may  remand  the  proceed- 
ing to  the  commission  for  such  further  action 
as  the  court  may  direct. 

(5)  notify  the  State  Ethics  Commission,  if  the 
inspection  of  any  statement  of  interests  indi- 
cates reasonable  cause  for  belief  that  G.L. 
Chapter  268A  has  been  violated;  provided, 
however,  that  such  notification  shall  be  confi- 
dential. 

Section  5.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  severable 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  should  be  found  unconsti- 
tutional by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  de- 
cision of  such  court  shall  not  impair  any  of  the  re- 
maining provisions. 

Section  6.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  January 
1,  1995.

I  am  pleased  to  transmit  for  your  approval  a  home 
rule  petition  which  extends  the  City's  power  with  re- 
spect to  responsibly  increasing  the  residency  require- 
ment to  an  important  group  of  employees  who  have 
traditionally  been  exempt  from  the  mandates  of  our 
residency  ordinance. 

The  recent  collective  bargaining  contract  with  the 
teachers  in  the  Boston  School  Department  was  signif- 
icant in  many  respects.  It  contains  a  comprehensive 
set  of  educational  reforms  which,  when  accom- 
plished, will  help  transform  the  way  in  which  we  ed- 
ucate our  young  people.  It  also  creates  a  fair  and  af- 


fordable economic  package  for  our  teachers,  which  I 
fully  support.  It  does  not,  however,  substantively  deal 
with  the  issue  of  residency  which,  due  to  the  dictates 
of  state  law,  place  the  issue  outside  of  the  purview  of 
the  collective  bargaining  arena.  This  home  rule  peti- 
tion, if  adopted  by  the  City  Council  and  the  State 
Legislature,  will  alter  state  law  so  as  to  insure  the  in- 
clusion of  our  teachers  under  our  local  residency  or- 
dinance. The  decision  on  questions  of  residency 
should  fairly  remain  one  for  each  city  or  town  to  de- 
cide. 

I  therefore  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this 
order  as  expeditiously  as  possible  so  that  our  joint  ef- 
fort to  create  a  city  based  workforce  is  fully  attained.

On  July  13,  1994,  my  Administration  submitted 
and  you  passed  an  appropriation  order  which  funded 
the  collective  bargaining  contract  for  our  City's  pa- 
trolmen. That  action  ended  the  collective  bargaining 
process,  and  I  think  it  is  fair  to  note  that  the  contract 
was  both  financially  sound  for  the  City  and  fair  to 
patrol  officers  who  have  not  had  a  new  contract  for 
many  years. 

The  contract  also  contained  three  residency  provi- 
sions. The  first  provision  requires  residency  for  all 
new  hires.  The  second  requires  that  two  points  for 
residency  be  added  to  the  training  and  experience 
component  for  promotional  examination  scores.  The 
third  states  that  the  parties  will  file  and  support  ap- 
propriate legislation  designed  to  codify  this  practice. 
The  attached  legislation  was  drafted  to  carry  out  the 
third  provision. 

Residency  is  an  important  issue  for  this  Adminis- 
tration, City  Council  and  the  people  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  look  forward  to  your  review  and  action  on 
this  home  rule  petition  and  your  assistance  in  moving 
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this  matter  through  the  legislative  process  with  the 

state  legislature.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  Home  Rule 
legislation  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  revolv- 
ing loan  fund  to  be  known  as  the  City  of  Boston  Pro- 
ductivity Investment  Fund,  whose  purpose  is  to  fund 
productivity  initiatives  by  City  departments. 

The  City  Council  approved  this  legislation  during 
the  last  session.  Unfortunately,  time  constraints  at  the 
state  legislature  prevented  its  passage. 

The  Productivity  Investment  Fund  will  provide  City 
departments  with  resources  to  support  initiatives 
which  reduce  the  cost  of  municipal  services  or  in- 
crease revenue  to  the  City.  It  will  encourage  depart- 
ments to  undertake  initiatives  that  will  benefit  the 
City's  operating  budget  over  time,  but  require  a  one- 
time initial  expenditure.  Examples  may  include  in- 


vestment in  energy  saving  equipment  or  facilities, 
new  equipment  or  data  processing  applications  that 
reduce  costs  needed  to  do  a  job,  or  design  of  new 
operating  procedures  that  reduce  department  operat- 
ing costs. 

Because  loans  will  be  conditioned  on  demonstrating 
measurable  savings  or  revenue  and  must  be  repaid, 
the  Productivity  Investment  Fund  offers  City  depart- 
ments an  incentive  to  make  productivity  an  explicit 
goal.  A  competitive  application  process  which  re- 
wards the  best,  most  creative  ideas,  reinforces  this 
notion  and  also  encourages  departments  to  be  innova- 
tive. 

We  have  realized  many  economies  through  careful 
management  during  these  tough  fiscal  times.  How- 
ever, the  continuing  threat  to  service  delivery  means 
that  we  must  seek  new  and  creative  ways  to  do  more 
with  less. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  adoption  of  this  leg- 
islation by  your  Honorable  Body.  Upon  passage  by 
the  state  legislature,  I  will  submit  for  your  approval  a 
City  ordinance  authorizing  the  Productivity  Invest- 
ment Fund  itself.

Expenditure  on  behalf  of 
city  departments  may  be  made  from  said  fund  with- 
out further  appropriation,  but  only  for  the  purpose  of 
funding  cost  saving  or  revenue  generating  initiatives 
proposed  by  city  departments  with  the  written  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor.  All  expenditures  made  from  said 
fund  shall  be  in  the  form  of  loans  to  city  departments 
for  terms  established  in  the  loan  agreement  which 
shall  be  repaid  to  the  productivity  investment  fund 
with  funds  appropriated  annually  to  city  departments 
for  that  purpose  by  the  city  council  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor.  All  unspent  or  unencumbered  monies 
in  said  fund  at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  year  shall  be  car- 
ried over  into  the  next  fiscal  year  and  loaned  to  city 
departments  for  the  purpose  hereof  without  further 
appropriation.  The  city  auditor  shall  submit  annually 
a  report  of  the  activities  of  said  fund  to  the  mayor 
and  city  council. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

Report  on  Docket  No.  1136,  order  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Government  Operations  hold  hearing  re  re- 
cent changes  in  Board  of  Appeal  hearing  process  and 
that  the  appropriate  persons  be  invited  to  attend  (re- 
ferred July  20)  —  recommending  the  order  be  placed 
on  file  and  that  a  copy  of  the  following  be  transmit- 
ted to  the  Chief  Economic  Development  Officer,  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment, Executive  Secretary  of  the  ZBA,  and  all 
members  of  the  ZBA: 

The  Boston  City  Council's  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Operations  held  a  public  hearing  on  September 
2,  1994  on: 

Docket  No.  1136  -  Order  that  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations  conduct  a  hearing  re- 
garding recent  changes  in  the  Board  of  Appeal 
hearing  process  and  that  the  appropriate  persons 
be  invited  to  attend. 
The  Committee  heard  from  several  representatives 
of  neighborhood  organizations,  a  representative  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,   the  Chair  of  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeal  (ZBA)  and  the  ZBA's  Executive  Sec- 
retary. The  Committee's  hearing  was  called  because 
of  the  confusion  that  arose  from  recent  changes  in 
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the  ZBA  hearing  process.  In  order  to  alleviate  a  seri- 
ous backlog  of  cases,  the  ZBA  assigned  a  member  to 
conduct  on-site  hearings  for  those  variance  requests 
which  were  deemed  non-controversial  or  minor  in 
nature.  After  visiting  the  site  and  hearing  from  con- 
cerned parties  the  ZBA  member  would  then  report 
back  to  the  full  Board  at  the  regularly  scheduled 
Tuesday  meeting  with  a  recommendation  which 
would  then  be  voted  upon  by  the  entire  Board.  While 
laudable  in  its  goal  of  removing  a  backlog  that  has 
caused  some  petitioners  to  wait  months  to  have  a 
hearing  scheduled  and  speeding  the  process  from  ap- 
plication to  hearing,  the  Committee  is  troubled  by 
this  new  process  for  a  number  of  reasons. 

While  many  members  of  the  Committee  on  Gov- 
ernment Operations  were  not  members  of  the  City 
Council  in  1993  when  the  Council  approved  changes 
to  the  ZBA  and  the  Zoning  Commission,  the  Com- 
mittee is  in  agreement  with  the  goals  of  that  legisla- 
tion. The  legislation,  eventually  approved  by  the  Leg- 
islature and  now  Chapter  461  of  the  Acts  of  1993, 
added  neighborhood  representation  to  the  ZBA  and 
the  Zoning  Commission.  This  step  was  taken  to  en- 
sure that  the  voice  of  the  neighborhoods  was  heard 
on  issues  that  affect  residents  of  the  City.  It  was  felt 
by  many  on  the  Council  and  in  the  city's  neighbor- 
hoods that  the  Board  too  often  lacked  a  neighborhood 
perspective.  The  Committee  commends  the  Mayor 
for  his  appointments  of  neighborhood  representatives 
to  the  ZBA  and  the  Zoning  Commission  and  feels 
that  their  addition  will  enhance  the  ZBAs  sensitivity 
to  neighborhood  concerns.  However,  the  Committee 
believes  that  the  new  hearing  system  actually  deprives 
neighborhood  residents  of  a  voice  in  zoning  decisions 
and  takes  away  many  of  the  gains  brought  about  by 
Chapter  461  of  the  Acts  of  1993.  Because  of  the  tim- 
ing of  many  of  the  on-site  hearings  it  is  often  impos- 
sible for  neighbors  or  representatives  of  neighbor- 
hood organizations  to  attend  the  on-site  visits.  In 
addition,  even  if  people  are  able  to  attend  the  on-site 
visit,  they  must  still  go  to  the  regularly  scheduled 
Tuesday  ZBA  meeting  in  order  to  follow  the  matter 
to  its  final  disposition  -  requiring  more  time  away 
from  work  or  family  matters.  Although  the  on-site 
visits  are  advertised  as  public  hearings  it  is  some- 
times impossible  to  ensure  handicapped  access  to  the 
site,  a  potential  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Americans  With  Disabilities  Act. 

The  Committee  is  also  troubled  by  the  ZBAs  des- 
ignation of  certain  variance  requests  as  non- 
controversial  and  worthy  of  on-site  hearings  before  a 
single  member  of  the  Board.  While  the  addition  of  a 
deck  to  a  one-family  home  is  certainly  quite  different 
from  the  multistory  phase  two  of  International  Place, 
the  interest,  opposition  or  support  for  such  a  seem- 
ingly minor  proposal  is  often  as  strong  and  heartfelt. 
The  Committee  believes  it  is  impossible  to  gauge  the 
anticipated  interest  in  or  potential  impact  of  a  vari- 
ance request  simply  by  the  article  or  use  item  of  the 
code  which  applies  to  it  and  relegating  such  matters 
to  a  hearing  before  a  single  ZBA  member  does  not 
give  it  the  proper  amount  of  attention  and  scrutiny  it 
may  deserve. 

The  Committee  believes  that  it  is  essential  for  ZBA 
members  to  visit  the  sites  which  they  will  be  consid- 
ering for  variances.  It  is  equally  important  that  the 
City  of  Boston  ensure  those  doing  business  in  and 
living  in  Boston  that  the  permitting  process  is  as  effi- 
cient as  possible.  The  Committee  recommends  that 
the  ZBA  reconsider  its  on-site  hearing  process  and 
devise  a  new  process  whereby  those  variance  requests 
which  are  seemingly  minor  in  nature  are  batched  to- 
gether for  a  particular  day  and  time  for  a  hearing  be- 
fore the  entire  ZBA. 

The  Committee  on  Government  Operations  recom-

Coun.  DAVIS-MULLEN,  on  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Education  and  School  Matters,  submitted  the 
following  Interim  Report  on  Docket  No.  0435: 

The  Boston  City  Council's  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion and  School  Matters  held  a  hearing  on  April  4, 
1994  on: 

Docket  No.  0435  -  Order  that  the  Committee  on 
Education  and  School  Matters  hold  a  hearing  re: 
school  safety. 
The  Committee  heard  testimony  from  the  Suffolk 
County  District  Attorney.  Department  of  Youth  Serv- 
ices officials,  the  Chief  Probation  Officer  for  Juve- 
nile Court,  the  Chair  of  the  School  Committee's  Task 
Force  on  School  Safety  and  several  Boston  teachers. 

One  of  the  major  themes  that  all  those  who  testi- 
fied stressed  was  the  fact  that  a  cooperative  and  for- 
mal relationship  must  be  developed  among  school  of- 
ficials, law  enforcement  agencies,  probation  and 
corrections  officials,  youth  and  social  service  profes- 
sionals and  members  of  the  community.  For  too  long 
a  fragmented  approach  has  been  taken  to  the  problem 
of  youth  violence  with  critical  information  not  availa- 
ble until  it  is  too  late.  A  number  of  suggestions  were 
made  to  increase  cooperation  and  forge  partnerships 
among  those  involved  in  providing  services  to  our 
youth  and  those  responsible  for  apprehending  and 
prosecuting  violent  offenders.  One  of  the  programs 
often  cited  and  seen  as  a  model  by  many  is  the  Mid- 
dlesex Community  Based  Justice  Program,  (MCBJP). 
The  Committee  believes  that  the  City  of  Boston  could 
benefit  from  a  similar  program. 

The  MCBJP  is  based  on  four  overriding  principles, 
they  are: 

The  criminal  justice  system  can  address  youth  vi- 
olence by  targeting  certain  cases  as  priority  pros- 
ecutions 

All  social  institutions  with  information  on  young 
people  in  trouble  must  share  that  information 
with  each  other 

The  criminal  justice  system  must  focus  on  the  of- 
fender and  impose  individualized  sanctions 
The  criminal  justice  system  must  impose  increas- 
ingly serious  sanctions  on  repeat  offenders 
Realizing  the   importance  of  sharing   information 
and  setting  clear  priorities,   the   MCBJP's   primary 
work  centers  on  the  role  of  a  community  task  force. 
The  community  task  force  is  comprised  of  school  of- 
ficials,  police,   prosecutors,   probation  officers,   cor- 
rections officials,   youth  service  and  social  service 
professionals  and  community  representatives.   The 
task  force  establishes  a  priority  prosecution  list  of 
those  individuals  that  the  task  force  identifies  as  the 
community's  most  violent  youths  and  meets  once  a 
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week  to  receive  updates  on  the  list  or  add  to  it. 

The  Committee  on  Education  and  School  Matters 
believes  that  the  problem  of  youth  violence  in  Boston 
must  be  dealt  with  in  a  comprehensive  manner  with 
input  from  a  number  of  parties.  The  committee  is 
pleased  to  learn  that  the  Suffolk  County  District  At- 
torney is  establishing  a  program  similar  to  the 
MCBJP  and  commends  the  District  Attorney  for  the 
leadership  role  he  has  played  on  the  issue  of  youth 
violence.  The  Committee  stands  ready  to  assist  the 
District  Attorney  in  establishing  a  community  part- 
nership and  recommends  that  the  following  parties 
from  Boston  be  included  in  the  District  Attorney's 
community  based  justice  program:

Boston  Housing  Police 

Boston  Police 

Boston  School  Committee 

Boston  School  Department 

Community  Centers 

Community  representatives 

Juvenile  courts 

Probation  officers 
The  Committee  will  reconvene  its  hearing  on 
school  safety  and  youth  violence  after  the  Suffolk 
County  community  based  justice  program  has  been 
established.

Section  58F  Fire  Cadets  in  Boston:  Appointment, 
Qualification,  Duties 

The  board  or  officer  in  the  City  of  Boston  autho- 
rized to  appoint  firefighters  may  appoint  as  a  fire  ca- 
det, for  a  period  of  ftill-time  "on  the  job  training", 
any  citizen  resident  of  Boston  who  is  not  less  than 
eighteen  nor  more  than  twenty-five  years  of  age,  who 
meets  the  qualifications  required  of  applicants  to  the 
fire  fighting  force  in  Boston,  and  who  is  determined 
by  the  appointing  authority  to  be  of  good  moral  char- 
acter. Such  appointment  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
civil  service  law  or  rules;  nor  shall  a  fire  cadet  be 
entitled  to  any  benefits  of  such  law  or  rules.  Such 
appointment  may  be  terminated  whenever  a  cadet 
fails  to  maintain  a  passing  grade  in  any  course  of 
study  the  appointing  authority  determines  he  should 
undertake,  and  when  he  reaches  the  age  of  twenty- 
seven.  A  fire  cadet  shall  receive  such  compensation 
and  such  leave  with  pay  as  the  appointing  authority 
shall  determine. 

A  fire  cadet  shall  be  assigned  to  the  public  educa- 
tion/information office  and  shall  lecture  on  fire  pre- 
vention and  awareness  at  schools,  nursing  homes, 
housing  for  the  elderly,  and  other  appropriate  com- 
munity sites;  shall  maintain  and  file  records,  operate 
office  machines,  answer  telephones,  receive  com- 
plaints, enter  and  index  official  documents,  prepare 
routine  reports,  prepare  and  tabulate  facts  and  figures 
for  statistical  purposes,  and  have  similar  duties  of  an 
administrative  rather  than  a  fire  suppression  type.  He 
shall  be  considered  an  employee  of  Boston  for  the 
purposes  of  workers'  compensation. 

A  fire  cadet  shall  not  be  subject  to  or  entitled  to 


the  benefits  of  any  retirement  or  pension  law  nor 
shall  any  deduction  be  made  from  his  compensation 
for  the  purposes  thereof;  but  a  fire  cadet  who  during 
the  period  of  his  "on  the  job  training"  passes  a  com- 
petitive civil  service  examination  for  appointment  to 
the  Boston  Fire  Department,  and  is  appointed  a  full- 
time  firefighter,  shall  have  his  fire  cadet  service  con- 
sidered as  "creditable  service"  for  the  purposes  of 
retirement,  provided  he  pays  into  the  annuity  savings 
fund  of  the  retirement  system  such  amount  as  the  re- 
tirement board  determines  equal  to  that  which  he 
would  have  paid  had  he  been  a  member  of  the  State- 
Boston  Retirement  System  during  the  period  of  his 
training  as  a  fire  cadet. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

Currently,  a  Governor  appointed  board  grants  alco- 
hol and  pool  table  licenses,  while  the  Mayoral  licens- 
ing division  grants  entertainment  and  video  machine 
licenses.  Many  businesses  apply  for  more  than  one 
type  of  license  and,  thus,  must  make  the  same  sub- 
missions and  presentations  at  two  hearings,  one  hear- 
ing before  each  of  the  licensing  agencies.  This  is  not 
only  an  inconvenience  for  the  businesses  within  our 
City,  but  also  for  our  residents  in  that  they  must 
speak  at  both  hearings  if  they  wish  to  comment  upon 
licensed  activity  occurring  in  their  neighborhoods. 
Additionally,  representatives  of  the  Police  Department 
must  appear  before  both  agencies  where  their  input  is 
required. 

This  consolidation  would  combine  the  functions  of 
both  agencies  into  one  City  board,  thereby  streamlin- 
ing a  time  consuming  process  for  the  businesses  of 
our  City  as  well  as  conserving  City  financial  re- 
sources.

Said  appointees  shall  have  re- 
sided in  said  city  for  at  least  two  years  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  their  appointment,  shall  re- 
main residents  thereof  during  their  tenure,  and 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  office  before  entering  on  same. 

Such  board  members  shall  not  be  in  the  employ 
of  any  person  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  or  in  any 
way,  directly  or  indirectly,  financially  interested  in 
the  manufacture  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  or 
in  any  business  which  requires  a  license  to  be  is- 
sued by  said  board. 

One  member  of  said  board  shall  be  designated 
by  the  mayor  as  chair  and  two  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  so 
arranged  and  designated  at  the  time  of  appointment 
that  the  term  of  one  member  shall  expire  on  April 
30,  1996,  of  another  on  April  30,  1998,  and  of  the 
third  on  April  30,  2000.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  any  member  of  said  board  the  mayor,  with 
confirmation  by  the  city  council,  shall  appoint  his 
successor  for  the  term  of  six  years.  Each  member 
of  said  board  shall,  unless  sooner  removed,  con- 
tinue after  the  expiration  of  his  term  to  hold  office 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  Va- 
cancies in  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor, 
with  confirmation  by  the  city  council,  for  the  unex- 
pired term.  The  members  of  said  board  may  be  re- 
moved by  the  mayor  pursuant  to  section  14  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by 
section  11  of  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966. 
There  shall  be  an  executive  director  appointed  by 
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the  mayor  who  shall  be  exempt  from  the  civil  serv- 
ice law,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  office  before  entering 
on  the  same.  The  executive  director  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  proceedings,  issue  all  notices  and  at- 
test such  papers  and  orders  as  said  board  shall  di- 
rect and  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  department 
head  except  for  those  powers  explicitly  conveyed  to 
the  board  by  this  act.  The  executive  director's  term 
of  office  shall  expire  on  April  30,  2000.  Upon  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  the  executive  director,  the 
mayor  shall  appoint  his  successor  for  the  term  of 
six  years.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  executive  di- 
rector shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unex- 
pired term.  The  executive  director  may  be  removed 
by  the  mayor  pursuant  to  section  14  of  chapter  486 
of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  11  of 
chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966. 

Section  2.  The  salary  of  the  chair,  of  the  other 
members  of  the  board,  and  of  the  executive  direc- 
tor shall  be  set  by  the  mayor. 

Section  3.  The  executive  director  may  employ 
such  employees  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  subject 
to  the  availability  of  appropriation. 

Section  4.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  sec- 
tions 1,  2,  and  3  herein,  said  board  shall  have  the 
following  powers  and  duties:  Said  board  shall  ex- 
clusively exercise  in  said  city  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  li- 
censing boards  by  chapter  138  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended,  relative  to  alcoholic  beverages; 
and  by  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  relative  to  innholders  and  common  vict- 
ualers. 

Said  board  shall  also  exclusively  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  heretofore  con- 
ferred or  imposed  upon  the  licensing  board  of  the 
city  of  Boston  by  virtue  of  chapter  291  of  the  Acts 
of  1906. 

Said  board  shall  also  exclusively  exercise,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  herein,  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  now  conferred  or  imposed 
by  law  upon  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston  by 
chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  as  amended,  rela- 
tive to  entertainment  licensing,  being  those  powers 
and  duties  of  the  licensing  division  of  the  mayor's 
office  of  consumer  affairs  and  licensing  exercised 
immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act. 

Said  board  shall  also  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  which  may  be  imposed  on  it 
from  time  to  time  by  general  or  special  law. 

All  licenses  issued  by  said  board  shall  be  signed 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof  and  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  said  board,  and  all  fees 
for  said  licenses  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
said  city. 

Section  5.  Said  board  shall  annually  in  the  month 
of  December  make  a  report  to  the  mayor  in  such 
form  and  manner  as  he  shall  require. 

All  records  of  said  board  shall  be  subject  to  sec- 
tion 10  of  chapter  66  of  the  General  Laws  and 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
mayor  or  his  designee. 

Section  6.   Said  board  shall  notify  the  police 
commissioner  of  said  city  of  the  name  of  each  ap- 
plicant for  a  license,  the  name  of  each  person  to 
whom  a  license  is  issued,  the  date  when  each  li- 
cense goes  into  effect,  the  kind  of  class  of  the  li- 
cense, every  change  of  location  or  place  of  busi- 
ness for  the  exercise  of  such  license,  and  every 
transfer  of  a  license  ordered  by  the  board 
Section  2.  Upon  the  appointment  and  qualification 
of  the  board  established  by  this  act,  the  governor- 
appointed  licensing  board  in  existence  immediately 
prior  to  such  appointment  and  qualification  shall  be 


abolished.  All  the  powers  and  duties  of  said 
governor-appointed  licensing  board,  as  heretofore 
conferred  or  imposed  by  virtue  of  chapter  291  of  the 
Acts  of  1906,  shall  thereupon  be  transferred  to  the 
board  established  by  this  act,  and  said  governor- 
appointed  licensing  board's  rules  and  regulations  in 
force  immediately  prior  to  such  transfer  shall  con- 
tinue in  force  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  board 
established  by  this  act.  The  term  of  office  of  any  in- 
cumbent member  of  said  governor-appointed  licensing 
board  shall  terminate  upon  the  qualification  of  the 
board  members  initially  appointed  by  the  mayor  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and,  in  the  case  of 
the  secretary,  upon  the  qualification  of  the  executive 
director  initially  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  provided 
herein.  Upon  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  the 
board  established  by  this  act,  said  governor-appointed 
licensing  board  shall  forthwith  deliver  all  materials, 
property,  books,  records  and  papers  in  its  custody  to 
said  board  establisned  by  this  act. 

Upon  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  the 
board  established  by  this  act,  all  the  powers  and  du- 
ties of  the  licensing  division  of  the  mayor's  office  of 
consumer  affairs  and  licensing  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  board  established  by  this  act.  and  said  division's 
rules  and  regulations  in  force  immediately  prior  to 
such  transfer  shall  continue  in  force  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  board  established  by  this  act. 

Section  4.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  members  of  the  board  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  special  municipal  employees. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  effect  upon  its  passage.

(m)  In  Boston,  whoever,  having  previously  been 
convicted  of  a  felony,  shall  carry,  have  or  possess  a

within  Boston,  nor  possession  of  a  license  to  carry 
firearms  or  a  firearms  identification  card  shall  be  a 
defense  to  such  violation,  except,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, situations  of  fact  and  manner  described 
in  sub-paragraphs  (a)  through  (r)  of  section  129C 
of  Chapter  140.  Every  person  convicted  of  a  viola- 
tion of  paragraph  (a)  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of 
this  paragraph  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
in  the  state  prison  for  not  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  nor  more  than  five  years  and  such  sentence 
shall  not  be  reduced  to  less  than  two  years,  nor

Dear  Mr.  President: 

Throughout  the  country  there  are  an  increasing 
number  of  lawsuits  brought  against  government  offi- 
cials alleging  sexual  harassment.  There  have  been 
suits  against  Boston  officials  in  recent  years,  as  well, 
and  recently  a  court  found  in  favor  of  an  employee 
suing  the  City  for  failing  to  take  sufficient  action  to 
halt  sexual  harassment  against  her. 


In  light  of  this.  I  thought  it  would  be  appropriate 
to  provide  the  City  Council  with  general  guidance  in 
this  area  as  well. 

The  Office  of  Human  Resources,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Law  Department,  has  developed  an  exten- 
sive Anti-Harassment  Policy  aimed  at  eliminating  all 
forms  of  prohibited  harassment  in  City  employment 
in  the  first  instance,  and  further  establishing  detailed 
administrative  procedures  to  be  followed  in  the  event 
that  claims  of  sexual  harassment  or  other  discrimina- 
tion are  made  by  an  employee.  In  addition,  the  Law 
Department  and  the  Office  of  Human  Resources  have 
in  the  past  conducted  joint  training  for  City  managers 
and  employees,  designed  to  increase  employee  sensi- 
tivity to  the  various  elements  that  constitute  sexual 
harassment. 

The  City  Council1  and  its  employees  are  not  sub- 
ject to  the  Office  of  Human  Resources'  Anti- 
Harassment  Policy  nor  must  they  comply  with  the 
procedures  established  to  implement  same.  St.  1948, 
c.  452,  s.  17G;  see  also  Cirx  Council  of  Boston  v. 
Mayor  of  Boston,  383  Mass.  716  (1981).  This  is  be- 
cause of  the  City  Charter's  strict  separation  between 
executive  functions  and  legislative  functions.  While 
the  Charter  requires  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  the 
City  Council's  establishment  of  offices  to  carry  out 
City  Council  affairs,  the  City  Council  is  the  sole  ap- 
pointing authority  with  respect  to  hiring  and  removal 
of  its  employees.  St.  1948.  c.  452,  s.  17B:  CBC 
Ord.  2-8.3.  Accordingly,  the  City  Council,  also  sets 
the  terms  and  conditions  for  its  employees  as  well  as 
delineating  the  policies  and  procedures  relative  to 
their  employment. 

The  Council  should  be  aware,  however  that  by  vir- 
tue of  its  status  as  an  "employer",  it  is  subject  to  the 
state's  Anti-Harassment  Law.  G.L.  c.  15 IB.  s.  1(18). 
This  law  generally  prohibits  sexual  harassment  based 
upon  "quid  pro  quo"  or  the  establishment  of  a  "hos- 
tile work  environment."  The  former  occurs  where 
"submission  to  or  rejection  of  [sexual]  advances,  re- 
quests or  conduct  is  made  either  explicitly  a  term  or 
condition  of  employment  or  as  a  basis  for  employ- 
ment decision."  A  "hostile  work  environment"  is  es- 
tablished where  "[sexual]  advances,  requests  or  con- 
duct have  the  purpose  or  effect  of  unreasonably 
interfering  with  an  individual's  work  performance  by 
creating  an  intimidating,  hostile,  humiliating  or  sexu- 
ally offense  work  environment."  G.L.  c.  151B.  s. 
l(18)(a)  &  (b). 

Liability  under  this  law  may  be  imposed  where  an 
employer  knew  or  should  have  known  about  a  situa- 
tion and  then  failed  to  take  adequate  steps  (i.e..  con- 
duct "a  fair  or  thorough  investigation")  in  response 
to  the  complainant's  claims,  although  "absence  of 
notice  to  an  employer  does  not  necessarily  insulate 
that  employer  from  liability."  College-Town,  Division 
of  lnterco.  Inc.  v.  Massachusetts  Commission  Against 
Discrimination,  400  Mass.  156.  167  (1987):  Meritor 
Savings  Bank,  FSB  v.  Vinson,  All  U.S.  57.  72 
(1986).  In  other  words  the  Council,  as  well  as  indi- 
vidual City  Councillors  in  certain  circumstances, 
risks  liability  if  it  were  to  fail  to  investigate  and  then 
take  action  to  resolve  a  claim  of  sexual  harassment 
(as  described  above)  made  by  one  of  its  employees. 

In  summary,  be  advised  that  although  the  City 
Council  is  not  within  the  ambit  of  the  Office  of  Hu- 
man Resources'  Anti-Harassment  Policy  and  associ- 
ated procedures,  it  is  nevertheless  subject  to  the 
state's  Anti-Harassment  Law  and.  consequently,  may 
subject  the  City  treasury  to  substantial  liability  in  the 
event  that  claims  of  sexual  harassment  can  be  sub- 
stantiated. In  light  of  this,  the  Council  may  wish  to 
develop  its  own  policy  and  procedures,  to  ensure  that 
the  Council  and  its  employees  are  cognizant  of  the 
parameters  of  the  state  Anti-Harassment  Law.  The 
Law  Department  would  be  pleased  to  assist  with  such 
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an  effort  if  requested  to  do  so  by  a  vote  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

I  am  available  to  discuss  this  matter  further  should 
the  Council  have  questions  or  concerns.

"No"  on  the  following  questions: 
QUESTION  1 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on 
which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  House  of 
Representatives  before  May  4,  1994? 
SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  limit  the  way  in  which 
business  and  certain  nonprofit  corporations  could 
contribute  to  and  spend  money  on  campaigns  involv- 
ing an  initiative,  referendum  or  other  question  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  at  a  state  or  local  election.  The 
proposed  law  would  require  ballot  committees  orga- 
nized to  support  or  oppose  any  question  submitted  to 
the  voters  to  disclose  promptly  certain  contributions 
made  late  in  the  campaign;  would  establish  proce- 
dures that  business  and  certain  nonprofit  corporations 
would  have  to  follow  in  order  to  spend  money  on 
ballot  question  campaigns;  and  would  establish  volun- 
tary spending  limits  for  ballot  committees. 

The  proposed  law  would  require  a  ballot  committee 
to  report  to  the  state  Office  of  Campaign  and  Politi- 
cal Finance,  within  one  business  day  of  receipt,  the 
name,  address,  occupation  and  employer  of  any  per- 
son or  organization  making  a  contribution  of  $1,000 
or  more,  if  the  contribution  was  made  before  the  date 
of  the  election  but  after  the  closing  date  of  the  last 
official  campaign  contribution  report. 

Under  the  proposed  law,  business  and  certain  non- 
profit corporations  would  be  prohibited  from  making 
contributions  or  expenditures  to  support  or  oppose  a 
ballot  question,  but  would  be  permitted  to  create  and 
solicit  contributions  to  a  separate  fund  to  be  used  to 
support  or  oppose  a  ballot  question.  A  separate  fund 
would  be  required  for  each  ballot  question  on  which 
the  corporation  intended  to  solicit  contributions.  The 
corporation  would  be  required  to  report  all  amounts 
spent  to  establish  and  administer  the  fund  to  the  Of- 
fice of  Campaign  and  Political  Finance,  and  to  a  city 
or  town  if  the  fund  were  established  to  influence  the 
vote  on  a  local  ballot  question. 

Contributions  to  the  separate  fund  could  be  solic- 
ited only  from  members  or  stockholders,  officers  and 
directors,  and  employees  at  a  policymaking,  manage- 
rial or  professional  level.  Coercion,  job  discrimina- 
tion and  financial  reprisals  as  methods  of  soliciting 
contributions  would  be  prohibited.  Nonprofit  corpora- 
tions that  are  formed  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
political  ideas,  do  not  engage  in  business  activities, 
have  no  shareholders,  and  do  not  have  business  cor- 
porations as  members  or  accept  more  than  one  per- 
cent of  their  revenues  from  such  corporations  would 
be  exempt  from  these  provisions.  A  business  organi- 
zation that  violated  these  requirements  could  be  fined 
up  to  $50,000,  and  any  director  or  agent  of  a  busi- 


ness organization  who  violates  or  authorizes  the  vio- 
lation of  these  requirements  could  be  fined  up  to 
$10,000  and/or  imprisoned  for  up  to  one  year. 

The  proposed  law  would  establish  voluntary  spend- 
ing limits  for  ballot  committees  at  $1,000,000  in  the 
year  of  an  election,  and  $250,000  in  the  years  imme- 
diately before  and  after  an  election.  Ballot  commit- 
tees agreeing  to  observe  these  voluntary  limits  would 
be  permitted  to  announce  their  compliance  on  adver- 
tisements and  campaign  materials.  Ballot  committees 
that  agreed  to  observe  the  spending  limits  and  later 
exceeded  the  limits  could  be  fined  up  to  $10,000. 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  provi- 
sions were  declared  invalid,  the  other  provisions 
would  remain  in  effect. 

QUESTION  2 
REFERENDUM  ON  AN  EXISTING  LAW 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which 
was  approved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on 
January  4,  1994,  by  a  vote  of  105  to  49,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Senate  on  January  4,  1994,  by  a  vote 
of  26  to  11? 

SUMMARY 

This  law  requires  drivers  and  passengers  in  certain 
motor  vehicles  on  public  ways  to  wear  properly  ad- 
justed and  fastened  safety  belts.  The  law  applies  to 
persons  driving  or  riding  in  private  passenger  motor 
vehicles  or  riding  in  vanpool  vehicles  or  trucks  under 
18.000  pounds.  It  also  applies  to  employees  of  cities, 
towns,  counties,  and  districts.  The  law  does  not  ap- 
ply to:  (1)  children  under  twelve  years  old  who  are 
required  by  another  state  law  to  use  safety  belts  or 
other  child  passenger  restraints;  (2)  vehicles  manufac- 
tured before  July  1.  1966;  (3)  persons  certified  by  a 
physician  as  physically  unable  to  use  safety  belts;  (4) 
U.S.  Postal  Service  rural  carriers  while  performing 
their  duties;  (5)  persons  involved  in  operating  taxies, 
liveries,  tractors,  trucks  of  18.000  pounds  or  more, 
buses;  or  (6)  passengers  in  authorized  emergency  ve- 
hicles. 

The  law  is  enforced  by  law  enforcement  agencies 
only  when  a  driver  has  been  stopped  for  a  motor  ve- 
hicle violation  or  some  other  offense.  A  driver  and 
each  passenger  16  years  old  or  older  may  be  fined 
$25  for  not  using  a  safety  belt  when  required.  A 
driver  may  also  be  fined  $25  for  each  passenger  be- 
tween 12  and  16  years  old  who  is  not  using  a  safety 
belt  when  required.  A  person  who  receives  a  citation 
for  violating  the  law  may  challenge  it  using  the  same 
procedure  that  applies  to  most  other  automobile  law 
violations.  A  violation  is  not  considered  a  moving  vi- 
olation for  motor  vehicle  insurance  surcharge  pur- 
poses. 

The  law  directs  the  state  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehi- 
cles to  require  police  officers,  when  reporting  auto- 
mobile accidents,  to  record  whether  safety  belts  were 
used.  The  law  directs  the  Governor's  Highway  Safety 
Bureau  to  (1)  conduct  a  public  information  and  edu- 
cation program  on  motor  vehicle  occupant  protection; 
(2)  evaluate  and  report  to  the  Legislature,  by  June  1, 
1995,  on  the  effectiveness  of  and  degree  of  compli- 
ance with  the  law;  and  (3)  make  annual  surveys  on 
safety  belt  use. 

The  law  requires  the  state  Commissioner  of  Insur- 
ance to  evaluate,  report,  and  make  recommendations 
to  the  Legislature  concerning  the  effectiveness  of  the 
law  and  the  frequency  of  bodily  injury  claims  during 
the  law's  first  year  of  operation.  The  Commissioner 
must  also  require  at  least  a  5%  reduction  in  bodily 
injury  insurance  premiums  if  the  observed  safety  belt 
use  rate  among  all  vehicle  occupants  is  50%  or  more 
after  the  law's  first  year  of  operation.  The  Commis- 
sioner is  required  to  take  into  account  the  annual 
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safety  belt  use  survey  in  future  decisions  setting 
bodily  injury  premiums,  and  the  Commissioner  must 
further  reduce  those  premiums  if  the  safety  belt  use 
rate  in  Massachusetts  exceeds  the  national  average. 

The  law  provides  that  failure  to  wear  a  properly 
fastened  safety  belt  may  not  be  considered  as  contrib- 
utory negligence  or  used  as  evidence  in  any  civil 
lawsuit.  It  also  states  that  no  insurance  company  may 
either  (1)  deny  coverage  to  a  person  who  failed  to 
wear  a  safety  belt  during  an  accident  that  led  to 
bodily  injury,  or  (2)  refuse  to  issue  a  motor  vehicle 
liability  policy  based  on  a  violation  of  this  law. 
QUESTION  3 
REFERENDUM  ON  AN  EXISTING  LAW 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which 
was  approved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on 
May  28,  1993,  by  a  vote  of  112  to  39,  and  approved 
by  the  Senate  on  June  23,  1993,  by  a  vote  of  20  to 
19? 

SUMMARY 

This  law  eliminates  one  of  the  two  ways  in  which 
students  may  authorize  fees  to  be  assessed  on  tuition 
bills  at  state-operated  colleges  and  universities  to  sup- 
port nonpartisan  student  organizations  that  attempt  to 
influence  state  legislation. 

The  law  applies  to  community  and  state  colleges 
and  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  The  law  takes 
the  place  of  previous  law  that  allowed  a  student  body, 
by  a  majority  vote  in  an  official  student  body  referen- 
dum, to  authorize  a  "waivable  fee,"  or  (at  state  col- 
leges and  the  University)  an  "optional  fee."  to  be 
collected  for  such  nonpartisan  student  organizations. 
Under  this  law,  the  boards  of  trustees  at  community 
and  state  colleges  and  the  University  are  prohibited 
from  collecting  waivable  fees  and  may  only  collect 
optional  fees  for  such  organizations. 

A  "waivable  fee"  is  collected  when  authorized  by 
a  majority  of  those  students  voting  in  an  official  stu- 
dent body  referendum.  A  waivable  fee  is  an  amount 
payable  on  a  tuition  bill,  appearing  as  a  separately 
assessed  item  and  accompanied  by  a  statement  that 
the  fee  is  not  a  charge  required  to  be  paid  by  the  stu- 
dent but  rather  that  the  student  may  deduct  the 
charge  from  the  total  amount  due.  The  tuition  bill 
also  explains  the  nature  of  the  fee  and  states  that  the 
fee  appears  on  the  bill  at  the  request  of  the  student 
body  and  does  not  necessarily  reflect  the  endorse- 
ment of  the  board  of  trustees. 

An  "optional  fee"  is  collected  when  authorized  by 
a  majority  of  those  students  voting  in  an  official  stu- 
dent body  referendum.  An  optional  fee  is  an  amount 
payable  on  a  tuition  bill,  appearing  as  a  separately 
assessed  item  and  accompanied  by  a  statement  that 
the  fee  is  not  a  charge  required  to  be  paid  by  the  stu- 
dent but  rather  that  the  student  may  add  the  charge 
to  the  total  amount  due.  The  tuition  bill  also  explains 
the  nature  of  the  fee  and  states  that  the  fee  appears 
on  the  bill  at  the  request  of  the  student  body  and 
does  not  necessarily  reflect  the  endorsement  of  the 
board  of  trustees. 

QUESTION  4 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on 
which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  the  House 
of  Representatives  before  May  4,  1994? 
SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  prevent  the  name  of  a 
person  from  being  printed  on  a  state  primary  or  gen- 
eral election  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  one  of  a  num- 
ber of  specified  state  and  federal  public  offices,  if  the 
person  had  already  served  a  certain  number  of  con- 
secutive terms  in  that  office  within  a  fixed  period 
preceding  the  end  of  the  then-current  term  of  office. 


If  such  a  person  were  still  elected  by  write-in  vote  to 
one  of  the  state  offices  (except  the  office  of  Gover- 
nor), the  person  would  serve  without  a  salary,  and  in 
some  of  the  state  offices,  without  payment  for  certain 
expenses. 

Under  the  proposed  law,  the  name  of  a  person 
could  not  be  printed  on  a  primary  or  general  election 
ballot  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Governor,  Lieu- 
tenant Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  State  Treasurer, 
State  Auditor,  or  State  Attorney  General,  if  the  per- 
son had  served  two  consecutive  terms  (eight  years)  in 
that  office  in  the  eleven  years  prior  to  the  end  of  the 
then-current  term  of  office.  The  name  of  a  person 
could  not  be  printed  on  a  primary  or  general  election 
ballot  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Governor's 
Councillor,  State  Representative,  State  Senator,  or 
United  States  Representative  from  Massachusetts,  if 
the  person  had  served  four  consecutive  terms  (eight 
years)  in  that  office  in  the  nine  years  prior  to  the  end 
of  the  then-current  term  of  office.  The  name  of  a 
person  could  not  be  printed  on  a  primary  or  general 
election  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  United 
States  Senator  from  Massachusetts,  if  the  person  had 
served  two  consecutive  terms  (twelve  years)  in  that 
office  in  the  seventeen  years  prior  to  the  end  of  the 
then-current  term  of  office.  The  proposed  law  would 
not  prevent  any  voter  from  casting  a  write-in  vote  for 
any  person  as  a  candidate  for  any  office. 

If  a  person  made  ineligible  by  the  proposed  law  to 
have  his  or  her  name  printed  on  the  ballot  as  a  can- 
didate for  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secre- 
tary of  State,  State  Treasurer,  State  Auditor,  State  At- 
torney General,  Governor's  Councillor,  State 
Representative  or  State  Senator  were  still  elected  to 
that  office  by  write-in  vote,  the  person  would  serve 
without  a  salary.  If  such  a  person  were  elected  to  the 
office  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  Governor's  Councillor, 
State  Representative  or  State  Senator,  the  person 
would  also  serve  without  payment  for  certain  ex- 
penses. 

The  current  terms  of  the  persons  serving  as  Gover- 
nor, Lieutenant  Governor,  Governor's  Councillor, 
State  Representative,  State  Senator,  United  States 
Representative  from  Massachusetts,  and  United  States 
Senator  from  Massachusetts,  would  not  be  counted 
for  purposes  of  the  proposed  law.  The  terms  of  the 
persons  elected  in  1990  to  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
State,  State  Treasurer,  State  Auditor,  or  State  Attor- 
ney General  would  be  counted. 

Any  person  who  served  more  than  half  of  a  term 
in  an  office  would  be  treated  as  having  served  a  full 
term  in  that  office.  Any  person  who  resigned  from 
an  office  would  be  treated  as  having  served  a  full 
term. 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  provi- 
sions were  found  invalid,  the  other  provisions  would 
remain  in  effect. 

QUESTION  5

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  allow  retail  stores  to 
open  at  any  time  on  Sundays  and  on  the  legal  holi- 
days of  Memorial  Day,  July  Fourth,  and  Labor  Day. 
It  would  not  affect  current  restrictions  on  the  sale  of 
alcoholic  beverages  on  Sundays  and  these  holidays. 
Stores  opening  under  the  proposed  law  would  be  re- 
quired to  make  Sunday  and  holiday  work  voluntary 
and  would  be  required  to  pay  most  employees  at  least 
one  and  one-half  times  their  regular  rate.

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT  PROPOSED 
BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment 
to  the  constitution,  summarized  below,  which  was  ap- 
proved by  the  General  Court  in  joint  sessions  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  on  Novem- 
ber 16,  1992,  by  a  vote  of  132  to  39,  and  on  May 
25,  1994,  by  a  vote  of  119  to  73? 
SUMMARY 

This  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  re- 
quire Massachusetts  income  taxes  to  be  graduated,  in 
order  to  distribute  the  burden  of  the  tax  fairly  and 
equitably.  The  proposed  amendment  would  require 
the  rates  for  taxpayers  in  higher  income  brackets  to 
be  higher  than  the  rates  for  taxpayers  in  lower  in- 
come brackets.  The  proposed  amendment  would  also 
allow  the  state  Legislature  to  grant  reasonable  exemp- 
tions and  abatements  and  establish  the  number  and 
range  of  tax  brackets.  The  proposed  amendment 
would  eliminate  from  the  Massachusetts  Constitution 
the  present  requirement  that  income  taxes  must  be 
levied  at  a  uniform  rate  throughout  the  state  upon  in- 
comes derived  from  the  same  class  of  property. 
QUESTION  7 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,   on 
which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  the  House 
of  Representatives  before  May  4,  1994? 
SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  change  the  state  personal 
income  tax  laws  if  a  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Massachusetts  Constitution  requiring  income  tax  rates 
to  be  graduated  is  approved  at  the  1994  state  elec- 
tion. This  proposed  law  would  (1)  set  graduated  in- 
come tax  rates  to  replace  the  existing  tax  rate  struc- 
ture, (2)  change  exemptions  and  deductions  relating 
to  dependents,  child  care  expenses,  head  of  house- 
hold status  and  personal  exemptions,  (3)  establish  a 
property  tax  and  water  rate  credit  of  up  to  $200  for 
taxpayers  below  certain  income  levels,  (4)  increase 
the  maximum  income  levels  for  no-tax  status  and  the 
limited  income  credit,  (5)  establish  a  "capital  forma- 
tion incentive"  to  replace  the  existing  capital  gains 
exclusion,  and  (6)  provide  that  taxpayers  will  not  pay 
more  Massachusetts  income  tax  for  1995  than  they 
would  have  paid  under  1992  law,  if  their  1995  ad- 
justed gross  income  is  below  certain  levels  (for  in- 
stance, $60,000  for  single  filers  and  $100,000  for 
married  couples  filing  jointly).

A  taxpayer  whose  total  taxable  income  exceeded 
the  upper  limit  for  the  5.5%  or  8.8%  income  bracket 
would  still  be  taxed  at  the  lower  rate  for  income 
within  that  bracket.  For  example,  a  single  person 
with  $100,000  in  taxable  income  would  be  taxed  at 


5.5%  on  $50,200  of  that  income,  8.8%  on  the  next 
$39,800.  and  at  9.8%  on  the  remaining  $10,000  of 
that  income.  The  income  brackets  would  be  increased 
annually,  starting  in  1996,  to  account  for  changes  in 
the  cost  of  living. 

•  Eliminate  the  existing  division  of  Massachusetts 
income  into  Part  A  income  (generally,  dividends, 
capital  gains,  and  certain  interest),  currently  taxed 
at  12  percent,  and  Part  B  income  (all  other  in- 
come), currently  taxed  at  5.95  percent. 

•  Create  a  "head  of  household"  filing  status  for 
single  persons  who  have  dependents  and  who  file 
federal  returns  as  heads  of  households. 

•  Prevent  any  gain  from  the  sale  of  taxpayer's  prin- 
cipal residence  from  being  taxed  by  the  state  at  a 
rate  higher  than  6%. 

•  Provide  that  non-residents  would  pay  tax  on  their 
Massachusetts  income  based  on  the  income  rate 
brackets  applicable  to  their  total  income  (includ- 
ing Massachusetts  and  other  income). 

(2)  PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  EXEMPTIONS, 
DEDUCTIONS  AND  CREDITS  WOULD: 

Replace  the  child  and  dependent  care  expense  de- 
duction with  a  child  and  dependent  care  tax  credit 
equal  to  60%  of  the  federal  child  and  dependent  care 
tax  credit. 

•  Increase  the  existing  exemption  for  each  claimed 
dependent  from  $1,000  to  $2,000. 

•  Allow  heads  of  households  a  personal  exemption 
of  $3,400,  plus  $2,200  if  blind  and  $700  if  65 
years  of  age  or  over. 

•  Reduce  personal  exemptions  gradually  for  taxpay- 
ers whose  adjusted  gross  income  exceeded 
$60,000  for  single  filers,  $100,000  for  married 
persons,  filing  jointly.  $50,000  for  married  per- 
sons filing  separately  and  $80,000  for  heads  of 
households.  The  personal  exemption  would  be 
eliminated  entirely  for  filers  whose  adjusted  gross 
incomes  exceeded  these  amounts  by  more  than 
$50,000  ($25,000  for  married  persons  filing  sepa- 
rately) These  amounts  would  be  increased  annu- 
ally, starting  in  1996.  to  account  for  changes  in 
the  cost  of  living. 

•  Allow  interest  and  dividends  from  deposits  in  all 
banks  and  institutions  to  qualify  for  the  $100  de- 
duction ($200  for  married  couples)  currently  ap- 
plicable only  to  Massachusetts  bank  interest  and 
dividends. 

•  Allow  the  $1,000  net  capital  loss  deduction  to  be 
taken  against  all  income,  not  just  against  Part  A 
income  as  current  law  provides. 

(3)  PROPOSED  PROPERTY  TAX  AND  WATER 
RATE  CREDIT  WOULD: 

•  Create  a  property  tax  and  water  rate  credit  of  up 
to  $200  for  eligible  homeowners  and  renters  who 
have  total  incomes  less  than:  $30,000  for  married 
couples,  $25,000  for  head  of  household  filers  and 
$20,000  for  single  filers.  The  amount  of  the 
credit  would  depend  on  the  amount  by  which  the 
taxpayers'  real  estate  property  tax  and  water 
charges  exceeded  10%  of  their  income.  20%  of 
tenants'  rent  would  be  treated  as  a  property  tax 
payment  for  these  purposes.  If  the  taxpayer  had 
no  income  tax  due.  the  amount  of  any  credit  due 
would  be  paid  to  the  taxpayer,  as  long  as  the  state 
Legislature  made  any  appropriation  necessary  to 
pav  such  refunds. 

(4)  PROPOSED  $2,000  INCREASE  IN  THE  EX- 
ISTING INCOME  THRESHOLDS  FOR  NO- 
TAX  STATUS  WOULD: 

•  Exempt  taxpayers  at  or  below  the  following  levels 
of  adjusted  gross  income  from  paying  income  tax: 
$14,000    for    married    couples    filing    jointly. 
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$12,000  for  head  of  household  filers,  and 
$10,000  for  single  filers.  These  levels  would  be 
adjusted  annually,  starting  in  1996,  to  account  for 
changes  in  the  cost  of  living.  The  new  levels  also 
would  apply  to  the  limited  income  credit  which  is 
available  to  taxpayers  with  adjusted  gross  income 
up  to  175  percent  of  these  levels. 

(5)  PROPOSED  CAPITAL   FORMATION   INCEN- 
TIVE WOULD: 

•  Replace  the  current  50%  capital  gains  deduction 
with  a  "capital  formation  incentive"  deduction, 
which  would  allow  partial  deductions  for  gains 
from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  qualified  stock  is- 
sued by  certain  corporations  that  employ  50%  or 
more  of  their  employees  in  Massachusetts. 

•  Only  gains  on  original  stock  purchased  on  or  af- 
ter January  1,  1995  from  certain  corporations  en- 
gaged in  active  business,  and  held  for  required 
periods  of  time,  would  qualify  for  the  deduction. 
The  amount  of  the  deduction  would  be  30%  of 
the  gain  on  stock  held  at  least  3  years;  50%  for 
stock  held  at  least  five  years;  and  70%  for  stock 
held  at  least  seven  years.  Detailed  provisions 
would  restrict  the  benefit  of  this  deduction  to 
stock  issuances  which  reflect  new  investments  in 
businesses,  and  would  disqualify  stock  in  certain 
types  of  corporations  that  receive  special  tax 
treatment  under  existing  law. 

(6)  PROPOSED  CAP  ON  TAX  LIABILITY  FOR 
CERTAIN  TAXPAYERS  IN  1995  WOULD: 

•  Excuse  taxpayers  at  or  below  the  following  levels 
of  adjusted  gross  income,  as  determined  under  the 
proposed  law,  from  owing  more  Massachusetts 
income  tax  in  1995  than  they  would  have  owed 
under  1992  law:  $100,000  for  married  couples 
filing  jointly,  $80,000  for  heads  of  household, 
$60,000  for  single  filers,  and  $50,000  for  mar- 
ried persons  filing  separately. 

(7)  EFFECTIVE  DATE: 

If  the  State  Constitution  is  amended  at  the  1994 
election  to  require  graduated  income  tax  rates,  the 
proposed  law  would  be  effective  beginning  in  tax 
year  1995.  The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its 
provisions  were  found  invalid,  the  other  provisions 
would  remain  in  effect. 

Note:  Wherever  this  summary  refers  to  current  or  ex- 
isting law,  the  reference  is  to  the  law  in  effect  in  Au- 
gust 1993,  when  this  summary  was  prepared. 
QUESTION  8 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,   on 
which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  the  House 
of  Representatives  before  May  4,  1994? 
SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  increase  the  portion  of 
gasoline  tax  revenue  that  would  be  credited  to  the 
state  Highway  Fund;  prohibit  the  transfer  of  money 
from  the  Highway  Fund  to  other  state  funds  for  other 
purposes;  declare  that  citizens  have  a  right  to  a  safe 
and  efficient  public  highway,  road  and  bridge  system 
and  require  the  state  to  develop  a  comprehensive 
seven-year  state  transportation  plan;  and  make  certain 
other  changes  in  state  finance  laws  relating  to  the 
Highway  Fund. 

The  proposed  law  would  require  that  the  small  por- 
tion of  state  gasoline  tax  revenues  that  is  deposited  in 
funds  relating  to  the  use  of  watercraft  be  deposited 
instead  in  the  Highway  Fund.  No  revenue  deposited 
in  the  Highway  Fund  could  be  transferred  to  any 
other  state  fund  for  any  purpose  other  than  one  for 
which  the  Highway  Fund  may  be  used. 

The  proposed  law  would  declare  that  the  citizens  of 
Massachusetts  have  a  right  to  a  safe  and  efficient 


public  highway,  road  and  bridge  system,  constructed 
and  maintained  by  the  state  and  its  counties,  cities 
and  towns.  The  state  Secretary  of  Transportation  and 
Construction  would  be  required  to  prepare  a  compre- 
hensive state  transportation  plan  for  the  period  July 
1,  1995  through  June  30,  2002,  to  be  updated  every 
three  years.  The  plan  would  provide  for  the  repair  or 
reconstruction  of  at  least  five  percent  of  public  high- 
ways and  bridges  every  year,  and  it  would  establish 
priorities  for  highway,  road  and  bridge  projects  based 
on  condition  and  safety  factors.  The  plan  would  be 
designed  to  promote  economic  development  and  em- 
ployment by  meeting  the  various  transportation  needs 
of  residents  throughout  the  state.  The  plan  would  be 
prepared  after  a  public  hearing  and  after  consultation 
with  the  state  Secretaries  of  Environmental  and  Eco- 
nomic Affairs. 

Under  the  proposed  law,  money  in  the  Highway 
Fund  would  no  longer  be  considered  in  determining 
whether  the  state  government  has  sufficient  money  on 
hand  to  set  some  aside  for  use  in  future  fiscal  years 
or  to  deposit  some  in  the  state  tax  reduction  fund. 
The  proposed  law  would  declare  that  no  more  than 
15%  of  gasoline  tax  revenues  could  be  used  for  mass 
transportation  purposes,  but  it  would  not  prevent  the 
state  Legislature  from  appropriating  additional  gaso- 
line tax  revenues  for  such  purposes. 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  provi- 
sions were  declared  invalid,  the  other  provisions 
would  remain  in  effect. 

QUESTION  9 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on 
which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  House  of 
Representatives  before  May  4,  1994? 
SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  prohibit  rent  control  for 
most  privately  owned  housing  units  in  Massachusetts, 
and  would  nullify  certain  existing  rent  control  laws, 
except  that  cities  and  towns  would  be  authorized  to 
adopt  a  restricted  form  of  rent  control  for  a  six- 
month  period,  after  which  compliance  by  property 
owners  would  be  voluntary. 

The  proposed  law  would  prohibit  any  city  or  town 
from  enacting,  maintaining  or  enforcing  any  law  that 
requires  below-market  rates  for  residential  properties. 
It  would  also  prohibit  the  regulation  of  occupancy, 
services,  evictions,  condominium  conversion,  or  the 
removal  of  the  unit  from  rent  control,  if  such  regula- 
tion was  part  of  a  system  requiring  below-market 
rents.  Existing  state  and  local  rent  control  laws  would 
be  nullified.  The  proposed  law  would  not  affect  pub- 
licly owned  or  subsidized  housing,  federally  assisted 
housing,  or  mobile  homes. 

Cities  and  towns  would  be  authorized  to  adopt  rent 
control  for  a  six-month  period  on  housing  units  that 
have  a  fair  market  rent  of  $400  or  less  and  that  are 
owned  by  a  person  or  entity  owning  ten  or  more 
rental  units.  Such  rent  control  could  not  include  the 
regulation  of  occupancy,  services,  evictions,  condo- 
minium conversion,  or  the  removal  of  the  unit  from 
rent  control.  The  city  or  town  would  have  to  pay  the 
owners  of  rent-controlled  units  the  difference  between 
the  controlled  rent  and  the  fair  market  rent.  After  six 
months,  owners  of  rent-controlled  units  would  not  be 
required  to  comply  with  the  rent  control  regulation  or 
with  any  other  such  regulation  that  the  city  or  town 
might  adopt  in  the  future. 

The  proposed  law  would  take  effect  on  January  1, 
1995.  The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  pro- 
visions were  declared  invalid,  the  other  provisions 
would  remain  in  effect.

Whereas,  Over  the  past  several  months  the  amount 
of  traffic  negatively  impacting  the  East  Boston  com- 
munity has  continued  to  dramatically  increase  in  re- 
cord numbers  causing  traffic  congestion,  delays,  fur- 
ther air  and  noise  pollution;  and 

Whereas,  A  number  of  ongoing  construction  proj- 
ects, including  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Chelsea  Street 
and  Meridian  Street  Bridges,   in  and  around  East 


Boston  will  continue  to  create  further  major  traffic 
snarls  and  raise  serious  vehicular  and  pedestrian  haz- 
ards; and 

Whereas,  The  East  Boston  Land  Use  Sub- 
Committee  on  Traffic  and  Transportation  issues  has 
urged  the  City,  State,  Massachusetts  Turnpike,  Mass- 
achusetts Port  Authority,  and  Central  Artery/Third 
Harbor  Tunnel  officials  to  assess  more  than  18  traffic 
trouble  spots  in  East  Boston:  and 

Whereas,  Public  Agencies  have  failed  to  adequately 
plan  and  work  together  to  coordinate  and  address 
these  trouble  spots;  and 

Whereas,  Relief  must  be  found  for  East  Boston 
residents  and  their  safety  assured,  at  these  immediate 
trouble  spots,  while  making  the  commute  to  and 
from  home  for  the  region's  motorist  a  lot  easier;

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  AND  CONTROL- 
LING LOBBYING  EFFORTS  (DOCKET  NO. 
1498)

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
AN  ORDINANCE 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  43B.  Section  13.  and  any 
other  applicable  law.  as  follows: 
Section   1 .   No  person,  except  those  registered  as 
hereinafter  provided,  shall  for  compensation  or  re- 
ward, attempt  to  influence  the  decision  of  any  elected 
or  appointed  official.   Board.   Commission,   Agency, 
or  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority,   the   Boston  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  the  Eco- 
nomic  Development  Industrial   Corporation,   or,   any 
other  entity  within  the  city  government  or  the  Suffolk 
County  government  to  which  public  funds  are  appro- 
priated by  the  city;  provided  however,  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  any  person  regularly  employed  to 
encourage  or  promote  sales  of  a  product  or  service 
whose  influence  is  limited  to  lawful  argument  in  fa- 
vor of  such  product  or  service,  nor  to  a  person  mak- 
ing a  routine  application,  filing,  or  appeal,  relative  to 
themselves  or  a  person  (or  estate  of  a  person)  within 
the  second  degree  of  consanguinity  to  that  person's 
spouse,  nor  to  a  person  who  performs  regular  work 
for  him  or  herself  or  for  a  principle  unrelated  to  the 
influence  of  decisions  who  acts  for  said  principle,  or 
for  him  or  herself  with  regard  to  an  isolated,  particu- 
lar and  unusual  situation  involving  less  than  five  per- 
cent of  his  or  her  annual  compensated  time. 

Every  person  intending  to  influence  the  decision  of 
any  elected  or  appointed  official,  commission  or  em- 
ployee of  any  unit  of  government  as  defined  above, 
not  excepted  by  that  section,  or  where  such  decision 
concerns  legislation  or  the  adoption,  defeat  or  post- 
ponement of  a  standard,  rate,  rule,  or  regulation  pur- 
suant to.  shall,  prior  to  engaging  in  any  work  to  in- 
fluence, register  with  the  city  clerk  and  pay  a  fee  of 
twenty  dollars  annually  for  registration,  and  a  fee  of 
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five  dollars  for  each  amendment  to  the  filing.  The 
Clerk  shall  promulgate  regulations  for  filing,  pro- 
vided at  least  the  following  information  shall  be  con- 
tained in  the  filing. 

Registration  with  the  city  clerk  shall  include  the 
filing  of  agent's  name,  name  of  employer  retaining 
agent  for  lobbying  services,  employer's  business  ad- 
dress and  the  nature  of  employer's  business  interests 
which  may  be  affected  by  decisions  of  any  elected  or 
appointed  official,  board,  agency,  commission,  or 
city  employee.

City  Hall,  and  every  other  public  building  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  shall  post  a  sign  to  inform  the  public 
stating  that  any  person,  working  to  influence,  or 
working  as  a  lobbyist,  must  register  with  the  city 
clerk's  office  prior  to  engaging  in  said  activity. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
ninety  days  from  the  date  of  its  enactment.

11,  17G,  as  amended.  Further,  the  order  would  inter- 
fere with  the  legal  authority  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner. St.  1906,  c.  291,  s.  7  as  amended  by  St. 
1962,  c.  322,  s.  1. 

Finally,  I  have  been  advised  that  the  Police  Depart- 
ment is  preparing  an  evaluation  of  the  costs  and  ben- 
efits of  individual  assignments  of  patrol  vehicles,  in- 
cluding 24-hour  (take  home)  assignments.

(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two.  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Boston,  and  any  charitable 
or  non-profit  corporation  regularly  operating  a  pro- 
gram of  education,  instruction  or  recreation  in  Boston 
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for  persons  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  may  con- 
duct an  employment  referral  service  to  assist  resi- 
dents of  Boston  aged  twelve  through  twenty  in  gain- 
ing employment.  Such  a  service  may  receive  requests 
from  individuals  and  firms  seeking  to  employ  youths 
and  may  make  referrals  of  young  people  for  employ- 
ment. To  meet  costs  of  administering  the  service,  the 
operator  may  impose  a  registration  charge  of  not 
more  than  ten  dollars  on  each  person  seeking  to  em- 
ploy a  youth  and  on  each  youth  seeking  to  be  re- 
ferred. No  operator  shall  discriminate  in  any  fashion 
prohibited  by  law  nor  shall  any  operator  knowingly 
make  referral  for  work  which  is  unlawful. 

Section  2.  Operators  of  such  services,  acting  in 
good  faith,  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
same  which  may  include  reasonable  grounds  for  the 
service  to  refuse  to  register  an  employment  request, 
or  refuse  to  refer  a  particular  youth  to  a  position. 
Neither  any  operator  nor  officer,  employee,  volunteer 
or  other  person  connected  with  an  operator  shall  be 
liable  for  any  injury,  death,  or  loss  of  property  aris- 
ing out  of  the  implementation  of  an  employment  re- 
ferral service  conducted  as  provided  herein,  except 
for  acts  or  omissions  which  constitute  reckless,  wan- 
ton or  intentional  misconduct. 

Section  3.  Costs  and  reasonable  attorney's  fees 
shall  be  allowed  against  anyone  advancing  a  claim 
against  a  person  described  in  the  previous  section, 
except  where  the  claimant  had  well  reasoned  belief 
that  damage  occurred  from  reckless,  wanton  or  inten- 
tional misconduct.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  DISPLAY  OF 
CERTAIN  AEROSOL  SPRAY  PAINT 
CONTAINERS  AND  MARKER  PENS 

Whereas,  Studies  indicate  that  graffiti  vandals  tend 
to  steal  rather  than  purchase  the  paint  and  other  ma- 
terials they  use  for  graffiti; 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  CBC,  Section  16-8A,  the 
sale  of  certain  paints  and  markers  to  persons  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  is  prohibited  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  retailers  having  such  items  for  sale  are 
required  to  post  a  conspicuous  sign  to  that  effect; 

Whereas,  To  complement  existing  city  ordinances 
and  more  effectively  combat  Boston's  escalating  graf- 
fiti problem,  products  typically  used  by  graffiti  van- 
dals should  be  made  inaccessible  to  them;  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law  as  follows: 

Section  1.  CBC,  Section  16-8A,  "Sale  of  Certain 
Paints  and  Markers"  is  redesignated  as  16-8.2. 

Section  2.  CBC,  Section  16-8B,  "Prohibiting  De- 
facement of  Property,   and  Possession  of  Certain 
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Items"  is  redesignated  as  16-8.4. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  added  a  new  Section  16- 
8.3  to  read  as  follows: 

16-8.3  DISPLAY  OF  CERTAIN  PAINTS  AND 
MARKERS. 

Every  person  who  owns,  conducts,  operates  or 
manages  a  retail  commercial  establishment  selling 
aerosol  spray  paint  or  any  marker  containing  a 
fluid  which  is  not  water-soluble  and  which  has  a 
point,  brush,  applicator  or  other  writing  surface  in 
excess  of  a  half  inch  shall  store  or  cause  such 
aerosol  spray  paint  or  markers  to  be  stored  in  an 
area  continuously  observable  by  employees  of  said 
retail  commercial  establishment  during  the  regular 
course  of  business. 

In  the  event  a  commercial  retail  establishment 
is  unable  to  store  such  aerosol  spray  paint  or  mark- 
ers in  an  area  as  provided  in  this  section,  as  an  al- 
ternative such  aerosol  spray  paint  or  markers  shall 
be  stored  in  an  area  not  accessible  to  the  public  in 
the  regular  course  of  business  without  employee  as- 
sistance, pending  the  lawful  sale  or  disposition  of 
such  aerosol  spray  paint  or  markers. 
Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
take  effect  three  months  from  the  date  of  its  enact- 
ment.

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 31  of  the  General  Laws,  any  person  who  has 
completed  not  less  than  two  years  of  service  as  a 
communication  equipment  operator  (911  dispatcher) 
in  the  police  department  of  the  city  of  Boston  may  be 
appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  a  position  in  the  lowest 
grade  in  the  police  force  of  said  city  without  certifi- 
cation from  an  eligible  list  prepared  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws;  provided, 
however,  that  such  person  either  is  on  a  police  en- 
trance eligible  list  prepared  under  said  chapter  or 
passes  a  qualifying  examination  to  be  given  by  said 
personnel  administrator.

I  transmit  herewith  a  Home  Rule  Petition  regarding 
the  payment  of  certain  benefits  in  connection  with  the 
death  of  Boston  Police  Officer  Thomas  Rose.  The  pe- 
tition would  make  Officer  Rose's  family  eligible  for  a 
one-time  award  of  a  $100,000  benefit  for  officers 
who  are  killed  in  line  of  duty. 

The  July  15,  1994,  statute  that  provides  for  this 
benefit  includes  a  retroactive  effective  date  of  Sep- 
tember 1,  1993.  The  killed-in-the-line-of-duty  benefit 
is  administered  and  paid  for  by  the  state  Board  of 
Retirement.  Officer  Rose,  the  father  of  three  chil- 
dren, was  killed  on  February  19,  1993,  slightly  over 
six  months  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  St.  1994,  c. 
69. 

It  would  be  a  terrible  inequity  to  deny  this  benefit 
to  the  Rose  children  because  their  father  was  killed 
six  months  too  early  to  come  under  the  provision  of 
the  statute.  I  therefore  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to 
pass  this  Petition  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Whereas,  Secretary  of  State  James  Michael  Con- 
nolly had  a  law  passed  September  1.  1994.  which  al- 
lowed him  to  remove  the  summary  of  questions  from 
the  voting  machines  across  the  state,  and,  in  its

Report  on  Docket  No.  1022,  order  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Commerce  and  Transportation  hold  a  hear- 
ing to  investigate  the  possibility  of  constructing  and 
creating  bicycle  lanes  and  pedestrian  paths  on  the 
streets  of  Boston  (referred  June  29)  —  recommending 
passage  of  the  matter  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  Bicycling  is  a  preferred  mode  of  trans- 
portation for  a  growing  number  of  people  who  use 
their  bicycles  to  commute  to  work,  for  exercise  and/ 
or  for  enjoyment;  and 

Whereas,  A  number  of  obstacles  confront  bicyclists 
including  potholes  which  can  cause  serious  injury, 
traffic  lights  which  are  activated  by  detectors  not  sen- 
sitive to  bicycles,  narrow  lanes  which  intimidate  cy- 
clists, drivers  who  fail  to  yield  to  cyclist,  bicyclists 
who  ride  against  the  traffic,  the  lack  of  safe  parking 
for  bicycles,  the  lack  of  signage  to  direct  cyclists 
around  detours  and  road  construction,  and  the  gen- 
eral maintenance  of  curbside  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  these  problems  could  be  solved 
by  establishing  a  city  appointed  citizen's  advisory 
committee  on  bicycle  issues  with  at  least  one  staff 
person  whose  job  it  is  to  make  sure  that  problems 
are  addressed  when  residents  call  in  regarding  bicy- 
cle concerns;  and 

Whereas,  A  major  enforcement  campaign  is  also 
needed  to  ensure  the  safety  to  all  who  utilize 
Boston's  streets  including  the  issuing  of  violation  no- 
tices and  fines  to  those  cyclists  who  ride  the  wrong 
way,  fail  to  stop  at  a  red  light,  ride  on  a  crowded 
sidewalk,  or  ride  at  night  without  safety  lights.  By 
ignoring  these  illegal  behaviors,  the  City  of  Boston  is 
allowing  these  cyclists  to  endanger  pedestrians,  other 
cyclists  and  themselves;  and 

Whereas,  An  educational  campaign  in  city  schools 


to  teach  people  how  to  ride  a  bike  safely  is  a  key  el- 
ement on  promoting  bicycle  use;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  could  apply  for  fed- 
eral funding  such  as  ISTEA  (Inter  modal  Surface 
Transportation  Act)  funds  in  which  the  federal  gov- 
ernment pays  80  percent  for  approved  bicycle  en- 
hancement programs,  thereby  helping  to  finance  the 
institution  of  a  bicycle  coalition  program  and  bicycle 
road  projects;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  also  legislation  at  the  federal 
level  such  as  the  Bicycle  and  Transportation  Act  of 
1993  (H.R.  1824)  which  would  earmark  three  per- 
cent of  federal  highway  dollars  for  bicycle  lanes  and

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  Home  Rule 
Petition  that  would  permit  the  City  of  Boston  to  con- 
tinue to  protect  some  85,000  Boston  households, 
many  of  them  senior  citizens  and  working  families, 
that  are  presently  covered  by  the  City's  housing  pro- 
tection laws.  I  urge  you  to  approve  this  Petition  as 
soon  as  possible  and  to  stand  up  with  me  for  home 
rule  and  for  protecting  our  senior  citizens. 

As  you  know,  voters  in  the  City  of  Boston  yester- 
day rejected  the  provisions  of  Ballot  Question  9, 
which  purports  to  prohibit  rent  control  in  this  state, 
and  to  repeal  the  City  of  Boston's  existing  rent  con- 
trol enabling  legislation.  Although  Boston  voters  re- 
jected Question  9  by  a  margin  of  more  than  8,000 
votes,  the  measure  passed  statewide  by  a  narrow  mar- 
gin. 

While  the  full  legal  effect  of  Question  9  on  the 
City's  existing  rent  control  enabling  legislation  may 
not  be  sorted  out  for  some  time,  I  believe  that  this 
Petition  will  insure  continuous  protection  for  our  sen- 
iors and  needy,  as  well  strengthen  the  ability  of  the 
City  and  other  communities  to  make  our  own  deci- 
sions based  on  your  own  particular  needs  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Constitution. 

The  City's  current  enabling  legislation  is  the  prod- 
uct of  a  debate  that  has  existed  in  this  community 
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since  the  1960s.  As  a  City  Councillor,  I  myself  par- 
ticipated in  numerous  discussions  on  this  issue,  as 
have  many  of  you.  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  debate 
will  continue  in  the  future  as  we  all  work  together  to 
strike  a  new  balance  between  the  rights  of  landlords 
and  tenants  under  the  enabling  legislation  that  I  am 
now  proposing. 

Finally,  rent  control  should  be  a  Boston  issue,  de- 
cided by  Boston  voters,  through  our  own  institutions, 
namely,  our  City  Government.  Please  join  me  in 
bringing  the  debate  on  this  important  issue  back  to 
where  it  belongs  —  the  City's  neighborhoods  and  the 
Boston  Community  at  large.

The  Order  is  legally  defective  because  it  involves 
the  City  Council  in  the  executive  and  administrative 
affairs  of  the  City  in  violation  of  the  City  Charter's 
strict  separation  of  powers  provisions.  St.  1948,  c. 
452,  ss.  11,  17G,  as  amended.  Further,  the  order 
would  interfere  with  the  legal  authority  of  the  Police 
Commissioner.  St.  1906,  c.  291,  s.  7,  as  amended 
by  St.  1962,  c.  322,  s.  1. 

My  commitment  to  eradicate  gang  violence  on  our 
streets  dates  from  well  in  advance  of  the  tragic  Hal- 
loween night  killing  of  young  Jermain,  and  from  well 
in  advance  of  your  Order.  It  will  not  cease  until  the 
streets  of  Boston  are  safe. 

Some  examples  of  my  commitment  are  the  appoint-

FOR  FY95  (DOCKET  NO.  1632)

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  proposed 
order  to  reduce  the  appropriations  for  certain  depart- 
mental expendures  for  FY95. 

This  proposed  order  reflects  a  transfer  of  fringe  ex- 
penses from  the  direct  expense  accounts  to  the  Suf- 
folk County  Sheriffs  Department.  As  finalized  in  the 
state  budget,  state  funding  for  county  corrections  es- 
tablished a  total  budget  for  Suffolk  County  correc- 
tions costs  and  required  that  the  City  of  Boston  fund 
20  percent  of  the  total  costs.  As  a  result  of  this  de- 
termination, an  accounting  revision  was  made  to  di- 
rectly charge  the  city  operating  budget  of  the  Sher- 
iffs Department  for  the  expenses  incurred  for 
pension  costs,  health  insurance,  medicare  payments, 
and  execution  of  courts  claims. 

Due  to  the  late  determination  of  the  state  funding 
requirement  for  county  corrections,  it  was  not  possi- 
ble to  project  these  fringe  chargebacks  in  the  original 
appropriation  requests  for  health  insurance,  medicare 
payments,  and  execution  of  courts.  These  appropria- 
tions can  now  be  reduced  without  adversely  affecting 
the  overall  level  of  funding  support  for  these  items. 

The  reductions  of  $3.5  million  in  health  insurance, 
$260,000  in  medicare  payments,  and  $100,000  in  ex- 
ecution of  courts  payments  are  based  on  projected  ex- 
penses for  Sheriffs  Department  operations.  An  addi- 
tional $5.3  million  in  pension  costs  will  also  be 
charged  directly  to  the  department. 

In  the  state  budget,  the  Suffolk  County  corrections 
budget  was  virtually  set  by  statute,  basing  the  city's 
funding  requirement  on  a  predetermined  portion  of 
total  costs.  While  the  city's  portion  of  corrections 
costs  remains  well  above  the  state  average  for  other 
counties,  the  full  and  proper  accounting  of  the  city's 
financial  burden  will  support  our  continuing  efforts 
to  secure  the  state  assumption  of  corrections  costs. 

The  City  budget  remains  balanced.  I  urge  your  ap- 
proval of  this  oder  and  respectfully  seek  your  prompt 
and  favorable  action  on  this  important  matter.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  proposed 
order  to  fund  cost  items  of  $4,019,000  in  FY94  for 
the  Boston  Fire  Department  collective  bargaining 
agreement  recently  executed  and  to  fund  increases  in 
certain  departmental  expenditures  by  supplemental 
appropriation  for  FY95. 

The  proposed  FY95  supplemental  appropriation, 
totalling  $13,046,000,  covers  the  recently  negotiated 
collective  bargaining  agreements  for  the  Police  and 
Fire  Departments,  the  funding  requirement  for  county 
corrections,  and  two  additional  initiatives. 

As  originally  presented  to  you,  you  will  recall  that 
the  FY95  Budget  Request  included  some  funding  for 
projected  collective  bargaining  increases.  I  am  now 
requesting  $4.9  million  to  fully  fund  Police  Depart- 
ment collective  bargaining  agreements  and  $3.5  mil- 
lion to  cover  the  full  costs  of  Fire  Department  collec- 
tive bargaining  agreements. 

A  supplemental  request  of  $3,818,000  is  also  in- 


cluded for  the  Sheriffs  Department  to  meet  Suffolk 
County's  maintenance  of  effort  obligation,  as  re- 
quired by  state  law  in  order  to  qualify  for  state  fund- 
ing of  county  corrections. 

The  balnce  of  the  FY95  supplemental  appropriation 
request  includes  $500,000  to  purchase  electronic 
parking  meters  in  the  Transportation  Department  and 
$285,000  to  fund  the  municipal  medicaid  reimburse- 
ment contract  in  the  Office  of  Budget  Management. 
The  first  item  will  improve  parking  enforcement;  the 
second  item  will  fund  increased  revenue  collection 
costs. 

The  FY95  supplemental  appropriation  will  be  sup- 
ported by  both  recurring  revenues  and  a  reduction  in 
certain  appropriations  that  are  available  due  to 
chargebacks  to  the  Sheriffs  Department  operating 
budget.  A  separate  order  has  been  filed  to  reduce  the 
appropriations  for  health  insurance,  medicare  pay- 
ments, and  execution  of  courts  to  account  for  the 
transfer  of  these  expenses. 

The  City  budget  remains  balanced.  I  respectfully 
seek  your  prompt  and  favorable  approval  on  this  im- 
portant matter.

4)  Health  Inspection  if  trash  involves  food  proc- 
essing;

7)  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  if  trash  is  in 
a  park  or  playground  or  on  a  parkway  such  as 
Commonwealth  Avenue  or  the  Fenway; 

8)  Public  Facilities  Department  for  trash  involv- 
ing buildings  constructed  since  1966; 

9)  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  trash  on 
undeveloped  properties  in  urban  renewal  areas; 

10)  Boston  Police  Department  for  trash  in  junk- 
yards and  other  premises  they  license; 

11)  The  Property  Acquisition  Department  for 
trash  on  tax  delinquent  property  and  all  other 
city  owned  real  estate;

Attached  please  find  several  amendments  to  exist- 
ing ordinances  dealing  with  the  matter  of  executive 
and  legislative  compensation.  These  amendments  are 
submitted  to  City  Council  pursuant  to  recommenda- 
tions from  the  Boston  Compensation  Advisory  Board, 
ably  chaired  by  Mr.  Lawrence  DiCara. 

The  purpose  of  the  Compensation  Advisory  Board 
is  to  independently  study  the  adequacy  of  all  salaries 
of  city  officers  whose  compensation  is  established  by 
ordinance.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Board  has  not 
met  to  review  salary  levels  for  many  years,  and  most 
executive  compensation  levels  have  not  changed  in 
the  last  seven  years.  I  want  to  personally  thank  Mr. 
DiCara  and  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their 
thoughtful  and  professional  final  report,  submitted  to 
myself  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  on  December 
9th,  1994.  While  I  know  that  service  on  the  Board  is 
time  consuming,  it  is  my  hope  that  the  Board  con- 
tinues to  meet  at  annual  intervals. 

I  have  given  the  final  recommendations  a  great 
deal  of  thought  and,  as  can  be  seen  by  comparing 
my  suggested  amended  ordinances  with  the  Board's 
report,  I  have  concurred  with  the  Board's  finding  in 
15  instances,  reduced  their  recommendations  in  16 
cases  (saving  $90,000  annually)  and  increased  their 
recommendation  in  one  case  (costing  $5,000  annu- 
ally). I  agree  with  the  Board  with  respect  to  City 
Council  compensation,  and  recommend  an  increase 
of  $9,500.  I  agree  with  the  Board  with  respect  to  an 
increase  in  the  compensation  levels  for  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  by  $10,000,  the  lowest  end  of  the 
range  suggested  by  the  advisory  Board. 

Managing  a  City  of  over  one-half-million  people, 
with  19,000  employees  and  whose  operating  budget 
is  over  $1.4  billion  is  a  complex  and  demanding 
challenge.  While  a  commitment  to  the  public  service 
will  rarely  result  in  compensation  levels  comparable 
to  our  private  sector  counterparts,  it  truly  is  in  the 
public's  interest  to  attract,  retain  and  reward  compe- 
tent managers.  I  believe  that  the  Board's  recommen- 
dations —  with  my  reductions  —  accomplishes  that 
desired  result. 

I  am  certainly  aware  that  this  issue  displeases  some 
and  provides  some  sport  for  those  who  revel  in  the 
discomfiture  of  public  officials  carrying  out  the  diffi- 
cult chore  of  deciding  equitable  levels  of  compensa- 
tion. But,  it  is  the  correct  policy  choice  and  I  am 
comfortable  with  these  decisions.  Dealing  with  this 
issue  now,  in  a  public  manner,  and  in  the  context  of 
finally  resolving  wage  and  cost  of  living  agreements 
with  most  City  of  Boston  unions  after  years  of  no  in- 
creases will  enable  all  of  us  to  move  on  to  more  im- 
portant matters:  improving  our  schools,  enhancing  es- 
sential City  services,  providing  for  the  public's  safety 
and  health  and  working  to  improve  the  City's  econ- 
omy. 

I  look  forward  to  discussing  these  amendments 
with  the  City  Council.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1. 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Massachusetts  Commission 
Against  Discrimination  have  declared  the  public  pol- 
icy and  interest  in  eliminating  discrimination  and  the 
effects  of  discrimination  from  the  contracting  prac- 
tices of  government  and  businesses  with  which  the 
government  contracts;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  and  other  local  governmental 
entities  have  engaged  in  studies  regarding  discrimina- 
tion against  Minority  Business  Enterprises  ("MBEs") 
and  Women  Business  Enterprises  ("WBEs")  (collec- 
tively "M/WBEs"),  and  the  availability  of  M/WBEs, 
including  various  means  of  addressing  the  discrimina- 
tion and 

Whereas,  The  study  reports  were  received  and  have 
been  reviewed,  along  with  other  information,  statisti- 
cal evidence,  and  testimony;  and 

Whereas,  Upon  full  consideration  of  all  relevant 
facts  including  those  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
National  Economic  Research  Associates,  Inc.,  pre- 
pared for  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  and  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commis- 
sion dated  May  2,  1994,  the  City  Council  makes  the 
following  findings: 

a.  Women  and  minority  enterprises  have  suffered 
systematic  discrimination  in  the  private  sector,  con- 
tinue to  suffer  discrimination  in  the  private  sector, 
and  in  the  public  sector  through  the  City's  participa- 
tion in  the  market.  Such  discrimination  has  delayed 


or  precluded  minorities  and  women  from  forming 
businesses  enterprises  to  participate  in  this  market 
and,  where  they  have  formed  business  enterprises, 
has  caused  their  firms  to  be  underrepresented  and  un- 
derutilized by  the  private  and  public  sectors.  This 
discrimination  has  also  affected  non-local  M/WBE 
firms  that  deal  with  local  owners,  contractors,  suppli- 
ers, bonding  and  insurance  companies,  financial  insti- 
tutions, unions,  workers,  associations  and  others. 

b.  The  City  must  continue  its  M/WBE  efforts  to 
prevent  the  City  from  being  a  passive  participant  in 
the  systematic  exclusion  of  M/WBEs  from  contract- 
ing and  subcontracting  opportunities  and  to  ensure 
that  prime  contractors  and  other  parties  do  not  dis- 
criminate in  preparing  bids  and  performing  work  on 
City  contracts.  The  City  declares  and  finds  that  based 
on  the  existence  of  past  and  present  discrimination 
against  both  Minority  and  Women  Business  Enter- 
prises, the  M/WBE  Ordinance  is  necessary  to  ame- 
liorate the  continuing  negative  impact  of  such  dis- 
crimination and  to  ensure  the  full  participation  of 
both  Minority  and  Women  Business  Enterprises  in 
City  contracting. 

c.  In  order  to  provide  the  flexibility  necessary  to 
comply  with  constitutional  requirements,  the  M/WBE 
Ordinance  must  be  amended  to  allow  the  Director  of 
the  M/WBE  office  to  grant  a  waiver  from  the  Ordi- 
nance requirements  where  it  is  shown  that  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  Ordinance  is  not  feasible. 
The  M/WBE  Ordinance  and  this  Amendment  are 
therefore  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance.  Chap- 
ter IV,  Section  4-4.8,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
deleting  the  second  and  third  sentences  in  their  en- 
tirety and  inserting  in  their  place  the  following:  "The 
requirements  of  Section  4-4.1  through  4-4.8  shall 
cease  to  apply  to  contracts  awarded  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  its  departments  and  agencies  on  June  30, 
1995,  unless  reenacted  by  the  City  of  Boston  City 
Council." 

Section  3.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter IV,  Section  4-4.3,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
deleting  the  last  paragraph  and  adding  the  following 
paragraphs  at  the  end  of  this  section: 

d.  Exemptions  for  City  Agencies  or  Depart- 
ments. If  a  City  agency  or  department  determines 
that  circumstances  exist  which  prevent  it  from  meet- 
ing the  M/WBE  requirements  on  a  particular  con- 
tract, such  department  or  agency  may  request  from 
the  Director  of  the  M/WBE  Office  ("Director")  an 
exemption  from  compliance  with  the  M/WBE  re- 
quirements for  that  particular  contract.  In  reviewing 
such  requests,  the  Director  shall  consider  the  follow- 
ing: 

1)  Availability  of  certified  M/WBE  prime  con- 
tractors capable  of  performing  the  work  at 
issue; 

2)  Subcontracting  opportunities  for  the  particu- 
lar contract,  and  availability  of  certified 
M/WBE  subcontractors  capable  of  perform- 
ing the  work  at  issue; 

3)  Utilization  of  M/WBEs  in  the  contract  cate- 
gory at  issue; 

4)  Whether  an  emergency  exists  that  threatens 
the  health  and/or  safety  of  persons  or  prop- 
erty; 

5)  Circumstances  where  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  Ordinance  would  im- 
pose an  unwarranted  economic  burden  on, 
or  risk  to,  the  City. 

e.  Waivers  for  Contractors.  A  contractor  may  ap- 
ply to  the  Director  for  waiver  of  all  or  part  of  the  re- 
quirements of  this  Ordinance  as  they  apply  to  a  par- 
ticular contract  if,  after  making  a  good-faith  effort, 
the  contractor  is  unable  to  secure  qualified  M/WBEs 
to  meet  the  contract  requirements. 
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f.  Procedure  for  Applying  for  a  Waiver.  A  con- 
tractor who  wishes  to  obtain  a  waiver  shall  do  so  by 
filing  a  waiver  application  in  accordance  with  regula- 
tions promulgated  by  the  Director.

1)  The  waiver  applicant  shall  be  required  to 
demonstrate  a  good-faith  effort  to  solicit 
M/WBE  participation  by  joint  venture  or 
otherwise;  said  demonstration  shall  include 
at  a  minimum  verification  of  the  applicant's 
solicitation  of  M/WBEs  through  the 
M/WBE  Office  as  well  as  by  letters  to  ap- 
propriate M/WBE  trade  organizations; 

2)  The  Director  shall  verify  the  availability,  or 
lack  thereof,  of  certified  M/WBEs  contrac- 
tors with  the  capability  to  perform  the  work 
at  issue; 

3)  Where  pre-filed  subcontractor  bids  are  in- 
volved, said  bids  shall  be  reviewed  for 
M/WBE  subcontracting  opportunities; 

4)  The  waiver  applicant's  history  of  utilization 
of  M/WBEs; 

5)  Other  factors  deemed  pertinent  by  the  Di- 
rector. 

h.  Notice  of  Director's  Decision.  The  Director's 
decisions  on  waiver  applications  shall  state  the  rea- 
sons for  granting  or  denying  said  waiver  request. 
Waiver  decisions  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk  for  posting  and  published  in  the  City  Record. 

i.  Appeals.  Decisions  on  waiver  applications  may 
be  appealed  to  the  Chief  Procurement  Officer  or  such 
other  official  as  the  Mayor  may  designate.

The  Compensation  Advisory  Board  has  met  six 
times  over  the  past  eight  months.  We  met  once  again 
on  December  9,  1994,  approved  our  draft  report  of 
April  21,  1994,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached,  and  are 
making  further  recommendations  with  respect  to  ap- 
propriate compensation  for  elected  officials. 

Specifically,  we  recommend  that  the  City  Council 
be  given  an  increase  of  $5,000  to  $10,000  per  year 
and  that  the  Mayor  be  given  an  increase  of  $10,000 
to  $15,000  per  year,  effective  January  1,  1995. 

In  making  our  recommendations,  we  have  reviewed 
increases  in  the  CPI,  as  well  as  the  extraordinary 
compression  in  the  salary  ranges  of  public  employees 
over  the  past  eight  years.  We  have  also  reviewed 
compensation  statistics  for  elected  officials  in  cities 
of  comparable  size  across  the  country.  Although  it  is 
impossible  to  compare  the  obligations  of  an  elected 
public  official  to  those  of  someone  in  the  private  sec- 
tor, we  have  done  our  very  best  to  keep  this  in  mind. 

This  is  a  time  for  concerned  citizens  to  begin  to 
value  public  service,  Often,  Bostonians  must  choose 
between  serving  in  elected  office  or  providing  for 
their  families.  Boston  can  lead  the  way,  as  it  has  so 
often  before. 

Furthermore,  we  are  recommending  that  the  Com- 
pensation Advisory  Board,  as  part  of  its  ongoing  re- 
sponsibilities, make  future  recommendations  with  re- 
spect to  the  compensation  of  elected  officials  prior  to 
November  15  in  every  even-numbered  year.  We  be- 
lieve it  is  better  to  review  the  salaries  of  elected  offi- 
cials more  frequently,  rather  than  wait  six  or  seven 
years  before  revisiting  this  complicated  and  difficult 
issue. 

The  Compensation  Advisory  Board  stands  prepared 
to  comment  on  our  recommendations  at  any  public 
hearing,  as  well  as  to  comment  on  recommendations 
with  respect  to  the  compensation  of  positions  not  by 
ordinance  such  as  the  members  of  the  Boston  Licens- 
ing Board.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  Boston 
Compensation  Advisory  Board  in  accordance  with 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Section  One,  Title  5,  Chap- 
ter Three,  Section  10. 

As  you  know,  in  March  of  each  even-numbered 
year,  the  Board's  mandate  is  to  "study  the  adequacy 
of  all  salaries  of  city  officers  whose  compensation  is 
set  by  ordinance."  This  year  the  Board  was  reconsti- 
tuted, which  resulted  in  a  somewhat  later  report.  In 
making  this  report,  we  are  proposing  salary  range 
adjustments  retroactive  to  January  1,  1994,  and  also 
deferring  until  later  this  calendar  year  a  review  of  the 
compensation  of  elected  officials,  as  well  as  the  ques- 


tion of  whether  to  establish  salary  ranges  for  the  po- 
sitions of  cabinet  officers,  the  establishment  of  which 
positions  are  presently  under  review.  Perhaps  if  a 
person  presently  compensated  as  a  department  head 
is  named  a  cabinet  officer,  then  greater  compensation 
is  available  within  these  ranges.  We  believe  that  by 
having  these  ranges  in  place  for  the  next  two  years, 
however,  it  will  be  possible  for  you  to  increase  com- 
pensation, commensurate  with  responsibilities. 

The  Board  met  a  number  of  times  and  reviewed 
compensation  levels  of  management  positions  cited  in 
the  Code  under  Ordinance  5,  Section  105.  The  Com- 
mittee has  given  great  thought  to  these  matters  and  in 
making  these  recommendations  has  taken  many  fac- 
tors into  account.  Chief  among  these  is  the  distress- 
ing situation  in  a  number  of  city  departments  where 
employees  covered  under  union  contracts  or  as  part 
of  the  middle  management  system,  earn  more  than 
the  Commissioner  or  other  heads  of  the  department. 
We  believe  this  is  bad  public  policy.  Regretfully, 
many  career  employees  are  discouraged  from  taking 
what  most  would  view  as  a  promotion,  since  it  would 
result  in  less  compensation.  Indeed,  more  than  one 
commissioner  has  taken  a  pay  cut  to  accept  a  promo- 
tion. 

Furthermore,  we  believe  that  it  is  unconscionable 
that  many  of  these  department  heads  have  not  had  an 
increase  in  their  compensation  for  six  years.  Inflation 
alone  has  eaten  away  at  their  salaries.  During  this 
period.  City  employees  covered  by  collective  bargain- 
ing agreements  have  received  increases  which  aver- 
age over  thirty  (30)  percent. 

Also,  this  being  the  beginning  of  a  new  administra- 
tion, the  ability  to  recruit  talented  and  highly  experi- 
enced individuals,  not  only  from  the  ranks  of  present 
employees,  but  also  from  the  private  sector  or  from 
public  managers  working  elsewhere  in  the  country,  is 
diminished. 

In  reviewing  the  present  salary  levels,  we  have  kept 
in  mind  the  differing  models  which  have  been  put 
into  place  over  the  past  twenty  years.  We  believe  that 
ours  is  easily  justifiable,  given  the  responsibilities  of 
most  of  these  individuals.  Without  any  doubt,  the  de- 
partment heads  who  you  appoint  directly  have  re- 
sponsibilities comparable  to  those  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  and  Hospitals,  the  Director  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
the  Executive  Director  of  the  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission,  the  Director  of  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  and  other  public  managers.  The 
responsibilities  of  department  heads  are  at  least  com- 
parable to  those  of  other  employees  in  the  public  sec- 
tor who  are  compensated  at  far  greater  levels. 

As  the  predecessor  Board  has  written  in  a  report  to 
your  predecessor: 

"Public  sector  management  must  be  as  effective 
as  that  in  the  private  sector  ...  Retention  is  no 
less  important  than  attracting  well  qualified  per- 
sons to  public  employment  as  continuity  of 
knowledgeable,  experienced  and  well  informed 
leadership  promotes  the  delivery  of  efficient, 
continuously  well  planned,  services  to  the  tax- 
payers and  the  general  public. 
Inadequate  compensation  levels  will  not  attract 
the  kind  of  officials  and  employees  the  public  de- 
mands. Good  salary  practices  will  encourage  par- 
ticipation of  citizens  from  all  walks  of  life  and 
will  further  serve  to  make  government  truly  rep- 
resentative of  those  it  seeks  to  serve." 
In  conclusion,  in  establishing  the  proposed  ranges, 
the  Board  has  considered: 

Maintaining  a  relationship  with  industry  rates  at 

the  sixty  (60)  percent  level. 

Internal  equity. 

Ranges  paid  in  other  comparable  cities. 

Ranges  attractive  for  retention  purposes. 
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Ranges  attractive  for  career  opportunities. 
Basic  principles  of  salary  administration. 
The  Board  is  appreciative  of  the  efforts  of  the  Hay 
Group  and  also  of  the  Supervisor  of  Personnel,  his 
deputy  and  members  of  his  staff,  who  have  been  of 
great  assistance  in  this  regard.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CHAPTER  16,  SEC- 
TION 26.10,  RE  UNREASONABLE  NOISE 
(DOCKET  NO.  1762)

(A)  16-26.10  ENFORCEMENT 
Subsection  16-26.7,  16-26.8,  or  16-26.9  may  be 
enforced  by  any  police  officer,  any  special  police 
officer  designated  by  the  Commissioner  to  do  so, 
by  any  designee  of  the  Air  Pollution  Control 
Commission  or  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hos- 
pitals or  of  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional 
Services.  The  Housing  Court  may  enjoin  viola- 
tion of  these  subsections. 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter  XVI  is 
amended  by  striking  section  16-26.11  thereof  and  in- 
serting in  its  place,  the  following: 
(A)  16-26.11  PENALTIES 
Any  person  who  violates  subsections   16-26.7, 
16-26.8,  or  16-26.9  shall  for  the  first  offense  be 
fined  thirty  ($30.00)  dollars.  The  enforcing  per- 
son shall  make  a  record  of  the  complaint,  such 
record  to  include  the  following  information  (to 
the  extent  that  it  is  available),  name  and  address 
of  person  violating;  name  and  address  of  land- 
lord, if  applicable;  date;  time;  motor  vehicle  reg- 
istration number,  if  applicable;  and  location  of 
the  violation.  If  the  violator  refuses  to  give  the 
above-noted  information  or  if  any   information 
proves  false,  said  person  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  an  additional  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars.  The 
enforcing  person  shall  give  the  violator  a  notice 
of  the  violation  and  fine,  and  the  violation  and 
fine  may  be  disposed  of  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  40, 
Section  2 ID.   A  copy  of  each  violation  notice 


shall  be  sent  to  the  landlord  and  to  the  school  or 
university  at  which  the  violator  is  enrolled,  when 
applicable. 

(B)  The  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission  shall 
keep  and  make  available  to  the  public  and  all 
persons  authorized  to  enforce  these  provisions, 
and  the  certification  or  the  information  there  ap- 
pearing by  an  enforcing  official  to  a  court  shall 
establish  a  rebuttable  presumption  of  the  accu- 
racy thereof. 

No  person,  being  landlord  or  person  in  charge  of 
a  residential  structure  shall  permit,  or  suffer  the 
repeated  violations  of  these  ordinances,  after  no- 
tice thereof.  Such  person  shall  be  punished  at  the 
time  of  the  third  such  violation,  and  every  viola- 
tion thereafter  within  twelve  months  of  the  first 
violation  by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dol- 
lars in  the  case  of  the  third,  and  two  hundred 
($200.00)  dollars  for  each  thereafter.  It  shall  be 
a  defense  that  the  landlord  or  person  in  charge  of 
a  residential  structure  shall  have  made  good-faith 
effort  including  the  seeking  of  a  court  order,  to 
prevent  violations.

(4)  Whether  an  emergency  exists  that  threatens  the 
health  and/or  safety  of  persons  or  property; 

(5)  Circumstances  where  compliance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  Ordinance  would  impose  an 
unwarranted  economic  burden  on,  or  risk  to, 
the  City. 

e.  Waivers  for  Contractors.  A  contractor  may  ap- 
ply to  the  Director  for  waiver  of  all  or  part  of  the  re- 
quirements of  this  Ordinance  as  they  apply  to  a  par- 
ticular contract  if,  after  making  a  good  faith  effort, 
the  contractor  is  unable  to  secure  qualified  M/WBEs 
to  meet  the  contract  requirements. 

f.  Procedure  for  Applying  for  a  Waiver.  A  contrac- 
tor who  wished  to  obtain  a  waiver  shall  do  so  by  fil- 
ing a  waiver  application  in  accordance  with  regula- 
tions promulgated  by  the  Director. 

g.  Criteria  for  Granting  a  Waiver.  The  Director 
shall  promulgate  detailed  regulations  for  the  review 
and  granting  of  waivers.  Said  standards  shall  include 
at  a  minimum  the  following  criteria. 

(1)  The  waiver  applicant  shall  be  required  to  dem- 
onstrate a  good-faith  effort  to  solicit  M/WBE 
participation  by  joint  venture  or  otherwise;  said 
demonstration  shall  include  at  a  minimum  veri- 
fication of  the  applicant's  solicitation  of 
M/WBEs  through  the  M/WBE  Office  as  well 
as  by  facsimiles  to  appropriate  M/WBE  trade 
organizations; 

(2)  The  Director  shall  verify  the  availability,  or 
lack  thereof,  of  certified  M/WBE  contractors 
with  the  capability  to  perform  the  work  at  is- 
sue; 

(3)  Where  pre-filed  subcontractor  bids  are  in- 
volved, said  bids  shall  be  reviewed  for 
M/WBE  subcontracting  opportunities; 

(4)  The  waiver  applicant's  history  of  utilization  of 
M/WBEs; 

(5)  Other  factors  deemed  pertinent  by  the  Director, 
h.   Notice  of  Director's  Decision.   The  Director's 

decisions  on  waiver  applications  shall  state  the  reason 
for  granting  or  denying  said  waiver  request.  Waiver 
decisions  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  for  post- 
ing and  shall  be  published  in  the  City  Record. 

i.  Appeals.  Decisions  on  waiver  applications  may 
be  appealed  to  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Office 
of  Civil  Rights  or  such  other  official  as  the  Mayor 
may  designate." 

Section  4.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter IV,  Section  4-4.5,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  the  following  after  the  first  sentence:  "The 
Mayor  shall  appoint  the  members  of  such  council 
within  21  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Amend- 
ment." 

Section  5.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Chapter  IV,  Sections  4-4.1  through  4-4.8  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  deleting  all  references  to  the 
"M/WBE  Coordinator"  or  "Coordinator"  and  insert- 
ing in  their  place  the  "M/WBE  Director"  or  "Direc- 
tor" respectively. 

Section  6.  This  Amendment  shall  take  effect  upon 
passage.

Section  3: 


h.  Reporting.  The  M/WBE  Director  shall  report  on 
a  monthly  basis,  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
on  the  progress  being  made  by  each  department  and 
agency  concerning  their  compliance  with  the  M/WBE 
Ordinance:  including,  but  not  limited  to  the  total 
number  of  dollars  expended  for  all  goods,  services 
and  contracts  within  each  department  and  the  per- 
centage of  those  procurements  provided  by  minority 
business  enterprises  and  women  business  enterprises.

f.  Procedure  for  Waiver  Applications.  Contractors 
may  submit  an  application  for  waiver  in  such  form  as 
the  director  shall  prescribe,  and,  a  copy  of  each  such 
shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  who  shall  post  the 
same  on  the  day  received. 

g.  Criteria  for  Review  of  Waiver  Applications.  The 
Director  shall  promulgate  regulations  for  review  and 
granting  of  waivers.  Among  factors  to  be  considered 
are: 

(1)  Evidence  of  good  faith  efforts  to  solicit 
M/WBE  participation  by  joint  venture  or  other- 
wise, including  verification  of  applicant's 
timely  solicitation  of  M/WBEs  by  advertising, 
through  the  M/WBE  office  and  by  letters  to 
appropriate  M/WBE  trade  organizations,  with 
proof  of  the  date(s)  and  time(s)  of  solicitation 
and  responses  received,  if  any; 

(2)  Verification  by  the  Director  of  availability  of 
M/WBE  contractors  with  the  capability  to  per- 
form the  work  at  issue; 

(3)  Review  of  pre-filed  sub-contractor  bids  when 
appropriate; 

(4)  Consideration  of  applicant's  history  of  M/WBE 
utilization  including  timely  payment  of 
M/WBEs. 

(5)  Identification  of  publications,  trade  and  others, 
utilized  by  applicant  in  attempt  to  comply  with 
M/WBE  goals; 

(6)  Identification  of  contract  documents,  plans, 
specifications,  etc.,  made  available  by  the  ap- 
plicant to  potential  M/WBE  participants; 

(7)  Documentation  of  negotiations  between  the  ap- 
plicant and  certified  M/WBEs  in  attempt  to 
meet  goals;  and, 

(8)  Consideration  of  other  factors  as  provided  in 
the  regulations.
